tions will proie of foiall imporitance. But.

they are ufefiil to ej^erdfe the. memory^

A. Thofe who fiinriTed the &ge» as Hedor and Pttria^ 
the fbns of Priam, were partly maSSiered, and partly car- 
ried into captivity. 

^ Did none efcape ? 

Jim Two only are menticmed: jtmuw^r^ who is fup- 
pofed to be the founder of the city of Padua ; and EmaSr 
who went into Italy, and nuvvied LavimOf the daughter 
of king Laiimit, 

^ Who m^AEtMsf 

A. He was the fon of ^nri^^/,. tlie brother of king 
Priamy and, according to tie fiibk^of the poets, of the 
goddefi Venus- 

^ Had he any children \ 

Am He had a ion named Afiumtay who founded th& 
city and kingdom of AWa Longoj in the territory of 
Latium. 

^ In what fituatiott were the affairs of Greece at this 
time? 

A. A great reyolution had takcn4>lace in Peloponae- 
fiis. The former kings, as Agamemnon and Menelaut^ 
were cf the race of Peiops^ a Phrygian, the fon of Tan- 
talne, who, ha:vtng fettkd in the Pentnfula, gave k th^ 
Aaaae of Feloponncftts, which fignifies the lile of Pelops. 
To tbefe princes fucceeded the Herac&ddy nr defcendants 
of Hercules, who founded the kingdoms of Lacedsmon 
and Corinth. 

J(; Did the kin i^ijsi of ^Athens continue to exift ? 

A. It ended in period ; the laft king was Codtki^ 
who for the nre£erV'ition of his country, Toluntaiily de« 
toted hiaofdt to death.

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J^ What were the confequences of this event ? 
j1. The two fons of Codrui^ difputing for the croTWi, 
the Athenians, to avoid ftmtlar differences, abolifked 
ibe regal dignity, and eleded magi Urates, whofe power 
was indeed for life, but dependent en the people : they 
were called Arciions, a wprd which itgnifiei princes or 
lords. 

j|^ Did the Greeks effedl nothing more i during this 
period ? 

A. They fent colonies into Afia Minor, where they 
founded. Several cities, the moft celebrated among which 
were Ephefus, Smyxpa, Cumse, and Phocis. 

jg. What are the events of facred Hiftory ? 

j1. The end of the magiftracy of the Judges, which 
had continued from Jephthah to Saol^ who was fucceeded 
hy David«

ji. Thiree may be efpeeiaUy enumerated- Firft* the 
-wifdom bellowed by God upon that prince, at his own 
requed. SeconcQy^ the worfhip of God eftaUifhed in a 
fixed place. Thirdly, the removal of the ark of the cov-' 
Ount into the Temple i and laftlyt the riches and power 
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«f Solomon, vho confidieraM j increafed the glory of the 
kingdom of Ifrael. 

Q Who were the kings with whom S^9mon had 
tranfadons ? 

^ ' The Scnpttires only mention the kings of EgypC 
and Tyret and the queen of Sheba. 
Q Who was the king of Egypt ? 
A, He is called in thf facred Totirmes Pharaoh^ » 
same common to the kings of Egypt ; and it is added» 
that Solomon married one of his daoghters. 

Q. By what name is the king of Tyre diftinguiflied I 
A. He is called Hlram^ and we are told that he lited 
m ftriA amity with Solomon, whom he fupplied with ma- 
terials and workmen to build the temple of Jerafalem. 
Q^. What account is given of the queen of Sheba \ 
A^ The facred writings do not mention her name, btit 
the ancient annals of £thiepfa inform ns that (he was 
called Maheda^ She came with a grand retinue to Jem- 
falem, attradted by the fame of Solomon ; and returned in^ 
to her own country, filled witli admiration of his wifdom 
and magnificence, -faying that the half was net told 
her. 

Q* Iii what part of the world did this princefsreiga? 
4- In Aiabia Felijc, where the kingdom of Sheba or 
Saba is fituated. The hiftory of that country ailerts that 
the queen had a fon by Solomon, 

Q But is it not extraordmary that the reputation of 
Solomon ihould reach a country fo remote} 

A^ It is probaUe that the queen gained her informa* 
tioa fixmi ^e ihips which this prince, in conjundlion with 
Hiramy king of Tyre, feat to Ophir in feaiN:h of gold and 
other precious things. 

Q. What cpurle did thefe veflels take > 
A, They departed from the port ei AJiongaher, OB> 
the Northern coaft of the Red Sea, andiiufing Southward,* 
coaled Arabia Felix till ^ey eame to ^e Strait, which is 
now called BabeUMandeb.

A. It is fuppofed to be that which is now called tilt 
kingdom of So&la on the Eafi^^m coaft 6f Africa.

The 
firfty the liiadf which contains a poetical defcription of 
the Trojan war ; and the fecond, the Od^i^f in which it 
delcribed the return of Ulyfies into the Ifie of Ithaca, his 
•adve country, after the taking of Troy.* 

Q. Was the reign of Solomon as glorious^ towards the 
•onclufion, as it was at the beginning ? 

jf. By no means ; he fell into the moil (faameful ex- 
ceflfes and criminal idolatry ; of which there is reafon to 
prefume, by hi»i writings, he repented before his death* 
though the facred volumes are dlent on the fubjeft. 

Q^ Who wa& his fuccefibr ^ 

A> His fon Rehoboam, who, hailing imprudently pi«- 
ferred the #dvice of inexperienced yousu^ men to the more 
£diuary connfeb of age, loft the half of his kingdom, 
which revolted from him. 

Q> Who was the author of this revolt ? 

uf . Jeroboam^ the Am of NebaT, who draw ten tiibes 

ef Iftael to his party, and who, to prevent, the Jews aao^ 

ring God at Jerufalem, fet up two goMea calves, which be 

, obliged the teif revolted tribes to acknowledge as the ob- 

'jeft of their worfhipb 

Q. Did this divifioa fuhfift kng } 

A* Till the Jews were carried c^tivse mto Babylcni, 
there were kings of Jerufalem over the tribes of Jndab 
and Benjaaiia.;,ahd aHb otiber kings at Samaria, over the 
ten Schiinmtic tribes. 

* Tbsi^ pMmsare h^kMbAf trtalaCid imo £agii& by M^-- 
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j^ Did the km« of fyte exift any length of tftne i 

A. They exiaed till the deftriiaion of their city by 
Nelmcbadiu%%at ; and till Uie lime of AUa^ graadfon of 
Solomon, and fon of Rehoboaro» king of Judah ; or, ac* 
cording to others, till die time of Joram, king of Ifrael. 
Among the kings of Tyre was one known in hidory by 
the name of PygmaRon. 

^ Does any remarkable event preferve the memary 
of this prince I 

jt. Yes ; the foundation of Carthage by Dido^ a Tyr* 
ian princefsy who, flying from the cruelty of Pygmalion, 
her brother, went into Africa with a numerout train, and 
there founded thatgrcat city, near three hundred years 
after the taking of Troy * 

Q- Are there no events in the hi (lory of Greece whkb 
tnay be confidered as belonging to this period ? 

j1, Amone a variety o? others, two are pardculairly 
memdrable : me change tSe&td at Lacedaemon by the 
laws of Lycurgus, and the foundation of the kingdom of 
Macedqn, by Catamu^ a defcendant of Hercnles, and a 
native of Argos. 

^ Did tbefe events happen precifely at the fame 
rime ? 

A, No ; an interval of feventy years elapled betweenf 
ihclm^ Lycnrgus^ the Spartin lawgiver, flouriflied eight 
htiitdt^d and eighty four years before Ohrift ; and Car^ 
0fiui founded the kingdf)m of Macedon tight hundred slnd 
fourteen years before tihe fame^ra. 

^ Was there ijo other- e/rrpire' f<AiAdcd during this 
period? 

A. The empire of the Medes was founded by De'oce*^ 
and fubfifted till Cyrus^ who fubdued not only the Medes 
but all the other ^4%ra i^atQa, - 

^ Had the Greeks, during thi* tirhe, any method of 
fixing the^ dates of their ^iftpry by epochas and peri* 
odsT. ' , . . . » ^ 

* Virgil, who, among the Latin poets, holds the fame rank at 
Homer among Ae Greek has eMbelliflied his celebrated poem ofthe

does not appear that they had ; but feven hundrea and 
feventy fix years before the birth of our Lord, they infti- 
tuted a famous folemnity, which they afterwarJ* made 
ufe of to compute the number of their years, and to 
date the events of their hiftory. 

J^ What was this folemnity ? 

^, The Olympic Garnet y which were celebrated every 
fifth year at Olympia in Elis, a fmall province of Pelo- 
ponnefus, with the univei-fal concurrence of all Greece. 

^ Defcribe thefe Games. 

A, They confided in various exercifes of the mental 
and bodily powers. The vigors were publickty crowned, 
anhonour which gained them particular privileges during 
life. 

^ How did the Greeks compute the number of thei» 
years by the Olympic Games ? 

* A, They gave the name of Olympiad to four enUre 
years, which elapfed from one folemnity to another, and 
referred the events, firft to the Olympiad, and fecondly to 
the current year of the fame Olympiad. 

J^ Explain this more clearly by fome examples ? ^ 

A. I will take two fiom the period in which we now 
are. About the fecond year of the fecond Olympiad, the 
Greeks fent colonies into Sicily, conduced hy jirchiat^z. 
Corinthian,%^o built the city of Syracufe. The fourth 
year of the fifth Olympiad, the Athenians decreed that 
the Archons, who, from the death of Codrus, had held 
iheir office for Iife> fhould refign it at the end of tea 
years^*

jf. Romulujf the grandfon of Nomitor, king of Alba 
Longa, by hi« daughter Mea Sylvia^ a veftal. Hie fa. 
ther wa? apparently a ftranger; and the Roinans,to conceal 
the ignominy of thek- hero's birth, invented the ftory that 
be was die fon of the god Mars. 



Q. Had not Rtmultu a twin brother ? 



Yes ; he had one, named Remut^ whom he killed 
with his own hand. 

Q; What was the caufe of his committing fo great a 
crime ? 

Am Hit brother in derifion leaped over the ditch which 
was dug for the foundation of the city walls. 

<2. Who wiere the firft inhabitants of Rome ? 

A* Criminals, outlaws, and fugitive ilaves, to whom . 
Romulus offered an afylom in order to people it. 

Q, Had they no women among them ? 

Jin No ; the Sabines, their neighbours, whofe daugh- 
ters they afked in marriage, refufi^ them with contempt. 

Q. What was the confequence of their refufal ? 

ji. Romului diiTembled his refentment, and fome time 
after/celcbrated games, to which they invited the Sabine 
ladies ; they ran thither in crowds with their daughters, 
who were immediately feized and forcibly carrie_d away to 
Rome, where they became the tvives of the fubje^s of 
Romulus, 

Q. This no doubt produced a war ? 

A. It did ; bttt of no long continuance, . from die 
prudence of the Roman women, who reconciled their fa- 
thers and bulbaodt bydietr antreattef, and prevailed on 
them to become one nadou. 

Q. How many years did Ramuba reign, and who 
was his (bcceflbr ? 

A. He reigned thirty eight years, and was fucceed- 
ed by Numa PoafUiuff a Sabine, bom in the city of Cures. 

J^ What was the charader of thefe princes i 

A. Romulus was enterprifin^ and warlike ; Numa pa- 
cific, religious, aad a wi^ politteian.t -h 
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• Q. hx 'what ftate vreve the nffs^jlv^of the Jfiwt at this 
time ? ' 

jf. About the twentieth year of Rome, Hezeklah 
-began to reign at Jerufalem ; und in the feventh year of 
hiB reign, Salvumajar, kmg of AfTyiia, took the cify of 
Samana, and oanied H'Jhta^ king el Ifrl^el, and th^ ten 
Schffmacic tribes; into captivity. 
. e. Didthelungdomof JudahfttH.fUbfift? 

A. Yes J and ashpit tinne ^ter the staking of Ssuna- 
ria, Senachcrih^ king of AiTyria^ entered Judea with that 
immcnfe army which was miraculoitfly defeated by an 
Angel. 

Q. ,Let u« noiw retiisn to the Romans. How ]ong 
"did Numa Pcmfiiius reign ? 

A. He reigned forty three yeart» and was fpcceeded 
by TtsJltu HofiiJhu^ who reigned twenty three. 

Q. You have in the preceding period fpoken of the 
empire of the Mede»; in what manner was tt founded? 

y/. Arhaeet^ a Median Lord» having revolted froon 
Sardanapalusy king of Affyria, a weak and effeminate 
prince, whom he reduced to the neceffity of putting a pe- 
•riod to his exiftence, the Medes threw off the yoke of the 
Affyrians, and afleited their mdependence. 

Q. Did Arbaces bear the name of kmg ? 

A' No ; the Medes having for fome time enjoyed 
their liberty, eledled for their kingaLord» named lieioceip 
whofe poftertty preferved that rank till the time of Cyrus» 
tingofPerfia. 

Q. How were the affairs of Greece at this period i 

A. In the fixty feventh year of Home, the office of 
Arcfaen at Athens became annual^andxontinued fo till 
the* fall of chat Republic. 

Q. Did: the Lacedemonians ceotitoe'to obierve tbe 
laws of Lycurgus ? " 

A. Yes ; and as dieir form of government was wholly 
military, they had frequent wars with the other cities of 
Greece. 

Q. In what paxtfcular contefts vere they en^ged at 
this time f 

A They had A long war with the Me&iiians, their 
«^ighboursf and after «taege of tenftan, took tbear fcifty. 
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Ig. What became pf the Meflenians ? 

A, Thofe who efcaped ^e cruelty of the Lacedajxno- 
nians failed into Sicily, where they rendered themfelves 
mailers of a city, called Zanclea, to which they gave the 
name of Medina, in honor to their native country, 

Q.- Who was the fourth king of Rome ? 

A^ Attcus Mariiui, who fucceeded Tu//ui Hoftiliutf ' 
and began to reign one hundred and fifteen years after the 
foundation of Rome. He died after a reign of twenty 
four years. 

^ Did no illuflrious chara<5lers exid among the 
Greeks ? 

A. Tlie feven fages of Greece are placed in this pe- 
riod. 

^ Hoes hiftory acquaint us with their names ? 

A. Yes. 1. Solon, the Legiflator of Athens. 2. 
Thales, of Meletus. 3. Periander, king of Corintli. 4. 
Pittacus, king of Mitylene. 5 Bias, a Prienian. 6. 
Chilo, the Lacedaemonian. 7- Cleobulus, the Indian. 

^ In what did the wifdom of thefe Sages confift ? 

A. In. a ftrid obfervance of the precepts of natural 
and moral law. 

j^ Who were the succeflbrs of Dnoces^ the firft king 
of the Medes I 

A. Media had only four kings, who followed in he- 
reditary fucceflion during the fpace of one hundred and 
fifty years. 

^ Who were they ? 

A^ Deiocss^ who reigned fifty three years ; Phraotet^ 
who reigned twenty two ; Cyaxares, who reigned forty j 
and A (ly ages, grandfather, by the niother, to Cyrus, who 
reigned thirty nyt years, 

^ Did no other empire flouriih in the Eaft at tfiis 
time ? 

A. That of the Babylonians wa? very powerful, and 
Nehuehadnez%ar^ the fon of Nahopola[fary king of Baby- 
lon, made great conquefts, among which iare comprifed 
thofe of Jeiufalem and of Paleftine. 

Q. At what time did the con quell of Jerufalem and 
the deftrudion of the Temple happen ? 

A» About one hundred and fixty years after the 
C 
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foundation of Rome, and five hundred and eighty years 
before the birth of Jefus Chrift. 

Q. Who reigned at this time in Rome ? 

Jf. Tarquin I. the fifth king of the Romans. He 
reigned thirty eight years. 

Q Of iq^hat family was Tafquin ? 

^. He was of Greek extradion, the fon of a Corin- 
thian, named /^^mara/i//, who took refuge at Tarquinii, 
in Tuscany, from. the persecution of Cypielus^ tyrant of 
Corinth. 

Q. What was the end of Tarquin ? 

A. At the age of eighty four he was afTailinated by- 
two peafants, inftigated by the children of jincus Mar* 
this, 

Q. What motive prompted them to fo Execrable a 
deed? 

^. The hatred they, had conceived to the king, from 
the idea that he pofFefied a crown ^ich by right belong, 
^d to them. 

Q. Who was his fuccefTor ? 

A. Servius TulRut^ who had been brought up by Tan- 
aguil, the wife of Tarquin, whofe daughter he married. 

Q. What were Nebuchadnezzar's moft confiderable 
cOnquefts» exclufive of thofe of Syria and Paleftine ? 

j1. He fubdued Egypt, and rendered it tributary. 

Q, Who was his fucceflbr ? 

j1. His fon, Evilmerodacbf who reigned only three 
years^ 

Q. Did the kingdom of Babylon maintain its power 
after the death of Nebucbadne%%ar f 

A, No ; the fucceeding princes, little known in hif- 
tory , efiFefted nothing memorable ; and Cyrup, the founder 
of the great Perfian monarchy, a fliort time after, fubdued 
the Babylonians. 

Q, How did Cyrus take Babylon ? 

A* He turned the course of the river Tygris, which 
ran through the city, and marched his army under the 
walls, in its channel. This happened the fame night that 
the MeneTekel was written upon the wall. 

(2 Was there not another kingdom of some impor- 
fiatQce at this time in Afia Minor ? 
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A. Yes ; CrafuSf king of Lydia, the richeft prinCe of 
his time, reigned in the city of Sardis, the capital of his 
kingdom. 

(l • Had he any perfons of celebrity among the num- 
ber of his courtiers ? 

' A Not only JEfop^ the Phrygian, author of the Fables* 
whicli have immortalized his name ; but all the principal 
men of Greece made their court to Croefus on account of 
his riches and liberality. 

Q. Did any Athenian of note vlfit his court ? 

A. Yes J Solon^ the celebrated Leg iflator ; but he did 
not obtain the king's favor. 

Q. Howfo? 

A. Becaufe. he defpifed his riches, and told him, that 
foch was the uncertainty of all human enjoyments, that 
no one could be efteemed happy before his death. 

Q. Solon then did not yifit Sardis from any interefted 
views ? 

^ A. By no means ; he abfented himfelf from Athens, 
becaufe that citVy to which he had given very wife and 
falatary laws, groaned under the oppreffion of Pi/tftrattaf 
who had ufurped a tyrannic authority. 

O. Did Ptfijhatus prefervehis authority long ? 

A* He reigned fizteen years, and left the crown to hit 
fonsi wno had not, however, abilities to preierve it. 



EIGHTH PERIOD. 

FROM CYRU^, THE FIRST RING OF THE PERSIANS, TO 
THE BIRTH V OF OUR LORD JESUS CHRIST.— -SCO 
YEARS. 

Q. Who was. Cyrus ? 

A. The fon of a Perfian Lord, named Cambyfes^ and 
of Manaana^ the daughter of AJlydges^ the laft king of 
the Medes. • 

Q By what means did he transfer the fovereignty 
of the Medes to the Perfians ? 

A. He revolted from his grandfather ^^a^//, and 
vanquiihed him. 
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0. What were liis conquefts ? 

Ji* He firft vanqaifhed Crafus^ king of Lyclia» after- 
wards the Babylonians and" Aflyrians ; and by his vidko- 
ries founded the monarchy of the Perfians, which was of 
very great extent. 

Q. What religion did he profefe ? 
A. By the partiality he entertained for the Jews, and 
the tedimony which God gives him in the Prophet I(aiah» 
it appears that he feared the God of Ifrael. 

^. In what did he (how his partiality fc r the Jews ? 
A. In permitting them to return to Jerufalem, under 
the condu6l of Zerubabcl and Jtjhua^ the fon of Jofadak^ 
their High Prieft. 

D. What was the confequence of this permiffion ? 
A Two years after their return, Zerubabel laid the 
foundation of the Temple, and eredled an altar to God ; 
but the building of the Temple was impeded by the op- 
podtion aud calumnies of the Samaritans. 

D. What; teftimony does God give Cyrui in flie 
Prophet Ifaiah ? 

A. At the conclufion of the forty fourth, and at the 
beginning, of the forty fifth chapter of that Prophet, God 
mentions him by name, two hundred and twenty years, be- 
fore he was born ; and beftows on him the glotious titles 
of his Sheplierd and his Anointed. 

Q. What king reigned at Rome in the days of Cy- 
rus? 

A. Tarquln the Proud, who obtained the crown by 
one crime, and loft it by another. The firft was the 
murder of Servius Tulliutt his father in law ; and" the fee- 
end, was, the injury done to Lucretia^ a Roman Lady, by 
his fon Sextus Tarqulnius, 

O, What was the end of Cyrus > 
A, 'It is faid, that having reigned thirty years, he 
imprudently made war on the Scythians, and was killed 
in an engagement with an army commanded by Tbomyrif, 
^ueen of the Maffageta, a Scytliian nation. 

Q» Is it certain that Cyrus loft his life in this manner? 
A^ No ; for fome ancient authors, among whom is 
Xenophoftf affirm that he died a natural death at an axi« 
vanc^d age. 
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j|. Whafttccecded him ? 

A. His fon, Cambjfeii a cruel and fanguinary prince* 
ivho reigned only feven years and five months. 

g. Where did he die ? 

A^ In £gypt» whither he had led ad army againft 
ffammemtaiy who had revolted from him. 

SWhf .m^ceeded him ? 
• Ona of! the magi, named Smerdu^ who affirmed be 
was the brother of Camh^es^ and reigned feven months, 
tinder that pi etence. 

ig. What gave rife to this deception ? 

A Camby/et had a brother, whom, through jealoufy^ 
he had caqied to be murdered, as his deaui had beetr 
kept fecret, Smerdlt^ who in perfon refembled him, eafily 
impofed upon the multitude 

j^ By whom waft this fraud difcovered ? 
,jf» .By. feven Satraps p^* Perfian Lords, who, bein? ac- 
quiintte4with the d^ath of. the young prince, conlpired' 
ag;^inii the impoflor and killed him in his palace. 

^ Who reigned after Smerdis ? 

A* , Darius^ the fon of H^afpes^ on^e of. the feven con* 
federate liOrcU,^. who is called alfo in fcripture Ahafue* 

^ Q, H9W came ,}ie to be .preferred before the reft ? 

A^ luj. ependent of the rights of birth, which were on 
hi*/ fi<}c, ^, he; was .of the royal fajnily of Perfia, he '.b- 
tained the crown by virtue of an agreement that the Per* 
flan L^^r^s entered into among themfelves. 

^ ^lut was that agreement JL ' • 

'^ As,,the Perfiai^fl at. that time^adore^ Sun, the,

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P^/f/lraiui, the tyrant of Athens, dying, Htppiasi hfs Hd^ 
tft fon, fucceeded htm} and reigned eighteen' years, at 
the end of which he was driven from the throne hy the 
people of Athens, who regained their liberty. 

Q; Had Darius any v^ar to fuftsin at the beginnii^ 
of his reign ? - 

ji' The Babylonians revolted, but he fubdued them 
by theaffiftance of his general Z fyrusy who contrived and 
executed an artful ftraragem, which though applauued 
by the ancients, cannot be juftified on the principieea - 
equity. 

^ Q What was that ftratagem ? 

*" A: He cut off his own nofe and ears, and went over 
to the enemy ; pretending that Darius had muttlatftd 
him ; and by that means gained the confidence of the 
Babylonians, and betrayed tmm to his king. 

(J. Let us now reftjme the hiftory of Rome. What 
happened after Tarquin was driven from that citj f' 

A. The Romans aboliflied the regal dignityt and tnfti* 
tuted two annual cbnfulsy the firft of which were Luiiui 
Junius Brutus^ zxid Luchts Tarqmnus C&ilaiinus. It moft^ 
however, be obferved, diat the latter, a fliort time after» 
was obliged to renounce bis o£Bce on account of his being 
of the family of the Tarquins ; and that another confiil» 
named Paulus Faierius^ vvas fubftituted in his roon^., 

(J. What became of Tarquin the Proud after he was 
driven from Rome ? 

ji. He made fev^ral frutUefs attempts to recover hts 
former dignity. Ar/^/riitf, king of the Etrurians, not 
only afliftedntm with tf'oopis, but coinmandedtj^iirin 
peribn : all. however, was not able to furmount the finn* 
nefs of the Romans^ who valiantly fuftained the "wsr, atkl 
obliged Poffenna and Tarquin to retir^. .' 

Q. Did any perfon of ho^c flpUnih in Greece at this 
time ? 

^, Pythagoras^ si Grectaa philofopher, born in the life 
of Samoft, came into Italy and taught his philofophy at 
Qrotpna in the rei^n of Tarquin the Proud. 

S. What were the principles of his philofo]^^ ?' 
. Atnon^ lihofe which antiquity has pre&rved, fo«ne. 
4re truly abmrd ? fbrexan^fe> tl$e meieapfytboA^ or"

A^ Two are mentioned; equally celebrated and fitigar 
lar : Hera^Ucm of £phefu&, ai^d Democrkus of Abdere. 

O. Itx what did their celebrity and fingularity coo-' 

^ A^ MeraeUtui made every tiling a Aibjed for lamenta- 
tion, and JDemacrutu for mirth ; fo that they might truly 
be called the vireeping and laughing philofophers. 

Q. Whence did this difference arife ? 

Jim Ttom the fame caufe : Heraditat wept at the f(^ie> 
of mankind,, and ilemocritub laughed at them. 

S. What wer^ the wars of Darios after the ccmqaeft 
abylon ? 

jf. He led an army a^ainft the Scythiani» ' but the 
^rea^er part of it wa:^ destroyed i and undertoolc a war 
again^i the Greeks, in which he acquired ftUl lefs glor^. 

Q What were the motives that induced Darius ta 
make war' upon the Greeks ^ 

A. ' H'tpfk<ity tyrant of Athens) had fle^ to his courti 
and imponuned him incelTanUy to seeAabliih him pn the 
throne^ Independent of thla^'Megabazes* one. of Darius'i, 
Satraps, making War upon the Greeks of Afia Minort 
was frequently defeated by the Athenians, who ailifted 
tibem. This infult, added to the entreaties of Hiffm%. 
c}etermined Darius to. fend, an army into Greece, w:hicii he 
diA conunanded by Datis. 

Q. Was the Terfiah «irmy fufflciently powerftil to uiw 
dertake the cononeii o^ Oit^ce ? 

jt} ' yes; ift&ettioopiji that (rompof^d it had been aSv.

Q. Who tfave this artti^ the Hrft check \ 

A. Leonida^, with three hundred Spartatit with« 
ftood the whole army, at the ftraits of ThermopylsB, 
who fought till they Wete sdl flatn but one man, whofe 
owii mouier difowned him fbr turning his back upon the 
enemy.' 

12- At what time did thefe great events happen ? 

ji. In the year of the world, three thoufand and 
five hundred, the two hundred and feventieth after th* 
foundation of Ronte, and four hundred and eighty four 
years before Chrtft. 

Q Were there any celebrated authors sit this tinned 

A Yes ; Herodotus of HalicarnafTus is particularly 
^fer^ing of remembtance ; he colifipofed ai Univedal ■ 
Hillory, which was received with fuch applaufe, that the 
name of the Nine Mufet tc-as unanimoufly given to the 
liine books into which it is divided. 

O Who fucceeded Xerxes in the throve of Perfia ? 

A Artaxers^es Longimanus^ his fon, who reigned for- 
ty years. 

6. Did Xerxes die a natural death ? • 

A No ; he wa« killed by Artabanus, «ix Hyrcantan, 
^ho, having afterwards wounded and attempted to kili 
Artaxerxes, received the punrihment due eo his ^ime. 
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Q. Rccotint any remarkable events that happened in 
the reign of Artaxerxet, -/t_ j 

A. Themi/ioclti^the Athenian general, being bamlhed 
from his country by the envy of his fellow citizens, took 
refuge with this king, who, forgetting the enmity that had 
cxifted between his father and the Athenian, loaded him 
with riches and honors. 

Q. How were the people of God fituated at this 

time? / , f c 

A. As all the Eaftern nations obeyed the kmg of 
Perfia, the Jews were comprifed in that number. Thej 
enjoyed tranquillity during the reign of Arfaxerxet, who 
p^itted them to rebuild the walls of Jerufalem, not- 
withftanding the oppofition of their enemies, the Sama- 
ritans, the Ammonites, and the Arabs. ^ 
Q- Did the Romans make any great figure m the 

wori . at this time ? t i_ • n. 

A No ; their power was very limited, and their ttate 
continually diRurbed by divifions between the nobles and 
the people. 

Q. What do you mealn by the nobles ? 

A I'hey confifted of the families of the patricians, 
who lived with fuch fimplicity, that they themfelves 
guided the plough, and cultivated their own lands. 

Q Who was uken from his plough and made dila- 
tor ? ' 

A Cincinnatuu who defeated the enemies of his 
country, renounced all the honors beftowed upon hini, 
and returned again to his farm in . fourteen days from his 
appointment. i . • 

Q. By what laws were the Romans governed at thu 
time ? 

A. Till the year of Rome three hundred, they had 
no other than thofe inftttuted by Nutna Pompillus and 
their other kings ; but at this time five commiffioners were 
fent into Greece to bring from thence tiie laws oi that 
country, and particularly thofe of Solon. 

Q What ufe did they make of thefe laws ? 

A. Th ey fele^led from them fuch as appeared to be 
adapted to the conftitution of the republic, and caufed 
them to be engraved on twelve brazen tables : tbey were 
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x3-k^en poAed up in the mod confpicuous part of the city, 
^i.x^d die firft day of every month were read before a geuer- 
skI aflembly of the people. 

Q. Were not new magi (Irates appointed for the infti- 
txation and prefervation of thefe laws ? , 

^. Yes ; the office of conful was abolifhedy^ and ^U 
stiithority committed to magiflrates» who were called de« 
oemviri. 

^ Did this magiftracy continue long ? 

jf. Rather more than two years 

J^ What was the caufe of its fhort duration i 

A* The tyranny of the magiftrates One of them* 
jfppivt Claudius^ becoming paffionately in love with a 
young girl, named Virginia, feized her under the falie 
pretence that (he was his (lave ; and her father, as the 
only means of preferving her honor and freedom, ftabbed 
her with his own hand. 

^ What confequencet followed this defperate ac- 
tion ? - 

A' The people took up arms, with Firginius, the 
fother of Virginia, at their head, depoied the decem- 
viri, atid reeftabliffaed the confuls and tribunes c£ the 
people. 

Q. What do you mean by tribunes ? 

jf* They were magiflrates, which the people had 
elected as a check upon the too gieat authority of the no- 
bles. 

^ Did peace reign among the Greeks at this time ? 

A> No ; they were engaged in feveral wars againft 
Artaxerxes^ in which the advantage was on their fide. 
They had alfe civil wars among themfelves, the principal 
of which was that between the Athenians and the Lace- 
daemonians, who were never cordial friends, on account of 
the different form of their government. 

jg^ Were there any men of note at this time in 
Greece ? 

A. Yes, many ; the principal were, Pericles^ the 
Athenian general, and the phiiofopher Socrates 9 the great- 
eft charaf^er Greece ever produced. 

^ In whai did the merit of this philofopher princi% 
pally confift? - 
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A, In recalling meafirontvdin and fnTolo^s puriaits 
-to the knowledge of tkemielves.aiid to the ftudy of vir- 
tue. 

i^ Hd^he many difeiples \ 

A. He had a great . number drumg l)ia Ufei and ftill 
'more after his death. 

J^ Who were the moft illuftrious ? 

A, Not to fpeak of Alcihiadesy whofe condud did no 
honor to thedo^rineiof his mafter, anriong his auditors 
were Xenopbon^ and Plaio^ who have in writing traniinit- 
ted to pdftertty the excellent inftrudions they received 
'ft'omhim. 

J^ What was the end of Soeraiet ? 

A. He was condemned to death by his fellow citizens, 
at the infligatton of two villains, who brought agaiuft 
'him an accu&tion of introducing the worihip of ftrange 
gods, and of corrupting the youth of the city by his 
dodlrtnes. He died with the greateft compofyre of mind, 
giving out his falutary inftru^ions, till his laft breath. 

Q; Did not the Athenians afterwards acknowledge 
their injoftice towards him ? 

A' They not only acknowledged it^ but. bahi(^ed his 
accufers, and eredted ftatues in honor of him. 

Q. Did the Pcrfiari empire continue to flonrifh ? 

A. Yes ; though it had loft much of its authority in 
Afia Minor by the viAories obtained bv the Greeks. 
Thefe lofTe!) happened in the reign of Ar ixerxes Lo^ginut' 
nusy whoj as before ob&rved, reigned forty years. " 

O. Who focceeded him ? 

A. Xerxes 11 who, after a reign of only two 
months, was fucceeded by his brother So^^afms^^who 
reigned only ft ven. Nether of thefe^ princes . eife^ed a^y 
thin? memorable. 

Q. By whom were they fucceeded > 

A, By Darius Noihus, who filled the throne nineteen 
years. 

Q. A mcog the difciples of Socrattr^ . you nam^d A!- 
c'thiades ; give me an idea of his chara^r. 

ji. He was a young Athenian, of noble birth and 
fine talents, but dtilipated and intriguing ; he fometimes 
bore arms in defence of hi» country^ and ibmetimes a« 
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gainft iu Having purc*iafed a beautiful dog, at an enor- 
mous price, he cut o£f his tail ; for the fole purpofe, as 
he faid, of tiuning the difcourfe of people from him* 
felf to his dog. From his imprudent condud» he at 
Xengdi came to an untimely end. 

J^ Bidi not Dtoftj^ui, tyrant of Sicily^ live 9t this 
time ? 

^. Yes ; he was a valiant, but cruel prince, who made 
war on the Carthaginians^ and obtained federal vi^orie* 
over them. 

^ What was the principal exploit of Dlonyfius ? 

ji. His vidory over the Carthaginians, who, after 
feyeral engagements in which they had been vi^oriouSp 
had rendered themfelves mafters of Sicily. 

Q, Who fucceeded Darius Nothus ? 

A Artaxerxetf his fon, the tenth king of the Pfer- 
fiaas. He reigned forty years ^nd was fumamed Mne* 
mom on account of his excellent memory. 

Q. Did the animofity between the Athenians and 
Lacedemonians ftill fubfift ? 

A It was at this time at its highe(l pitch, and the 
Athenians were at length obliged to yield to the fuperi- 
or force of their enemy. Lyfandevy the Lacedemonian 
general, having taken the city of Athens, changed the 
government, and, depriving. Uie people of all authority, 
put it into the hands of thirty of his own creatures, who, 
on account of the cruelty with which they exercifed 
their power, were ftyled the thirty tyrants. 

^ Did they exercife their tyranny long ? 

A' During three years, at the end of which Thrafyb- 
filust an Athenian, at the head of a fmall party, drove 
out the tifirty tyrants^ and reeilabUfhed the democracy. 

^^ What is the name given to the war between the 
Athenians and the Lacedaemonians, and how long did it 
continue i 

A. It is called the Peloponnefian war, and continued 
twenty feven years. Tbucycitdes has written the hiftory 
of tc. It was in the iaft year of this war that th« city 
of \thens was Uken by Ly fonder. 

Q. Did Artaxerxes Mnemon peaceably enjoy the eili* 
pure left him bf Us father ? 
D 
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ji. The beginning of hi8 reign was difhirbed by a 
war undertaken againft him by the younger Cyrus ^ his 
brother, whom Dariui Notbuif had, beiore his deaths 
made fatrap of Afia Minor. 

^ Recount fome of the cinromftances df^is war. - 

A Cyrus had in his army thirteen thoufaod Greek aax« 
iliary troops, commanded hjClearcbus the Lacedxmoniafi, 
and would mfa}]ibly have vanqoifhedhis brother, had not 
bt3 temerity occafioned his deftrudion. 

^ How did this happen ? 

ji. In the heat of the engsgement between the two 
armies,, the young prince imprttdently rufhed forward iBto 
th0 midft of his enemies, and was killed ; when his wria^l 
till then vidborious, haying loft its chief, was thrown into 
d'forder and routed. 

Q. What became of the Greek auxiliaries ? 

A. The ten thouiand tbat^ remained fet them- 
felves in a pofture of defence, and refolved never to 
fUrrender to the Perfians. Clearcbms, having loft his life 
by the perfidy of Artaxerxes' general, Xeno^on, the d\£* 
cipie of Socrates f took the command of the troops, and 
cjondiii^ed them" in fafety through many barbarous na* 
tions, from the Euphrates to. the Eu^xine fea, and from 
thence into Greece. 

j^ Who has written thehiftory of this, expedition ? 

ji, Xtnophon himfelf, who was np lefs exci^llent as a 
hiftorian, than great as a general. 

^ What other illuftnous. men flouriOtsd in Greece at 
this time ? 

/^. One of the moft celebrated .was A^^fthusy king of 
Lacedaemon* who pofiefled many virtues and great qual- 
ities.. His life is written by Xtnophon, 

^ In what ftate were the Romans at diis time ? 

A. Gveat changes had taken plax:e in their' aftairs. 
The Gauls, after having defeated the Roman army, took 
and pillaged the city of Rome. - The capkol alone with- 
ftood their affaults, and CamUluiy whomtne Romans had 
before fent into exile, returning at the head of an army, 
drove them out of Rome. 

Q, At what time did this important event happen ? 

A, Three hundred and fixty four years after the foun- 
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dation of Romey and three hundred and ninety^ before the 
birth of Chrift. ' . 

^. What remarkable occurrences took place in 
Greece at this time ? 

^. The LacedsKnonlane, who had rendered them- 
selves fornaidable to all Greece* were reduced to the lad 
extremity, and wholly fallen from their ancient glory. 

J^ What was the caofe of tx>eir dechne ? 

A. Tiierr pride and arrogance, which rendered them 
odious to all Greece. Epamlnondaiy general of the The- 
bans who had till now beenoppreffed by the Lacedaran- 
nians, revolted,. defeated them in fc veral engagements, and 
thenceforth put it out of their power to opprcfs their 
neighbours. 

Q, Wiio fucceeded Anaxerxes Mnem^a ? 

A. Qphwt-% tihe eleventh king oi Perfia, who reigned 
twenty fix years. His government was by no means tran- 
quil ; feveral fatraps revdted froib him, and the Egyp^ 
tians, who, from the time of Cambyfes, had been fubjed to 
the Perfians, eleded a king of their own nation, though 
he re:iittied the digttity bat a very ihoKt time. 

Q* ]>id the Oroetiaa ^ats enjoy tranquillity after the 
de^efficm df thfc Laceds^raohlaas ? 

A, No I they broiight on their rmn by their perpet- 
ual diflentioilSi and inteftine wars. 

^ Who took the advanta^of thefc diffentbna ? 

A. Phit^y king of Macedonia, the father of Alexander 
the Great. This prmce ratfed himfelf to a high prtch of 
power, Ibr which he was even more indebted to his addrefs 
than to his valour. His power became fo formidable, tliih 
lie i;& fon|e meatot gave law to all Greece. 

g. Which among the Gr ecian dates made the ftrong- 
eft ^jpo Albn lo Yam i 

A. The fVthenianSvWhoy animated «by th^ orator De» 
mofibewh ex^ied their ntmoft e&rts to tlieck the grow- 
ing power of the Macedonians. Philip ufed to fay, that 
he feared the oi^tiGas c^ Demofthenes mof e than all the 
Grecian fleets andarmiei. 

^ Didl>iakjjk» the tyraiWt ftill reign in Syracufe ? * 

^. No ; bis ion, who bore the fame name, had {vtc-- 
il^eed^ii him» b«tt loft the royal dignity after enjoying it 
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thirty eight years. Dion; a dtfciple and friend of PJaia, 
ihe philofopher, gave liberty to Syracufe, and that part 
of Sicily that was dependant on it, three hundred and 
fifty feven years before Chri ft. 

^ Did Dionjifitn return any more to Syracufe ? 

j1, tie repoffelfed himfelf of it ten years afcer, but wasf 
again driven out by Timceon» 

^. What became of him afterwards ? 

/I. He retired to Corinth, where }ic was reduced to 
the neceflity of keeping a fchool for his livelihood. 

(2- At what time was Alexander the Great bom ? 

A* Three hundred and fifty five years before Chrift, 
' .on the fame night that the Temple of Diana "at Ephefus 
was burned by Erofiratvs, 

Q. Who was his mother ? 

A. Oiympiat^ the daughter of NeoptolemaSy king of 
:EpiiU9. 

J?. Who fiicceeded Ochue, king of Perfia > 

A' Arfesy his ibn» who reigned only four years. 

^ Did this prince die a natural death ? 

A* No ; one of his pages, named Bargoas^ who had 
<ifen to great power in the Perfian court, and who bad 
killed Ochus^ and raifed his fon Arfet to the throne, poti^ 
oned Arfes in his tiim/and placed the crown on the head 
qi Darius Codomanutf the thirteenth and lad king of Perfia. 

J^ Did the perfidy of this wretch ^o ttnpuniflied ? 

^. No ; he underwent the puniihmfent due to his 
Grimes ; for attempting to poifon Darius alfo, that prince, 
aware of his defign, obliged him to drink the poifon he 
had prepared for his mailer. 

^ How many years did PMip^ king of Macedon, 
reign ? 

A. Twenty four ; at the end of which he was ftabbed 
ky a man named Pavfaniasj as he was celebrating the 
nuptials of his daughter CUopaira with AieKander^ king .'Of 
Epirus, 

^ What were the firft exploits oi Alexander^ king of 
Macedon, the fon and fuccefibr of Philip ? 

A, Having firft got himfelf eleded by the Greeks 
commander in chief of the army deftiued agatnft the Per- 
%n«, ^ marclied ag^iinA tk« Thebans, who had revolted 
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firottk him while he was on an expedition agaluft the Thra* 
dans, took their city, and razed it to the very foundat 
tions, fparing only the houfes of the poet Pindar^ and the 
Theban general Epaminondoi* 

9 At what time did he begin the war againft Per- 

A. ASout four hundred and twenty two years after 
the foundation of Rome, and three hundred and thirty 
two before Chrift. 

^ Give a (ketch of the life and conquefts of AUxan* 
der the Great. 

A He three times defeated the innumerable armies 
of Darius* Ftrft at the river Granicus, and then at Ch 
Kcia, after which he took and deftroyed the city of Tyre. 
After taking Tyre, it is faid, he determined to deftroy Je- 
nxlalem ; but was prevented by the high pried, who 
marched at the head of a procei&on, without the walls, to 
meet hini, and that Alexander was fo ftruck at the name 
of God on his mlti-e, that he dedlled from his purpofe. 
The laft viAory which he gained at Arbela was decifive. 
Darius t being totally defeated, fled, and was killed by 
BeJJus^ fatrap of Ba^ria. 

^* Did Alexander make a generous ufe of his victo- 
ry ? 

A» With rcfpe^ to the perfon and familj; of Darius, 
he could not aft more nobly : he not only revenged the 
deatii of that unfortunate prince, but treated his mother, 
wife, and daughters with the higheft refpe^, preferving 
to them all die prerogatives of royally. 

j^ Did the wars of Ahxani^er finifli witb the con- 
queft cf Perfia f 

A No ; lie carried the war into India, where he de- 
feated Porta in a pitched battle, after which he reftered 
him his dominions, iktisfied with the glory of ^e expedi- 
tion ; for which purpoie alone he unc^rtook it. 

Q! What became o£ Alexander after his return ^om- 
Ac Indies? » » 

A^. He fixed the feat of empire &t ftabylon, where he 

died, throttfirh hard drmking, in the twelfth year of his 

reiga, and use thirty iecond of bis age. Akxander well 

deSasmtd the aaftrtr given him by the pirate, of whom be 

D2 
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demanded to know by what right he infefted tfee feas ♦ 
•• The fame which you have to infeft the whple worlds 
I am called a tobber, becaufe I have but one fmall fhip ^ 
while you are called a conqueror, becaule you commaAcft 
great fleets and armies." 

Q, Who was hi« fucceflbr ? 

ji. As he did not name one before his death, his gen. — 
erah divided into feverjtl fadioits, which having mutually* 
deftroyed each other, ended in two powerful kingdoms* 5. 
that of Syria, founded by ^^iiftirir/ A^r2i/0r y and that oP 
Egypt, the fird king of which was Ptolen^^ fon of Luigms^ 
^ What happened in Greece during this time ? 
jt. After the death of jilexander, the Greeks exerte<i. 
their utmo ft efforts to regain their liberty ; but their mu- 
tual difientions prevented their fuccefs. Artftotle^ the eel- 
ebrated philofopher and preceptor of Alexander the 
Great, died a ihort time after his pupU, at the age oF 
fixty three. 

g. What other great men lived at this time ? , 
ji. Alexander, king of Epirus, uncle by the mother's 
fide to Alexander the Great. This prince, having led 
an army into Italy againft the Romans, obferved, that he 
fought with men, while his nephew was fighting with an 
army of women, alluding to the effeminacy of the Per- 
fians. Nor ought we to omh Jigatboclei^ the fon of a 
potter, of the city of Rhegio $ who, by his valour, made 

* himfelf mafter of the city of Syvacufe, and became king 
4>f all Sicily. 

Q, How were the Jews governed I 

A, They lived peaceably under jtlexmnder the Great f 
and Seleucus, king of Syria ; and were granted divers prtv* 
ileges by Ptolemy, king of Egypt. Their high pried 
was, at this time, the firft magiftrate. 

* * To thefe may be added two others, though of lefs extent and 
fliorter duration, Tbra/e and Ma^edwn The firft, which in the 
inal divi&on fell to the Ibire of Lyfimadna^ comprehended the 
northern part of Afia ^^finor, and afterwarda formed feveial diftind 
kingdoms ; each of which, either by con^ueft or bequeft, fell under 
the power of the Romans. The laft, which . included all the Gre- 
W^ proTincei» was feized by Caffander^ and maintained its inde»

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Q. What was the f«te c^ Egypt after the death of. 
iliexander the Great f 

A. it has already heen £iid, that PHikmy^ the ion of 
Z^agusy was its fird king4 All his fucceflbrs bore the fame 
aahie till Cleopaira^ under whom Egypt became a prov- 
ince of the Roman empire. 

Q. How many years did Piolimfy the fon of L.agttSf 
reign, and who fucceeded him ? < 

A. He reigned twenty nine years, and was fumamed 
Stater^ that is to fay. Saviour His fon, Ptolemy Phila^ 
deiphuty fucceeded him ; and reigned thirty eight years. 

^ Was the reien of Ptdemy Philade^ut remarkable^ 
for any great event F 

A. It was in the time of this prince, and, it is thouc^ht,. 
by his orders, that the Old Teftament was tranfiated mto 
Greeks in the city of Akxandriat which was then the 
capital of the empire. 

Q. Is this trandation ftill extant ? 
A. Yes ; it is that called Seftuagint^ becaofe tranfla* 
ted by the labors of feventy- different perfons ; and is 
frequently referred to by the facred anthors of the New 
Teltament. 

Q. Were the Romans at this time engaged in any 
war? 

A. Yes ; againft Pyrrkust king of Epirtts, one of the 
greateft generals of antiquity. 
^ - What was the origin of this war I 
A. The Romans having declared war as^atnft the in- 
habitants of Tarentum, from whom they bad received 
ibme tnfults, the latter being defeated by the Romans, fcv 
licited the aid of Pyrrbus ; who marched into Italy with 
a numerous army, in which was a confiderable number 
of elephants. 
Q. Did Pyrrbus gam any advantage over the Ro-

This alfo originated with the inbab* 
itants of Tarentum, who folicited and receiv^ aid of the 
Carthaginians againi^ the Romans. 

J^ How long did this war continue I 

A* Twenty four years^: during which, the advantage 
was fometimes on one fide, fometimeson the other. 

Jg. At what time ^A it begin ? 

A* Four hundred said ninejty years^ after thebuildmg 
•f Rome, and two htmdred and lixty four before Chrift, 

(2< Did no remarkable event happen during diis 
war ? 

A* None is more deCe^ring of menl^en than the c6n- 
dudt of Aiiilius Regulusy general of the Roman army ;.. 
who^ having been taken in Africa by the Carthaginians^ 
. and fent to Rome to propofe an accommodation and an 
exchange of prifoners, diCuaded the Senate from a com* 
plionce, which he thoaghr injurioiH t<o his country, and- 
tetumed to Carthage agreeably to hie engagementft, though 
he was fenfible the Cai^aginians would put him to a cru- 
el deatii* Which immediately took place. 
. J^ How did the Romans proceed after the firft Pu-* 
nic war I 

^. Hasrin p made peace wi^ the Carthag mians, d^ey 
began to polim their manners by culdvating police litera* 
tureand^die fine arts. Tragedy and comedy were intro* 
inctdi at Rome, in imitation oi the Greeks, but m thefe 
early tines exhibited mucli of ancient barbarity. 

J^ . Was the peace which the Romans made with the 
Cacthagtnnuis of l«Ag doi^atieii \ 

••A. It laftcd Mijr mmtsoffcw yeart; a»d was fee- 
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(Tceded by the lecond Punic war, which continued feiren? 
teen. 

^ What waa its origin ? 

A, The ambition of the Carthaginians, and in part 
ticular of Hannibal^ the fon of Hanulcar ; who, thirfting 
for famei at a lime of profoufld peace, befieged Sagun* 
turn, a city in alliance with the Romans After this, pen- 
etrating into Italy, he gained great vidories there over 
the Romans ; which, however, his imprudence in the en4 
rendered of no advantage to his country. 

^ What was the conclufion of this wat ? 

jf, ScifiOf furnamed Afrlcawu^ led the Roman army 
into Africa, which obliged the Carthaginians to » recall 
Hanmbai with his troops. Afterwards, having defeated 
the Carthaginians, he obliged them to make a difgrace* 
fal peace, and to h7Lm{\t Hannibal from their country. 

Q. Were the Jews in a ftate of tranquillity at this 
time ? 

A, No ; the kings of Syria began to perfecute thenj 
tn account of their reHgion. 

Q. Which were the moft powerful and coniiderable 
monarchs ? 
' A. The kings of Egypt, thofe of Syria, and thofe of 
Macedonia. Tne empire of the Partkiant was founded 
at this period by ArfaceSy who threw off the yoke of the 
Syrians, and gave name to all his fucceffors, who are after 
kim called ArfackU. 

Q. l^xd all thefe kings withfiand the po^er of thf 
Romans ? 

A, No ; they were fabdued one after another, the 
Pirthians excepted, who were never conquered by the 
Romans. 

^ In what other wars were the Romans enga- 
ged ? • ' ^ 

A During the fecond Punic , war they attacked Sici- 
ly where Marcus MatceHut took the city of Syracufe, 
after a fiege of three years. The famous mathematician, 
Archimedes^ was killed at the taking of this ci^y, by a 
foldier, who ftabbed him, "at the very moment yhen he 
was etultfhg in his good fortune, at having folvej u 
important problem.

Q, Did not the Macedonian war break out -at this 
time? 

^. Yes ; immediately after the fecond Pttnic war : it 
was occafioned by the iipprudent condud of PhUiff king 
of Macedon, who,, during that war, had formed a fecrei 
alliance with Hanntbah ai^^ had befides this given ofence 
to the Romans on feveral occafions. 

^ What was the iffue of it ? 

^. Philip was feveral times defeated, and, at the end 
of five years, was ^obliged to accept a peace upoa dif- 
graceful terms, and to lend his eldeft fon Demstriuj ^s a 
hoftag^ to Rome. 

Q What became of Hannibal dxxnng thefe tranfac 
tions, 

A. He had taken refuge with Aatiochu^f kinj^ of | 
Syria : who was at this time preparing to undertake a j 
war againft the Romans. 

Q. Was this war really undertaken ? 
^ A, Yes 5 to the great detriment oi Antiocius^ -who 
was entirely defeated by Lucius Scijfno^ on this account 
furnan^ed Jyi0ticus. /inf'mh^^ reduced to the neceffity' 
of follcitlng a peace, obtained it only by ceding the great- | 
fr part of his dominions to the Romans. 

* ^. Did Pbilif^ .kiijg of M^cedQn, preferve Jbi& do- 
minions? 

J. Yes ; during bis life ; and at bis d^atb tranfinit- 
ied the crown to his Ion Perjius. 

^ Why did not Dmetrius, hisl^ eldeft fon,.fucceed 
nim ? ^ 

A. Perfiui had caufed him to be aiTaflinate^ during 
jthe life of his father, who was fo affeded, that be died 
foon isifter. 

^ What became of Perfim afterwards ? 

A* He raflily commeaiced a war againft the Romans^ 
was. vaa<]^uiftied, taken prifoner^ and led in triumph 
thiough ^hc ftreets of Rome, by L. Emilius P aulas ^ com* 
monly called Paulut Mmilius, M^cedu^ from thit time 
became a province of the Ronaan empire, 

^ What was the ftate of the Jews ? 

* A. It is to this period we mull refer the troubles re» 
corded in the books of Maccatees," aai the p^rfecution 
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of AfOmchuf Epipbanet^ who attempted to abolifh the 
Jewifh religion ; an attempt which would have fucceed- 
ed, had not Judas MaccalMus^ the fon of Mattatbias. of 
the race of Aaron, valiantly repulfed the generals of An- 
tiochus. 

Q^. Did any change take place in the form of their 
government ? 

A. The high priefts acquired greater authority, and 
m procefs of time eveh afTumed the title of kings. The 
firft who bore that name was Ariflobulutf about tliree 
years before the birth of Chrift. 
^. What title did thefe high priefts bear ? 
A, Hiftory ftiles them Afmonians, from Aiinoniust 
the grandfather of Maitatblat. 
^. Can you give an account of their fuccefljon ? 
A. Judas MaccabMuSy who was the firft, wa» fucceed- 
ed by his brother Jonatban^ and aflervt'ards by Bimon^ hit 
brother alfo. Jobn Hyrcanus fucceeded his father 5i- 
moif ; and Arijtohulus^ the fon of Hyrcanus^ was, as obfenr- 
ed before, the firft king. Alexander Jannusy hid broth- 
er, was fucceeded by his fon Hyreanus^ who was dipof- 
fefled of his authority by his brother Arjftobulusy and re- 
' eftabliflied by Pompey. It was under this Hyrcanusy that- 
Jfntlpatery the Idumean, the father of king Herod, fettled 
at Jerufalem, and became powerful. 

^ Did the Romans enjoy peace after the conquefts 
of Macedonia, Africa, and Alia ? 

A, Their grandeur proved fatal to them. The Rjo- 
raan citizens fuffered themfelves to be corrupted by lur* 
, ury ; and, loiing thier native energy of clvirader, funk 
into a ftate of indolence and effeminacy, which rendered 
them an eafy prey to the barbarians who overran their 
country- 
^ Did Carthage ftill exift ? 

ifv No ; in the third Punic war, fix hundred and five 
years after the building of Rome, and one hundred and 
forty nine befote Chrift, it was utterly deftroyed by 
' ^cifio Emilianusy the Roman general. 

^ Does not the Mithridatic war belong to ^is pe- 
riod? ^ ; ' 

/f. Yes ; Mtibridateiy king bf Pontus, was one of the 
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moft formidabk enemies of the Romans. He carried ox^ 
a war againft them, in which he was fometimeft vidori- 
0US9 and fometimes vanquiihed, during forty years ; when, 
Pompey having at length entirely defeated him, he put a 
period to his own exiftence. 

j^ In what other wars were the Romans engaged ? 
■ ^. The moft fanguinary were the civil wars between 
Svllat Moriuty and Cinna, Syilaj by bis influence, got 
htmfelf elected Dictator of the Roman republic^ an of- 
fice which conferred abfolute authority. During the 
time he poffeded it, he ihed the blood of an infinite num- 
ber of citizens, and committed unheard of cruelties. 

^ What great men lived at this time ? 

^ Juliuf Ca/ar, Pompey ^ and Cicero; who, during 
the didiatorfhip of Syila, which lafted but three years, 
were very young 

jf . What was the character of thefe illuftrious Ro- 
mans? 

ji, Cafar and Pompey were diftinguifhed by their val- 
our, and Cicer by his wifdom and eloquence. 

^ Did Cicero render no memorable fervice to his 
country ? 

j1. Yes ; during his confulfhtp, he faved the repub- 
lic by difcovering the confpiracy of Catiline^ a Roman of 
noble defcent, who, having diilipated his eftate, and been 
refufed the confulfhip, entered into a confpiracy, with 
feveral others, to murder the Senate, plunder the treafury, 
and fet Rome on fire. 

^ How were Cs/ar and Pompey employed during 
this time ? 

/f. Pompey was profecuting the war againft the pi- 
rates ; and ^Cif/^r was fufpedted of being concerned in 
Catiline's confpiracy, though there were no politive 
proofs of his guilt. 

^ Were Cafar and Pompey friends ? 

yf. They were fo in appearance ; and for their com- 
mon inter^fts formed a triumvirate, which ended in their 
own ruiU; and that of the republic. 

^ What was this triumvirate ? 

A. It confifted in an alliance contra^ed between 
three of the moft powerful citizens of Rome, Cefatf Pom- 
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» 
peyy and Ltcinlm Craffut. Thefe three divided the em- 
pire between them. C^g/ar had Gaul» in which he made 
war during ten years ; Pompey had Spain ; and Craffiis 
poHeiTed Syria, till he loft his life in an expedition agaiiift 
the Parthians. 

^. How did th« alliance between Cafar and Ptmpey 
^nd \ 

A, As their mutual greatnefs infpired mutual jeal- 
oufy, their friendihip had ever been merely extemaL C<f • 
far. having demanded the confuKhip, and Pompey ^ who ^ 
had a powerful party, having required that he mould, on 
this account, diiband his troops and come to Rome, an o* 
pen rupture enfued, after which Cafar entered Italy with 
his army, and made himfeU* maimer of Rome. 

Q. What became of Pompey ? 

A. He had left Italy and retted into Greece, where 
Citfar purfuipg him, defeated his army in the plains oi 
Pharfalia in Theffaly. 

In what place did Pompey take refuge after his

A. He-attempted to retire into Egvpt, but was maf- 
facred by the order of young P/^^j, brother to the cel- 
ebrated Queen Cleopatra^ 

^ What were the coafeqnences of Cafar't t ivo- 
ries ? 

A. The total extin^ion of Roman liberty, and the 
eftabliihment (^ the monarchy. C£far ililed himfelf per- 
petual DiAaror, and meditated affuming the imperial dig- 
nity, when, the fourth year of bis didlatorihip, feveral 
confpiratorfl, the chief of whom were Bunitu and ^Cafiti^ 
murdered him in the fenate houfe. 

j^ Did the Roman repujlic recover its liberty after 
the death of Csfar ? 

A No ; Mark Antony ^ a fadious, diflblute charader, 
enflamed the minds of the people again ft the murderers of 
Cafar^ and took up arms againll his country. 

Q. How did he fupport his caufe ? 

A. By forming a union with OSaviut, grandfon of a 

fiftcr of Jnliu* Gmptr^ who, by his will, had adopted him. 

Tbi» young man aCamed d»e tatie of Cxfar ; and, though 

only ntneceen f«acs of age, raifed troops to oppofe Anior^y 

£ 
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dy^ whom he at firft gained foine advantages. They at 
length, however, came to an acccmmodationi and united 
in turning theirarms againft the republic. 

ft^ How was this brought about ? 

AZ Antony^ having joined Lepidus^ who ccnr.manded 
*n army in Gaul, came to a parley with Odaiiut^ who w as 
from that time ftiled, the Emferor Augvjiui ; and, aiter 
having propofed to him to revenge the death of Csfar^ 
prevailed oh him to confent to a triumvirate for the pre- 
tended reeftablifliment of the republic. 

^ What was the refult of diis triumvirate ? 

^ Not only the total annihilation of liberty, but a 
cruel profcription of thericheft and mod worthy citizens^ 
en whofe heads a price was fet to enrich their perfecutors 
by the confifcation of their eftates. Among thele perifli- 
ed Cicero, whofe head was ilruck off, in the fixty third 
year of his age, forty years bifore Chrift, and in the feven 
hundred andthirteenth year of Rome. ^ 

Q. Did the fnendfkip of Antony and Auguftus 
continue ? 

A. No ; Ahiony having divorced Offavta^ the filler 
of AugufluSf attached him^lf to C^cfMtrOf queen of £. 
gypt ^d drew upon himfelf a war, in which he, as well 
as that queen, periihed. From this time Egypt became 
a province of the Roman Empire. 

^ In what date were the a£[airsof the Jews ? 

A. Antipater^ the father of Htrod^ left .his fon poffef* 
fed of great power : this, during the wars of the Romans, 
he encreafed, by alternately favouring each fide. He ac- i 
ted with fuch addrefs, that he obtained from the Senate ' 
the title of King of Judea, of which the Afmonians en- \ 
tirely lofl the pofleffion* It was in his reign that our \ 
Wefled Lord Jefus Chrift was bom, feven hundred and I 
fifty three years after the building of Rome, and in the 
three thoufand nine hundred and eighty third* year of' 
the world. 

g. Were the ^atavif known before Chrift ? 

* Accordingr to Archbifiiop U^ier, our Lord was bom ifi the year 
9f tlie world four thoufand and four. 

t A people who inhabited tb«. country now called Hollands 
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A. Ve§ ; they inhabited the country of Heffe : about 
a century before this era, they left it to fettle in the 
Netherlands.

Antony, changed the Roman republic into a monarchy* 
He died Anno Domini, fourteen, aged feventy fix : forty 
three years after the death of Mart Antony^ his com- 
petitor. 

Q. Who was his fucceffor in the empire ? 

ji. Tiberius^ the fon of die Emprefs Ltvia and of Do^ 
mltius Ncri^ her firft hufband. Augufius nominated him 
his fucceflbr. 

Q. What was the chara^er of Ttherius ? 

A. He was a wife and politic prince ; but cruel, fuf- 
picious, and voluptuous. He afcended the throne at the 
age of fifty five, and died at the age feventy eight, after 
a reign of twenty three yeitrs, Anno Domini, thirty feven. 

Q^. How many years did our Lord pafs upon earth i-

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jf. Thtrt]^ three, or at the ixioft thirtf four. He was 
bom la the tweaty ninth year ^f tbe teign of ^hit Emper9r 
Aiigufius^ computing from the battle of Adiuin» in which 
Antony wa» vaaq^uliied, and he died towafdt the end of 
the reign oiTihertM^ inihe year of Rome fevcn hundTed 
and eighty five,oi fix. 

J^ V/hence do we deriveja knowledge of his XS» and 
anions ^ 

Am All the authentic information we pofleft on tiiis 
fubjeS is compreliended in the book* of tbe New Tefta* 
ment. The fo.tr Evaneeliih give us a narrative of his 
life and anions, and t^e AAh of the Apoftks, w f iti e n 
by St. Luke, pre&rve ta ut an acccaint of the firft eftab- 
lifhmenr or the Chtiitia« Cinin-ch. 

Q. Are there no other cotemporary hiftortans wiift 
have treated on what pafled during the three ^ii ages of 
the church ? 

A, No ; few reca|^d| of theie early times remam. Alt 
the certain iuformation'w^ have, is, that the church of 
God, in leis than two hundred years, fpread thiooghoot 
all the countries of the known world. 

Q. Who was the iticcefcr of the Emperor Tiherhu ? 
A. Ctfittf Caligu/a, the fon of Germanicutf and grand- 
fon ofDrujus. the ion of Ltvia, and younger brother of 
Tiberius. 

Q. What cwa«^ the charader of this prince ? 
' A. He was af moniler of cruelty and impiety. Such 
was his impatience to rei^n, that it isfaidhe ftrangledthe 
Emperor Tiberius with his own hands, in the ifland of 
Cyprus, while that prince was in his laft agonies* 

<^. What enormities does hiltory particularly record 
of Caligula? 

A. Heufed to favr that he wifhed the Roman people 
" hati but ORe head, that he nnit^ht have the pleafure of 
ftrikiiig it (^ff at a ftroke. Strike, faid he, on a certain 
occafion, in fuch a manner that he may feel himfelf die. 
Having biirft o<tt into a fit of laughter before the confuls j 
I was thinking,- iafd he, that with a wink of my eye, 1 
could cauie you both to be murdered. With all thefe 
vice^ hi had tbe ambition ot being treated as a God, and 
adtua'^ly being; S^orfliipped as fucb.-

A^ Offavwst fumamed Angufim^ and who alfo took 
the mime of Cttfar from his great uncle Jhdm Cafam^ 
who had by his will adopted him» had two wives By^ 
the fir(l» named ^'tbimm^ he had one daughter % by Lin»a% 
the fecond, he had no children.

Q. Of what family was Agrippina? « 

j1. She was Claudius* niecfe, the daughter of his 
brother Germanicus, and of the elder Agrippina, of 
whom mention ha? before been made. 

Q. What reafon had fhe for wifliing her fon to^ 
rei/n ? 

A Merely ambition. ^ It is faid, that a foothfayer hav- 
ing predicted that her fon would put her to death, if he 
attained the throne, fhe exclaimed, " No matter, fo he be 
but emppror " . • 

Q. Who was the father of Nero ? 

A, Cneius Domitias Nero, whofe morals were equally* 
depraved as thofe of his wife. Of this he appears to have 
been himfelf fenfible ; for being one day congratulated on 
the birth of his fon Nero^ he replied, " Nothmg good can- 
proceed from my wife and me.** 

Q, And did Nero really prove a bad chara6^er ? 

A. He was one of the moft deteftable monfters that 
ever governed tlie empire of Rome. Notwithrtandingy 
when he began his reign, he appeared fo compaflionate, 
that before figning a death warrant, he faid he wifiied he 
had never learned to write. 

J^ What were his principal crimes ? 

A. He poifoned his biother BrUannicus^ and cruelly 
put to death his wife Oaav'uy a very virtuous princefs, 
©nly twenty years of age. He caufed his mother, Agrip\ 
ftnOf to be afTaffinated ; and obliged Seneca, his preceptor j. 
to make choice of his own death. To complete all his 
crimes, he was the firft emperor wha perfecuted the 
church of Chrifl. 

Q. Under what pretence did he perfecute the Ghrif. 
tians ? 

A. He bad fetthe city of Rome on fire, and the con- 
flagration having done great damage,' to avert Ae fuf*- 
picton from himfelf, he accufed the Chrtdians, and fub- 
orned falfe witnefles ta fupport the charge* Thooglit 
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tbei» innocence was genetallf known to the people. It 
did not prevent Nero infli<fting on them the moft cruel 
punifliments. 

Q. Did he not alfo put to deattf the Ipoftles Paul 
and PeUr ? 

A. It 18 the common opinion ; but it is certain that 
they did not fuflFer on account of the conflagration of 
Rome \, and fome learned men are of opinion, that St. 
' Peter never went into Italy. 

^ ' Who reigned at this time in Jerufalem ? 
A' Jerufalem was Aibjeft to the Romans, who fcnt 
governors thither. The pofterity of Herodj however, 
reigned in Judea till the deftrudlion of that city, Anno 
Domini, feventy, 
* ^ Give me an idea of their fucceflion ? 

A. Herod tbj Greai^ und* r whom our Lord Jifur 
€hHft wa« born, had feveral fons ; among others A^thf 
hutty and Herody fumamed the Tetrarch. Another of hia 
fons, named Arjl ^lus^ was the father of King Agrlppa^ 
who is mentioned in the \ds of the Apoftles; and thtt 
Agrippa had a fon of the fame name, who furvived the 
faking of Jerufalem by 7«fitf. 

^ What iilufbioua men lived in this century, ftvax 
the reign of Augufiut to that of iVl;ro ? 

A Titus Livy^ author of the Roman hiftory. The 

f)et8 Virgily Owdt and Horact^ under Augujtut* Under 
iberiua, Valertui Maximus^ and Fa&ut Paterculus.

^ How many years did Nero reiga ? 
Am He reigned thirteen years and nine months, and 
died at the age of thirty one» Anno Domini» fixty nine. 



O. What was his end ? 



His crimes having rendered him the execration 
•f the human kind, the whole empire roie againfl hira^ 
and even his own guards forfook him. Underttsmding, at 
a country houfe in which he had concealed himfelf, that 
the Senate had condemned him to an ignominioua death, 
be put a period to his own exigence. 

jgi Who fucceeded him ? 

aA. Serviw Sd^iui GaJia, who reigned only frvea 
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months, and was killed hf the faflion of Otho. This 
prince reigned only three months, and put a period to his 
life, after giving battle to the troops of Fitelltw, who 
poiTefled the empire eight months ; at the end of which 
he was roaffacred by the foldiers of Vefpafian^ who dif- 
puted the empire with him. 

^ Where, was Vejpafian at this time ? 

ji In tl)e province of Syria, of which Nero had made 
him governor. He was profecuting a fuccefsftil war 
there againft the Jews, who had revolted from the Ro* 
mans ; but learning that his party were vidorious, he 
left the condu^ of the w^r againft the Jews to his ion 
7i/tf/, and repaired to Rome, having firft vifited £gypt» 
where he made a fhort day. 

O, Was Vefpajian of noble birth ? 

A. No ; but he was a man of great merit and per- 
fonal valour. The family of the Cttfart ended in Ntro / 
but the fucceeding emperors afTumed the name of iiefar^ 
becaufe the Romans had been fo long accuftomed to 
it. This name, therefore, though at firft merely 
that of a particular family, at length became a title of 
dignity. v 

Q. Had Vefpajian any children ? 

A. He had two fons, who in turn fucceeded hiilit 
Titus and Domitian, 

SI How long did Vtjpajian reign ? 

An Ten years and fix months. 

J^ Who fucceeded him ? 

A. His eldeft fon Tttus^ who had, in th«» beginning 
of his reign, taken and deftroyed the city of Jerufalem. 

^ Did Tttus reign long ? 

A He reigned only three years ; and died jomch re-- 
gretted by all the nations who were under the dominion 
of the Romans. 

^ He was then a virtuous, prince \ 

A. His condnd was fo exemplary, that he was called 
•« The delight of mankind." It is recorded of this prince, 
that one day recoUedling he had not beftowed a favor on 
any one, he obferved with an air of vexi^tion to hif jittend- 
ant> . *' My friends, I have loft a day V* 

(J. To whom did he leave the empire e » •• 
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j4. To his brother Domuian, who was, iiv^very re- 
fpedl, unlike himfellf. 

Q. What was the charadler of Domitian ? 

A. He was a very wicked prince, a fecond Ncro^ 
whom he reicmbled not only in his difpofition, but in his 
countenance* He was called Nero the Bald, from the 
want of hair on tlie fore part of his head. 

^ Can you relate any particulars concerning the 
XS)ndu6t of Domitian ? 

A. On groundlefs fufpicions.. and reports, which he 
^ave himfelf no trouble to invefligate, he cruelly put to 
death a great number of Roman citizens ; and banii^ed 
from Rome, on pain of death, all profeflbrs of philofo- 
phy. His device, like that of Nero^ was,** They are 
welcome to hate me, if they do but fear me.** 

J^ He doubdefs took meafures to enforce his au- 
therity ? 

A, He exercifed it with fo much ienfelefs pride, that 
be iflued all edidls in theie terms, " Our Lord and our 
God Domitian commands fuch or fuch things." 

Q. A tyrant like this could not fail of perfecuting the 
Chriflians \ 

A He would have done it efFedually, and took 
meafures accordingly ; but this, which w.is called the fec- 
ond perfecution. was of ihort duration, Domitian dying a 
{hort time after it was begun. 

Q Di4 Any characters of note fuffer in this pbfecu- 
•ion? 

A. D mitian put Jo death his zoyi^xn Flamius Clement^ 
and Flanjta Domiieliay his wife, for their profeCGon of 
Chriftianity. He alfo exiled St. John the E^angeM to 
the Ifle of Patmos, where God revealed to him thoie di- 
vine vifions, which he has recorded in the book of Reve- 
lation. 

jg. How long did the reign of Domitian continue ? 

A. Fourteen years ; at the end of which he was kill- 
ed by a fadion, headed by the captain of his guards. An- 
no Domini, ninety fix. 

Q. Who fucceeded him ? 

A, CocMM Nerva^ who annulled all the ordinances 
and laws eftaUiflted by Demitiath At this itme i*^* John 
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tie Mvw^gOfi kft tlie Ifland of Fa6aioi» and retaraed td 
£]^befiit» the ufnal place of his abode. 



ft What was the cbarader oiNerwt ? 



He was a Tery virtuoun prince ; but, on accouni 
- of his advanced age, and the miidnefa of his di^poficvon, 
was deficient in that vigour neceflfarf for the government 
of the empire. 

O* ViYoii benefit did the Romans derive from him f 

u?. By adopting the Emperor Trajtmi he procured 
for them one of the beft princes tiiat ever reigned* 

J^ How long did Nerva reien ? 

A. A year and fome months ; at the end of which 
Trtyan took his place. Anno Domini, ninety eight. 

Q. Do the htftoi iann of i^s age mention the Frt/n i* 

jfi. 1'hey were noi known to the Romans tiU they 
were vanquifhed, and rendered tributary by Dm/ut* 

Q. Did they bear the Roman yoke pat^tly \ 

A. No ; they revolted, made divers reprtfals, and fol- 
ly employed the< e'^erals Apim'msf Cifrhuh, and Amidi. 

Q. What was the condud of tiie Baiavi at this time ? 

A. They at firii affiited *he Romans againft the Ffu 
Jiit but revolted. Anno Domini, fixty nine* Chmt^mi Civ* 
ilu CenaRst fenc by Ffpafan againft the BaUvi, forced 
them to lay down their arms but on condition of being mc* 
knowledged, a& formerly, allies of the Ronums, ana if 
paying no tribute* 



SECOND CENTURT. 

Q. Did the Emperor Trajan really deferve the enco- 
miums hiftorians unanimoufly beftow on him ? 

A. His merit has never been difputed, and has been 
confirmed by the teftimony of all ages, though a particu- 
lar detail of his adions has not been trannnitted to us, 
the greater part of the hillorians of his time being loft* 

Q. Did he fignalize himfelf in war i 

Am Yes ; he united feveral barbarous nations to the 

• A people, who mhabitt4 the neighbourhood of the Rhine, wx^ 
the Friioui ef Frieflaad.

empire ; amoiig others the Dacii, whom h^ entirdy fubda<^ 
ed, having reduced their kin.^, Decetalus^ to fuch defpair, 
-that he put an end to his own exiflence. The Dacii in- 
habited that part of Europe which is now called Tran- 
fylvania. 

Q. Does any monument of this expedition remain ? 

jf. There is a beautiful column ftill to be feen at 
Romey called Trajan's Pillar ; within is a flight of wind- 
ing flairs to afce^d to the top, and the outfide is orna- 
mented with beautiful fculpture in has relief, reprefent- 
ing the two expeditions ot Trajan againfl the Dacians. 

^ Did not Trajan undertake other expeditions ? 

jf. He made war upon the Armenians, the Samatans^ 
^ and the Parthians, over whom he was conftantly viftorious. 

Q. *■ How were the Jews governed at this time ? 

ji. After the taking of Jerufalem they were entirely 
fubjede4 to the Romans. Thofe difperfed in Egypt 
and Cyrenica revolted, but were entirely defeated, and a 

5reat number maflacred. Since the death of our Lord 
efus Chrifl, they have remained a wandering people, 
fcattered throughout all nations. 

Q, Was the virtues of Trajan witho^tt blemifh ? 

^, He can only be reproached with perfccuting the 
Cbriflians, on whom he had been perfuaded to look with 
a fufpicious eye ; but this perfecution was of short dura- 
tion, for Pliny the younger, who was then cbnful of By- 
thinia, where a great number of Chriftians lefided,. hav- 
ing written, to the Emperor a very elegant letter, in 
which he bears witnefs to the innocence of the firft Chrif- 
tians' lives, Trajan flopped the proceedings againfl them. 
Plinfs letter is flill extant. 

^ Was St. John the EvangeliJ ftill alive ? 

ji. No i he died in the beginning of the fecond centu- 
ry, at above ninety years of age. 

Q, Wbat great men lived at the time of Trajan ? 

Am Plutarch^ the celebrated Greek philofopher ; Come^ 
lius Tacitus 9 who wrote the hiftory of Rome ; Suetonius ^ 
from whom we have the hiftory of the twelve firft Empe- 
rors ; and Pilny the younger, who has left us his letters 
and panegyric of Trajan* 

^ How many years did this Emperor reign ? 
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A. Nmeteen : he died» Anno Dominiy one hundred 
and feventeert. 

^ Of what nation was he ? 

A. He was a Spaniard. 

Q. Who was his fucceffor ? 

A» Adrian ; in Latin -/E//W Hadrlanus* 

g. What was the chara<aer of this prince ? 

A. Neither much good nor much evil can be faid rf 
hxm. He poflefled underftanding and- erudition, but 
wiflied- sdone to excel in all things, and hated his compet- 
itors even to cruelty. He wrote againfl a celebrated phi- 
lofopher, named Favonlus^ who, inftead of anfwering him, 
obferved, ** T6ere it danger in luriiing againft one who has 
the power of prdfcribing, ** 

g. Relate fome of Adrian^ s a<ftions. 

A. When his favorite, a handfome young man, na- 
med Antimusy was drowneJ in the Nile, he cauied him 
to be ranked among the Cods, and eredted temples to 
him, infomuch that this ridiculous divinity was worftiipped 
throughout the "whole Roman empire till the deHrudtion 
ofpaganifm. 

J^ Did Adrian build no cities or other monuments 
to perpetuate his name ? 

A^ He built a fumptuous edifice at Rome, formerly 
called Adrian* t chapel, and now the church of St. Angelo ; 
beGdes which he attempted to reeftablifh Jerufalem, and 
built a city on its ruinii, which he called -^lia. 

(>. How did the Jews Gonihi<5l themfelves on this cc* 
cafion ? 

A. Incenfed at the privileges granted the pagan wor- 
ihtppers in their new city, they revolted, and were not 
fubdued till the end of the fanguinary war, in which a 
great number of die.m perifhed. 

Q. Who was the author and chief of this revolt I 

A. A Jew, who called himfelf Barcocheha^ or the Sen 
of the Star. This impoftor afferted that he was the 
Mefliah of the Jews, and the Star predkfled by the proph- 
et Balamn. The Jews flocked to him in crouds, verify- 
ing the predidion of our Lord Jefus Chrift. •• I am 
come in my Other's name, and ye receive me not ; if an- 
other fliall come in hia own name, liim ye will receive."

^ What becaaie of this deceiTer ? 

Ju He perilhed mtferably in the war, leaving behind 
ham a name uniyerfally detefted among the Jews, who 
BOW called him Bardnndfa^ or the Soh of Falfehood. 

SHow long did Adriatk reign ? 
Twenty years and eleven months. He died, An* 
^o Dpmini, one hundred and thirty eight, aged fixty two 
years and fix months. 

^ To whom did he leave the empire? 
A* To jthttmmus^ f9mamed Pious ^ vtho reigned till the 
beginning of the year one hundred and fixty one, and 
who governed with equal wifdom and goodnefs. 
jg. Was this Emperor related to Adrian ? 
A. No ; Adrian adopted him on account of his vir- 
tnes. 

Did any great events .happen during the reign of 

A As the greater part of the hiilorians of the iecond 
century are loft» very little can be faid on this fubjed. 
Chriftianity continued to fpread in the furroanding coun- 
tries, notwithdandtng perfecutions were very frequent 
throughout the whole Roman empire. 

^ Had no ChriAian taken up his pen in defi^ice of 
Chriftianity? 

A, Yes ; feveral : among others Jufiin Martyr^ the 
phtlofopher, wrote two elegant Apologies for the Chrif- 
tian Religion, to which he was converted. This holy 
man, whofe works are ftill extant, was at laft burnt alive 
at Rome for the faith of our Lord Jefus Chrift. 

^ Did paganifm produce any other great men ? 

A. Gakn^ a celebrated philofopher and great phyfi- 
cian, flourifhed at this time ; as alfo Arriaii another 
philofopher, to whom we are indebted for fopie very fine 
compofidons ; and, among others, for the liife of Alen* 
ander the Great, written in a mafterly ftyle. 

Q. Who fucceeded the Emperor Antminut f 

A. He had c^fen two fucceffors, who rdgned jointly 
after his death,- Mar tut Aurelius Aniomnus, fumamed the 
philofopher, and Lucius Elius FenUf who was his col- 
league in the empire* This was the firft inftance of twe 
Emperors reigning at the iame tiaw. 
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^ What were the chara(5lers of thefc two princes ? 

A' Eliut Verus was fond of eafe, and voluptuous ; 
by nature averfe to cruelty and injuftice : he reigned little 
more than eight years, at the end of which he died of an 
apoplexy, leaving the empire to Marcus jiureliut^ ^ho 
was infinitely his fuperior in virtue and knowledge, though 
during their joint reign perfed concord had fubfiiled be- 
tween them. 

^ Have you any thing further to obferve refpeding 
Marcus yiurelius ? 

A, He poffefled many virtues and great qualities ; his 
life was one continued feries of good ad^ions ; and hifto- 
rians unatiimoufly agree, that, whether he is confidered 
an Emperor, or as a private man, he is one of the great- 
eft chara^ers that ever appeared in the world. 

^ Under fo good a prince the Chriftian religion 
could certainly be in no danger of perfecution ? 

A, The Chriftians neverthelefs ceafed not to fuffer ; 
the laws of the empire were by no means favorable to 
them, andthe Emperor himfelfprofeflingphilofophy, was 
prejudiced againft them, as appears from what he has 
written in his Book of Refledlions, where he accufes thq 
Chriftians of infatuation and obftinacy. 

^ He perfecuted the Chriftians then ? 

A. This is not faid, though it is certain that in hU 
time there were martyrs. A learned Chriftian, named 
Ath.nagorasy addreffed to him a mafterly Apology for 
the Chriftian religion ; and it is prefumed that his re- 
monflrances had the defired efFe<ft, and convinced the 
Emperor of the innocence of the unjuftly perfecuted 
Chriftians, 

^ Did Marcus Aurellus fuftain any wars during' his 
reign ? . "• 

A, Yes ; ftveral : one againft the Parthians, whom he 
defeated, having been himfelf firft vanquiftied ; another 
againft Avidius Cajfws, a celebrated Roman general, who 
revolted from him and took the title of Emperor ; a third 
and laft in Germany, where he died, after a reign of nine- 
teen years. 

Q, ' At what age did he die > 

A. At fifty eight : he attained the empire -in the ye^t

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one hivpt4re4 apd fixtj one, and died in the 'month of 
^pril, Annp Po^iipj, one hundred and eightf. 

Qm Who was his fuccefjbr ? 

jij, The £mperor Commodut (L^ ^r^us CommoA^J 
9 mrit\C9 whtoU X giyeQ up to wickednefs, and totally im« 
HKorthx his faUien After fp many virtuous £niperor% 
^is mpufter r^yiv^d th^ memory and condudl of the iVif? 
ros and Domitiant, 

^ Whence did tb«fe eyil propenfitiea arife ? 

^. Partly from the indulgence of thofe to whom the 
!|lmperor had conBded the care of his education, and 
paruy to the Empr^ i^ Faufka» a pnncef$ of whom hif- 
tory doif not fpe?]c in very advantageous terms* 

^ iiow mafiy ye^s did Commodes reign ? 

A, Ahout twelve. After having cruelly pat to deatb 
fevenil fen^lorit, and a number of innocent perfons. Mar* 
^ta^ his cpncuhine, afiifted by his two chamberlains, na«> 
med Lt^s and Eha^sy flrangled him. 

j^ Wbat reafons led her to engage in this defperate 
^tenipt? 

j(. Commpjui had written upon his tablets the names 
^ tbpf<^ perfpns whon) he defigned to put to death the 
next day : the tablets happened to fall into die hands of 
Marcioy who feeing her own name in the lift, took this 
method of preferying her life. 

Q, Into whofe hands did (he empire fall s^ter the 
^ath cf Commo(^ ? 

A. lutfus and EleOus cbofe for Emperor an old noble^ 
n^ntied Periin^xj who accepted the empii:e mucii againft 
ilis own inclinations. 

Q, Did he reign long ? 

A. Little more than three months. The foldiers . of 
the Pretorian Legion, who were the guard of the £mpe- 
xor, difgufted with the. aufterity of his manners, cruelly 
maflacred him> to the great regret of the Senatei and of 
tbe whole city of Rome. 

^ What was the confequence of this attrociotis ac- 

A. The rebels having cut off all accefs to the gates 
of Rome, put up the empire to fale, and at laft, tor a 
iconof 9|oney» ^^ftpwed it on an ol^^^natori, named Duf- 
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fj» JuBatmi^ a man of corrupt .morals, who, at the 
end of two months, was killed by the fame foldiers bjr 
'\yhoin he had been eleifted. 

j^. On what account did they murder him ? 
^, Becaufe he was unable to furnidi them with the 
large fums of money he had promifed them, when thejc 
fold him the imperial dignity, 

^ What was the confequence of all theie troubles ? 
j1. a celebrated general, named L. Septimius Sevtrus^ 
who commanded the Roman army in Panoonia, now 
Hungary^ got himfelf ele^d Emperor by his troops i 
whil^ CloJius Alinnus^ another general, did the fame in 
Britain ; and.anaiher> called Prfccnnius Niger^ in Syria. 
Severus prevailed over his competitors^ and, after feveral 
engagements, becaofie mafter <^ the Roman empire. 
^. Was he a good prince ? 

A. The Roman fenate exprefled their opinion in 
tliefe words : ** This prince fhould never have been bornt 
or ibould never have died*" 

g. What was the meaning of this exprefllon ? 
A* ,TH» cruelty of Severus rendered him odious, ef- 
pecially at the beginning of his reign ; but his love o£ 
judice became fo advantageous to the public» that he 
died univerfally regretted. 



THIRD CENTU RT. 

^ In what date was Chriftianity during the reign of 
Sroenu ? 

A. This Emperor prohibited all his fubje^ls, under 
pain oC death, from embracing the Chriftian religion. 

J^. What was the refult of this prohibition ? 

A. Seve«ai Chriftians fufiered for their faith under 
the reigii of Se^tenu, among whom was LeoniJaSf father 
of the celebrated Origen, 

^ Was Chriftianity ftill profeffed amidft thefe per- 
fecutions ? 

A. Yes ; it even increaied throughout all the prov- 
inces of the empire. Many learned pagans embraced 
it ; among others TtrtulUanf wIk)^ befides feveral work* 
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tain^ named Martial^ to ftab him, v^hich he fdok the firft 
favourable opportunity of* doing, when the cn^peror wa« 
feparated frofti his troops. 

^. Who reigned after him ? 

ji. MacnmdSy who had caufed him to be a/TafSnated. 
He made his fon, Dia^umenus, partner in the empire ; but 
at the end of a twelvemonth, both were maffacred by the 
feldiers, Anno Domini, two hundred and niiieteen. 

^ What was the caufe of this affaflination ? 

j4^ The voluptuous and effeminate life pf Macrtnus^ 
who, Ax the age of fifty four, abandoned himfelf to all 
kinds of debauchery : add to this the affection which the 
fold lers entertained for the memory of Caracal/ay who, 
purfuing the dying injuntftions' of his father. Lad always 
made it kh chief objed to conciliate the favour of the 
foidters. * 

S. Who fucceeded Mactimr?' 
. ' A youhg man, called Avtiusy better known by tlie 
name of j^ntoninui Hdiogahalus, 
V 'j^ By what means did he attain ihe empire ? 
y^A, By: the intrigues of his grandmother, 3f^. Ju- 
&af the wife of Seieruff and mother of Caracaila^ had a 
lifter, named Mefay who, as well as herfelf, was originally 
of the city of Emefa in Syria. Me/a had fpent feveral 
Jsears^at Rome, during the reigns of 5<?v<?raj and Caracalla^ 
and had two daughters, one named Samisy and the other 
Mamiot AvUus was the fon of S^m'tSy and, according 
to the* teftimwpy of his mother and of his grandfather, his 
father was the. Em peror Caracalla. 

^ Continue the recital 

A. A*iflihs was prieft of a pretended divinity, who was 
worftiipped at Emefa under the name oi Hcliogabalusy and 
mnder 'the form- of a ftone, .which was fa id to have de- 
fended froni heaven. The foldiers of Mact'mus^ who 
were in the neighbourhood, having feen Avltus'^ as he ofE- 
ciated in ^he temple, xharmed with the beauty of his per- 
fon, revolted in' his favour, and proclaimed him Emperor, 
after^having murdered Macrinus and hi« fon. 

^ Mefa wais doubtlefs concerned in this intrigue ? 

A* Yes ; as fhe pofTeffed great riches, (he bribed the 
priucipaloilicers of the army by. magnificent prefents. 
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J^ How did the new Emperor govern ? 

ji. His condudl was fo infamous^ - that all hifloriani 
fpeak of it with horror. He took the name of Amo" 
ninui HeUt^abalus^ on account of his pretenUed father, 
and of the idol of which he was prieft bel'ore he was made 
Emperor. 

Q. You have fpokenof Mamcay aunt to Hdiogalaluty 
what' became of her ? 

ui. She went to Rome with a fon fhe had, named 
Alexianust who, having been adopted by the Emperor, 
took the name of Akxand r Severn j^ 

Q. Did Heliogabaius reign long i 

A* fibout three years \ from. Anno Domini, two 
hundred and nineteen to two hundred and twenty two. 

Jg. How did he die ? 

A* After committing the moft horrid crimes and 
(hanbeful exceifes, he attempted to take away tlie life of 
his coniln, Alexander Severuty being enraged at the re- 
fpe6t (hown him by his foldiers and people in general^ on 
account of his virtue. The troops having declared for ' 
Alexander Severvt^ after feveral }r-.oeediiigs on both lides, 
maffacred Helkgabalus and his mother Samit. Their dead 
bodies, after being e3tpofed to the infults of the people, 
were dragged through the ftrects and^ thrown into the 
Tiber. . 

Q, Alexander Severus then fucceeded hi? coufm ^^//o- 
gabalus .^ . 

A. Yes ; and proved one of the wifeft and moft mod- 
crate Emperors that ever reigned. A hiftorian, who liv- 
ed in his time, and who is by. -no means inclined to favor 
h jn, reproaches him only with having too much defFer- 
ence for h's mother, Mamea, a reproach which certainly 
does honour to Alexander Sever us ; this Emprefs being a 
woman cftimable for her virtues, and. according to the 
teftimony of some writers, having profefled Chriftianity. 

Q. Alexander Sf:verus could not then have been unac- 
quainted with our holy religion ? 

A. Whether from falfe politics or want of light cannot 
be faid, but it is certain tiiat this Emperor made a :>range 
mixture of Chriftianity and paganifn?."^ He had a »p^l in 
his palace where he paid honor to the images oi'^pollnm 
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•fTyanut^ the celebrated Pydiagorean philofephery to thofe 
xX Jtfus LbriJJfi Abraham^ and Qrfheut* In his reign the 
Chriilians Ibitained no perfecution. 

Q. Do the pagan authors record any other cireum- 
ftance that lupporu the opinion that he favored Chrit 
tianity ? 

A. He caufed the following remarkable words, very 
iimilar to tbofe of the Evangelifty to be infcribed on mar- 
ble in fev^ral placed» and proclaimed throughout his ar- 
iny s " Do not unto others what you would not they 
(hould do unto you.^ During the fourteen years of 
his «etgn, A cxander, ievernt did not fpiil the blood of a 
ifingle human creature. 

j^ Have you any diing further to add ? 
. An A pagan author aflerts that he projefted the de- 
fign of build'ng temples to Jefiu Chrijl^ and that the 
Emperor Air in before him had entertained the fame in- 
tention» but that the pagan priefls oppofed it, and repre- 
fented to him, that \i temples were ereded* to Jefia 
Chrijl^ thofe of the other divinitiei would be entirely neg- 
le^ed. 

(J. Was the reign of Alexander Severut fignalized by 
any great event ? 

Jt* The empire' of the Parthians, which was founded 
\%Y rfaeesj as already mentioned in the eighth Period of 
the Firft Part, was entirely extind in the reign of this 
Emperor, Anno Domini, two hundred and twenty feven, 
or eight. 

Q. In what manner did it finifh ? 

A. A Perfian of \o^ extraftion. Who afTttmed the 
name of Artaxerxes^ excited the Perfians to rebel ag^nft 
Artahanesy the laft King of the race of the ArfacidM<, and 
having defeated him, afcended the throne, and reftored 
the nation to its ancient authority. This Artaxerxet 
was one of the Magii, a worfhipper of fire ; his deicend- 
ants reigned in Perfia till toward the middle of the fev- 
enth century. 

g. Was this aftion productive of any o^er con* 
iequences ? 

A. Artaxerxes^inton^cBied with his fuccefs, made in- 
curfions into the provinces of the Roman empife* AUm* 
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aadir marched agaiafthtnit and havbg vanquifhed, oblig- 
ed him to retire, after which he returned to Rome, which 
he entered in triumph. 

Q. Did Alexander Sevorut mak^ ahy other expedt- 
tion? 

A. He made one into. Germany, inhere be penlhed 
at the s^e of twenty nine years and three months, after a 
reign of little more tham ^Inrteen feari, Aano Doiniili 
thrfcr hundred and twenty five. 

(I. How did he die? 

if. He was encamped aear Afeyence, and the ftri^ 
diieipliae he kep^ up in hift army difgufting fcmie of his 
foldiers, they were eaiUy excited by Maximiuf a man q£ 
low birth, whbm jtietsmaUr Severtts had raafed to the firH 
military honors, to murder both him and his mother, who. 
had accompsLnied him in the expedition. Having e^- 
cuted their horrid purpofe, they immediately nominated 
Maxim'mt the man who of all t>ther$ leaft deferved du» 
hi^ dignity, as his fuc'cefTor. 

Q. - IXd the fenate approve this ekdlion ? 

^. Far from approving it, they exerted their utm6ft 
efforts to deliver themfelves from' the tyranny oiMaxhnm^ . 
who rendered himielf ftill more deteftable by his crueky» 
and who, following the example o£ the other tyrants, his 
predeceiTors, did not fail to perfecute the Chridians. 

Q» What method did the fenate take to free themh 
felves from the tyranny of Maximin I 

A. A Roman fenator, far advanced in years, named^ 
Gordiatii who was proconful in Africa, was proclaimed 
Emperor in that country by hifi foldiers» and aft>ciated 
his fon# vfhoi bore the fame name, in the empire. The 
news being come to Rome, the fenate acknowledged the 
two (ror^toff^ as empfrors^ and drove <Mit of the city all 
thofe who adhered to the pany of Maximin. 

^ The t#o Qort&anj then^ jointly :poffefled the em- 
Bjre ? 

A They enjoyed it only in Africa^ and that for the 
fhort ipoce of a year.: a man, named CapilUanusy attach- 
ed to die party of Maximin^ defeated their army ; upoAr i^ 
which the elder Gordlan ftrangled* himfeif,.aasdr-his fo* 
was- killed in battle. ,

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:^ What happened at Rome upon the' arrival of this 
news ? 

jf. There was at the time in the city a yx)uth, gr^nd* 
fon of the elder Goraian ; bn htm the fenate beftcrwed the 
empire, and put him under the care of two fenators, na- 
med BiB^inut and Pufietuitt to whom they equally gave the 
title of Emperors. 

^ How did l/imximn a& during this time ? 

A* He attempted to enter Italy with a great army» 
fully refolved to revenge himfelf on the ienate ; but hav- 
ing ftopped in hisivay to beiiege Aquileia, his foldiers 
i^evoltedy and killed both him and his fon % after which his 
whole army fubmitted to the fenate. 

^ Did Baibinmi and PupieHus preferve their author- 
ity long ?

ji. They preferved it at the mofi a year. Having con- 
ceived the defign of murdering young GonHan^ the fol- 
^ diep, incenfedy murdered them both ; and Gordiatty who 
was ftill very young, remained fole -poffeiTor of the em- 
pire. Anno Domini two hundred and thirty eight. 

Q. In what terms does hiftory fpeak of this young 
prince? 

A. AH authors agree that he was an excellent prince, 
much inclined to virtue. . 

J^« Did he reign long ? 

A. He reigned oiily fix years, being killed. Anno 
Domini two hundred and forty four, by 9Xi Arab, na- 
med Phiip^ who after this murder ufurped the empire. 

Q. What account do hiftorians give of Philip I 

A% As his reien began with a crime, it can be little 
deierving of praite ( nor has any hiilorian given a teftimo- 
ny in his favour. 

^ Have not fome ancient suithors, nevertbelefs, affert- 
ed that Philip profefTed Chriftianity ? . 

A They have \ but the fail is very doubtful. How- 
ever' it be, it is certain he by no means deferved -to besg; 
thename of a Chriftian.

W. Anno Domini two hundred and forty eight, anil 
the fourteenth year of his reigUi thii Emperor celebrated 
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tvro magnificent games, on account of its betn^^ the diou- 
iandtk year of the foundation of Rome,

ji. He was killed at Verona by his own foldiers, and 
the fame happened at Rome to his fon, whom he had af •

"4red and fifty four.

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A* He afi^ed to Jjrefer a quiet and retired life, ap- 
plied himself clofely to ftudy, and became very learned'.. 
His frequent intercourfe with feveral pagan phiWophers^

renounce the Chrillian religion, iu which he had been ed* 
ucated from his infancy.

A. The Germans, who inhabited the neighbourhood 
of the Rhine having begun a war upon the Romans, JTn-

country* In this war Juhm fignalized his courage, ahd 
fo efPe^ually gained the affections of die fofdiers, tn^t they^ 
revolted from CcmftantluSi and proclaiined hHti Emperor* 

Q. What fteps did Qotfiahtiui take tviien lie was in- 
formed of this infurre^i on ? '-\ 

A. He iet out with an amiy toiupprefe it, but ftU' 
iick osk hiB march, and died at Mopfuhedia, a toWn in Ce* * 
cilia. All now came over \o the patty of- Julian^ \^o 
made a pompous funeral for liis predece^or, and took pof- 
feffion of the empire with a moderation that was uni- 
vtrfaliy admired.

J^ Did Falensy who reigned in the Eaft, imiute the 
virtues of his brother Valentiman f 

-«</. No ; his vices, and Jefpeci ally his cruelty, rendered 
him univer(;illy detefted. ^Almoil the whole of his reign 
he "was at war with the Goths ; at length, in an engage- 
ment ricar Adrianople, *A^nno X> )mim ,'three hundred and 
Tevenry eight, he was wounded by an arrow, and with- 
d raiding to the hut of apeafarvt, was there burnt alive by 
the Goth'?, who fet fire, to it. He had reigned fourteen 
years, and died at the age of fifty. 

Q. In what ftate was the Roman empire afterwards ? 
A, *Gratian was charged with the whole weight of 
the empire, his brother Vatentlniany who was then only 
fourteen years of age, being unable to lend him any aflift- 
ance oa account of his youth, Grattan had a good un- 
derftanding and many excellent qualities, but he hated 
bufinef^, and withdrew himfelf from the adminitlration of 
public affairs. 

^ It is to be prefumed then that "he did not govern 
the empire alone i 

A, No ; he took for a colleague Thco^Jus^ fumamed 
the Greaty by birth a Spaniard, and fent him into the 
£aft with an array againft the Goths, w^ho at that time 
ravaged Thracp and all the neighbouring provinces with 
impunity. This ^happened at the beginning of the year 
three hundred and feventy nine. 

J^ Did Theodqfius conclude this war ? 
j1. He vanquiflied the Goths in feveral engagements, 
and at length obliged them and their King tofubmit to 
the empire of Rome. 

O ^^^ ^^^ Theodofiut figftalize himfelf by other 
brilliant aAions ? 

A. His Tei'gn was a continued (tries of vi<flories. He. 
defeated an^l put to death the tyrant^ ^^/xfw;/x, who had 
got himfelf proclaimed Emperor, and eftabliihed his refi- 
dence at Treves, after having caufed the Emperor Grattan 
to be murderf^d ; and he .retsllabiifhefd young P^alcnthvafi, 
whom the fa(5lion of the {s^me tyrant lud obliged to leave 
^ - ■ *H 
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Italf. This eyent happened Anno Domini three hun« 
dred and dghty eight, and the iixteench year of the . ty- 
ranny of MaxsMu*. 

Q* Did Tbeodofiui enjoT peace after thefe viAories ? 

jl* No I in the year three hundred and ninety one, 
a man of obfcure birth, named EugeniiUf fupported the 
revolt of a celebrated Gaulilh general, who called himielf 
jlrboiafiuff and caufed FalaUmiam to be ftrangled at Vf- 
enne in Dauphiny : TheodoJ/hu marchingMto Italy, enga- 
ged Eugemlust vanquifhed and put him to death. Thefe 
two rebiels had refolved to reeilablifh paganifm. 

0. Did this conclude the yidories oiTheodofius ? 

jt. Yes ; and^n fomemeafure hi^life. Et^mui was 
Tanquilhed, Anno Domini £hree hundred and ninety four, 
^nd Theod^w died at Milan in the month of January, 
three hun jured and ninety five, after having reigned fixtcen 
years, and lived,, according to fpme authors, rather more 
than fifty. 

Q, What happened in this century among the Franks, 
while they were mafters of Bauvia I 

A. They were engaged in defending themfelves 
againft die attacks of the Saxons and divers barbarous na- 
tions, iHiich, falling upon that country, afterwards pene- 
trated farther into the Roman empire. At length, to- 
wards the year four hundred and fixty three the, Franks 
remained fole mafters of thefe territories. 

J^ What became of the Batavians ? 

A. They were either incorporated with tlie people 
who occupied their country, or fettled elfewhere, fo that 
no other trace of them remains than the name.

-rf. He left it to his two tom^ArcacBtti 9,vA*Honorm. 
The former, who was eighteen years of s^ge, had t|ie 
Eaftern empire fcnrl^is portion ; , and the hitter, who was 
only eleven, had the ejtipire of tl^e Weft. 
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Q. What were the charadkers of thefe two Empe- • 
rors. 

A. They werev both little deferving of the rank to 
which thfey were elevated. The empire, it muft be own- 
ed, reaped little advantage or honor from the family of 
Tbeodofiui ; on the contrary, it was at this time that it 
. began rapidly to decline, both in the Eaft and Weft. 
Q. Did Arcadiui live long ? 

yi. No ; he died. Anno Domini fourh^indred and eight, 
leaving a fon named Tbeodofiusy who is generally furnamed 
the younger. This fon, adopting a political manoeuvre of 
which he would hardly have been thought capable, he left 
under the tuition of Jeftdegeniy king of Perfiu, who doing 
honor to bi& choice, did not make war pi\ the Romans du« 
ring ^e minority of his pupil. 

Q. What was the condud of Honerius f 
A, He p'afled hi§ life in indolence and luxury ; fome- 
titnes at Rome, and Sometimes at Ravenna ; wholly gow 
emed by SiHuht his Jather in law, a Goth by|birth, and 
a man of great valour and large pofieflions, but whofe 
ambition involved himfelf and family in ruin. 
•& By what means did this happen .^ 
A» He had feveral times vanquiihed the Gauls, who 
threatened to invade Italy ; but at length entering into a 
lecret treaty with one pf their Kiiigs, named Alaricy and 
having made the Emperor Hondrius cede to htm Gaul and* 
SpaiOy be attempted to raife his fon Eucberiui to the em- 
pire ; but the confptr^cy being difcovered, ffimarhu cauf- 
ed htm* his wife, and fon to be put to death, Anno X)om<« 
iiii four hundred and nine* 
^. What events, fucceeded ? 

A. The Emperor having contemptooullyrejed^edanew 
alliance which Alaric bad propofed, fo incen^d the bar- 
barian, that he marched an arniy to Rome, which he took 
and pillaged, Anno Domini four hundred and ten. iTbtt 
was One of the mod levere misfortunes the Roman empire 
had ever experienced. 

J^ Were die Goths Chriftians at this time i 
4* They were Chriftians of the feA o(AriustZad their 
King was ftrongly attached to his religion. 
Q. Did they keep poflefiion of Rotae ? 
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^ A. No ; they contented themfelves witli pillagmi^ it ; 
and Jlarlc cairied tif PladJia, the fifter of HQuoriks. 
This monarch dying :i Ihort time after^ Aiuflpba^ his b2X>th- 
cr and luccciror, pillaged Rome afecond time, ^6, marii- 
cd Piacidia, whom h^ took with him into ^pain. 

^ The Rom;in trn:j)ire mufl have been at this time 
in a deplorable fla^e f 

A, It was indeed op preficd on all fides ; for independ- 
ent of the Goths, other barbarous nations, a,s the Alans, 
the Vandals, and the Suevi, with impunity ravaged Gaul, 
Spain, and the other provinces of the Weftern empire. 

^ Was the Eaftcrn empire more tranquil ? 

^i. It was ; at leal^ no mention is made of any con(id« 
arable war at this time. . ' , 

2- Wliat became of TJW^/l/ tl^e Tcur;gir, die fon of 
ArcaJius ? ' , . 

A, Iix the year four hundred and tweiirty one, at'tlie 
age oftwenty, he manied A^kenats^ the daughter of iMtm - 
tiusy an Athenian philofopher. This lady wa« a pagan, 
6ut was baptized before her marriage with the Emperor, 
when flie changed her name to that m£ Eudoxw. This 
marriage was contra£\ed by the advice of Puhheria, the 
elded fi^cr of T'/SW-^/^r/j. */ , . 

l2« Did nothing remarkable occur in the r^ign of this 
Emperor ? , : . ' ^ . ,, 

A. The Earterh empire epjoyed p^ce alm^ft duriag 
the whole of It ; but the church was diftiirbed by the fac- 
tions of the prelates of Alexandria. Under the reign of 
ArcadlustThtophllusj V'dXvvAxch oi that city, had cruelly 
perfecuted St, John Chr^fojlom^ one cf the moft, pious pre- 
lates of the Eaft, and fent him into exile ; and thefe,fac- 
ijons raged wit4i Hill greater violence under the fe^le jjov- 
ernmenf of Theoihfiut the Toungen 

^ ExplaTn this more at large ? , . . 
^ A. '" The Emperor had created Biftiop of Conftantino- 
ple a prioft: of Andoch,'named Nejlortuty who, from a fcru- 
p'e-of confcience, objedled to the calling of the Virgin Mary 
the Mother of God^ he fubftituted the words mother of 
^'^^i/?» fr^m the fear of confounding the divine with the 
human nature of oiir Lord. . This raifed a dj-fpute, which 
i'lbfifted foragr^at jiuflfil)cr of.years. ,' ; 
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S. Howfo? 
. Cyriilty patriarch of Alexandria, diflented from 
him, and being fupported by the credit of the Biihop of 
Rome and of the Eraperor, found means to affemble a 
council at Ephefus, vrhere Nejiorius was condemned and' 
anathemati&d. Several prelates, neverthelefs, declared in 
his ^vour, and there are (lill in the Eail a gnat number of 
N^orlanty who are in pofTeflion of feveral populous church- 
es. The council of Ephefus was held Anno Domini four 
hundred and thirty one. 

^. Did Thsodojius live long after ? 
^. He died, AnnoJJomini four hundred and fifty, af-, 
t«r- a reign the lealTfruitful in events of any we find in the 
aruials of htftory. 

"^ ^. How did H&tioriufi during this time, condu<5l him-^ 
felf in Italy ? 

y/. H« tranquilly beheld the approaching ruin of the 
empire, almbil infenfible to every reverfe ; though he faw 
continually rifmg to difpute it with him new Emperors, 
whozn he feebly oppof^d, leaving his defence folely to the 
careof his officers. 

g. What became of Jtualphay King of the Goths, 
who married FlacUia, the After of Honorius ? 

A. He wa8> killed by one of his fubje<5li at Barcelona^ 
Anno Domini four hundred and fifteen ; and his fuccefl'or' 
feiit FiacUIa h<ick to Honoriut^ who, in the year four hun- 
dred and feventeen, married her, againft her inclination, tu* 
one of his officers, named Cuitjiantiut. The fruit cf this' 
marriage yN\i9 yaltntirmn the To ungen Mho was afterwards 
Enrperor : lie was born Anno ^Domini four hundred iihd 
etghieen. •♦ ^ 

^ Did not Honorius i in cqnfequence of this marriage,' 
invell Oofiftantius wjth fome dignity ? *^ 

A. He-made him his colleague in the empire, a dig- 
nity which he enjoyed but a fhort time, as he died the feva. 
enth of the following mouth. ^ 

g. Did Honorius live iong^ ? - * 

A* He died, Anno Domini. four hundred and twem/, 
three, at the age of thirty five, little eilecmed, beloved, o^ 
xegretted. \ 

.a Whafacceeded him ? •• - ' . .v,

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A. Hts nephew, Fakntlnf 111, who was then only » 
his fifth year. PlaciSat his mother, teui«d with him m« 
to the £h(1, from whence Theodofius the Totu^er^ alter tiie 
death of Ncnonus^ Cent hun ^nto Italy to take poSs&ou of 
the empire. 

SWhat memorable events belong to this period .? 
G^nferiff King of the Vandals* ^andoned a greait 
part of Spain, which had fubmitted to him, and ttarched 
mto Africa at the bead of eiehty t^oufand men. He ren- 
dered himfelf mafter of Cari£age, and aU that tb« Romans 
poCefled in that quarter, and ft^unded a monarchy tliere, 
which fubfidtd till towards the middle of Uie (ixlll c^itu* 
ry. This prince^, aft alfo the Vandals, his fiibje^ W9K aflt: 
Arian. The beginning o( this expedition falls in vith the 
year of our Lord, four hundred and twenty feren. 

^ Were there no other revolutions in the Romso 
empire ? 

A, The century of which we are now fpeaking^ was a 
period of the moil fignal revolutions. The Goths fedttleil 
>A Spain ; the VandaK as it has been already obfenredy in 
Africa ; the Franks, or French, in Gaul i and the /in^Io 
Saxonsi or Englifh) in Great Britain, Such was the de- 
cline of the Roman empire. 

^ What was the origin of the kingdom of the Goths 
IB Spain i 

A. This fubje^ has been (lightly touched upon in our 
acconnt KSAIark^ and Atualpha^ }iis brother ; but, ftri^y 
faking, this kingdom did not begin till WalUaj the fuc* 
eeflbr of Atualpba, to wh6m the Romans ceded Spain .and 
Languedoc. The Gothic Kings, his fucceflbrs» pcefenred 
the kingdom till ihe beginning of the eighth century* as 
will be feen hereafter. 

g. What other event occurred in this century i 

A- The foundation s^id eftahlifhment of the Republic 
oir Venice, to which tJbe diforders of luly ga^e rift.. 
Some inhabitants of Pai^ua».with the viewof efcapiog.the 
fnry of the Got|^s, in four hundred, and .tVBsenty. one,Tmilt 

Sa few houfes in the Ifle of Rialto : this was. the origin c^ 
Venice^ t)^e WoA. ^cient of all the modern repuMict* 
How was the monarchy of France fonnded I . » 
The Franks were a natioa pf jQeimamb €<i4ebxated 
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or th^ valour, aad fitiwted bMweeii die Elbe, and die 
Uiine* The names of its ancient Kings are not hand^ 
bwn Co us I the lift ufually begins with Pharammd^ who 
yas fttcceeded by CUStm^ i^roiir,. axui CbiUUrU. The 
aow^r of thei^ princes* who were pagans, extemked little 
oeyond the Rhine ; the firft who completely eftaUifliod 
bis dominion in Gaal was Clomi^ whole reign did not be* 
gin till the year four hiuMhred and eighty two. 
J^ Give mefome account of die Anglo Sasons f 
jS^ Miunmuif the tyrant of whom we have beibre 
fpokeiit bad the government of the Ifland of Briuin, now 
ufuaUy caUbd £ngiand» for the Romans ; but withdrawing 
from ity and carrying with him all the troops of the coun- 
try» be left it a prey to the Northern barbarians, whom 
the Romans had never been able efiPedually to quelL 

^ What ocmneaion had this with the ietdement oC 
the Anglo Saxons I 

A. The Britons, driven to the laft extremity by their 
enemies the Pids,. and receivii^ no aid from the Romans, 
had recourfe to die ^iglifli, or-Anglo Saxons, a nation of 
Germans, who had hitherto rendered themfelves famous 
only by their piracies. Thefe people landed in the lile 
of Britain about the year four hundred and forty feven^ 
and after- havhig fubdued the Pids, turned their arms a* 
gainft -the Britons, and rendered themfelves maimers of the 
coontry. 

Q. Wefe the Britons wholly externunated \ 
A. No ; a party of them croffed tbe^fea, and went in* 
to Anaortcan Gaiul, where they feized upon the province 
that is now called Britanny. Others took refuge in the 
mountains of Wales, where their defcendants ftill exift. 
The.Britons and the Welch for a long time preferved tbf 
manners of their anceftoTs. 

Q. ' Tbeie revolutions no doubt caufed great alt)rra« 
tions ? . 

A. Yes } especially with refpe€t to civiliisatiott and 
letters,, which were almoft every where deftroyed. Add 
to this, the barbarians were either pagans, as th6 Frank! 
and Anfflo Saxons, or Arians, as the Goths and Vandala ; 
fo that uiqr^"'^>^^L«Bei&ki of tha prevailing let^ion. 
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^ ' Who fucceeded to the empire after the death cf 
the Epperor Theodaftut ibe Younger ? 

A. Hia ftfter Pulcheria railed to that dfgnlty an old 
officer, named Maruan^ whom ihe had married, thougli 
they were hotli far advanced in years. They inleiicred 
fcart:ely with any thing except the affairs of religion, and 
at that time all the Ealtern world was warmly engaged in 
leligious contra>'erfy. 

Q. Did Mercian reign long ? 
' A. He died, Anno Domini four hundred and fifty 
feven, having buried his wife Pulcheria in tlie year four 
hundred and fifty three. 

^ Dad nothing memorable occur during the reign of 
Martian and Pukbaria ? 

A» By their order, in the yeai four hundred and fifty 
one, at .Chalcedon, a council was aiTembled againil thofe 
who taught that there was but one nature in Jefus Chrift. 
Thi^ wai the fourth general council. 

Q. Enumerate the three which preceded ? 
'. A» The council of Nice, againft the Arians in the 
year three hundred and twenty five; the council of Con - 
iiantinople in three hundred and eighty five, sigainft the 
j^^cedoniansi who denied the divinity of Jefus Chrift ; 
the council of Ephefus ugainft Neftorius^ in the year four 
' hyadred and forty one ; and laftly,the council cf Chalce- 
don, in the year four hundred and fifty one. 

Q. Let us now return to the Weftern empire. In 
what ftate was \X under Falcntinian III; ? 
-, A* During hia reign, Aui/a, King of tlie Huns, who' 
for. his cruelty was called the Scourge of Gody ravaged Gaul 
4lid Italy, and put all the inhabitants to fiight. This bar- 
barons prince died on the night of his nuptials of a vomit* 
ing of blood, caufed by excefs of drinking. 
.. ^ Did FaUntinian furvive him ? 

A He was killed the fame year at the age of thiity 
iv«9 by PefrOniuJ Maximutf one of his ofiicers, who mar- 
iried Eudoxia, his widOw, and was made Emperor in his 
ftead. . ' 

.: ^ ,Did this murder go iinpunifhed ? 

A. No.; Eudoxia. fecretly ituritfid into Italy Gemfiric, 
King©fthe Vandals In Afriva. This prince arrived by 
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lea with a large army, took and pillaged Rome, kHled 
Mixiinus^ and carried away EuJoxia, to mairry ber to 
Hunericr hU foa ani fuccefTon 

Q- Who reigned in the Weft after the death o( V^U 
t^tnian III I . , - 

. A^ Independaot of Maxlmus^ who has been already 
mentioaedy feveral E^npfrors. reigned in tbe Weft, but 
wldi no great eclat, all tl3e.jptovince8»: except Italy, Ix^ing 
•ccupied by the barbarians*. 

^ Can you name thefe .£mperor$ J 

A* Av'uus^ a Gaul, in the year four hundred and fifty 
Hsre ; he reigned little niore^than fourteen months. Ma-' 
jori^itfy whp having reigned four years and feme months, 
was killed Anno Domini four hundred smd (uty tonei 
Se^mtif who wa^ poifoned, after a reign of four year^t 
Anno Domini four hundred and flit^y. five* ^ibemiuii 
who reigned five yeais, and was. killed Auk> Domini four 
hundred and feventy.two. ^ ^ . 

Q. .What pccafioned the tragical end of thefe £mpe* 
rors ? i 

A, The ambition of one fingle xhan» naDied Ricmerf 
a fenator, and generaKfllmo ofthe troops^ whe by theie 
murders himfelf afpired to the empire. . ; 

Q- J>id he atuin it ? . ^ 

A. No ;< he proclaimed one O^ir^rMf/ Emperor, Anna 
Domini four hundred and feyenty two, . A iUoit time 
after Ji'uimer died, and Oiyhriut foon foUov^ed him, 
having reigned, but feven months, Glycerim fucceeded 
him, and reigned only four months, having renounced 
the .Mn!piie» which was an incuioibrance to him, for a 
Ixilhopric. Hisj fucceflTor, Jiduit Mj&«?/> waa killed by a 
Goth, named OrcJIest who made one of his fons, fur^ 
named AguftuIuSj Emperor. , . , . 

^ What waa the fate of At^Jldus ?, 

A. The empire of the Weft ended with him- ' O^a- 
<r<rr. King <of the Heruli, feized upon Italy, after having 
killed Qrefits^ and baixiihed Au^ufiului^ from whom he 
thought he had little to iear, into Campania. Thishap'. 
pened Anno Domini four hundred and feirenty fu. 
, Q*. I-et ,u» nio^v^t^rn ^to >thft £aiftcin empire^,. . ^yho 
lucceeded Marclan f ' . 
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A. Lm^ a Thracian, ii^o reigned ferenteen years, and 
effe6ted nodiing memorable during hia whole rei^n. He 
died Anno Domini four hundred and feventy four. 

j^ Did he leave no pofterity \ 

A. ^ One of his daughters, named Ariadne^ wbokn he 
bad giTen in marriage to Zm$^ an officer in his^anny, bad 
a fon who bore the name ^Lnh and fucceededhim. 

^ What was the fate of thh prince ? 

A. Having attabed the empire^ he was crowned, by 
Zeno9 his father, but died ten mondis after, fo that Zeti% 
lemained fole Emperor. 

Q. Was the reign of Zeno fortttnate ? 

A. No ; in the beginning of it Bafil^hSt btollter m 
law to L0O /. ftized the empire. Anno Domini four hun- 
dred and ieventy fix, and fon^ed Zeao to withdraw into 
the province of I&uria, the phice of hfs bitth. 
' Q. Did Bs^a/ciu enjoy theempite long ? 

j1. For the ihort i^ace of a feAr. Zen9 Was reci&M, 
and conined BafiiUcw m a caftle at C^{»pado<?iay irhere he 
caufed him to be Itarved to death. 

^ Did 7iM9 rrign peaceably stft^rwanh i 

A. No I the ecclefiaftical hi^Aom and c^maroVerfies 
having reduced the empire to a deplorable ftate ofWretch- 
ednefs, Zeno endeavoured to procm-e peace, and this ten- 
dered him odious to both parties, who were continually 
raifing^ up new adveifaries to oppofb him. Thefe c^po- 
fiie fa^one caufed the hiftorians of that time to differ, 
much refpeaing the chara^Ster oC this prince. 

^ Did he reign long ? 

A. He reigned till the year four hundred and mnety 
one. It i^&id that he was buried alive in an epileptic 
fit by his wife Ariadne. 

(J. Who was his fucceffor ? 

A. Anaftafiusf who married his widow. 

^ Was he a good prince ? 

A. The ecctenaftics have greatly blackened his charic^ 
ter, on account of his favouring that party which con- 
founded the two natures of Jefus Chrift in one : howevei, 
he carried on a fuccefsful war a|^amft the Perfians and 
Bulgarians, who at that time b^gan to ravage Thrace, and 
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applied himfelf to fifing the hardens of the people by 
fuppreffing the ixKUft grievovu impofts. 

J^ Bdfore yon clofe this century, give me fome par^ 
ticulars concerning the siffairs of the Weft. 

A. In the year four hundred and ninety one, CltnU^ 
Xing of France, embraced the Chriftian religion, and 
was bapuzed at Rbeims in Champagne. In Italy 7%^o- 
dmci Kii^g of the Oftro^oths, defeated OdwKtr^ and hav-^ 
mg killed him, reigned m his ftead.

' Q; Did the Emperor Anafiafiut reign long \ 

A. lie reigned twenty feven years, and died at the 
age of eighty eight. Anno Domini five hundred tmd 
eighteen* Ariadne^ his wife, died in the year %^t hun-^ 
dred and fifteen, at the age of fixty. 

Q. Who was his succeflbr ? 

A. The Emperor Jufiin^ a native of Thrace. He 
was a man of low birth, and could neither read nor write, 
but has, neverthelefs, paffed for a good prince. 

Q. How long did he reign \ 

A. A little more than nine years, dying Anno Dom« 
ini five hundred and twenty feven ? 

^ Who fucceeded him ? 

A^ JMman^ a fon of his filler ; Jujiin had nomma- 
ted him Csi^rin the year five hundred and twenty four. 

^ In what fiaite were the affairs of Italy ? 

A. Theodorici who poiTeiTed it, had governed till this 
time, with great mildnefs and prudence : but tmrard^ the* 
eoncluiionof his reign he became fufpicious and cruel, and 
committed many bad B£Hons. ' 

^. Can yon recount any of them ? ^ 

A. He put to death the illuftrious Chriftian phitofo- 
pher Boethetmsf and SymmachiUf his father in law, both- 
the mod noble and ti^ richeft Romans of that time* 
Q. On what pretence did he condemn them ? 

A. Ona fUfe accufation of attempting to reeftabliai 
the liberty of Rome. Their defence was not «1tien<fcd|efeH^ 
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and they Aiffeted death Anno Domkti five- hundred and 
twenty three. The^Jatic aUb put to death at Ravenna 
Jfn^ttf ^Bi(l1op of Rome, and committed divers other cruel 
and unjud a<ftions. 

Q. When did he die ? 

^. In five hundred and t^nenty fix, in the thirty fifth 
year of his , reign. It is- faid^ that feeing the head of a 
large filh ferved at his table, he fancied he beheld the 
head of Symmacbusy and the agitation of his confcience> it 
is fuppofedy haftened his death. 

Q. Who fuccecded him I 

A* AfhalarU^ the fon of his daughter Amalafonta* 
This prince remained under the tuition of his motlier, 
being only eight years of age. 

Q. Did C/ow contjnue to reign in France \ 

At iNo ; he died in the year five hundred and eleven, 
attfee age^of forty ^ye. He alfo flained the latter part 
of his reign by various cruelties, having put to death the 
greater part of his relations His kingdom was divided 
among his children, and we (hall hereafter give an enume- 
ration of his fucceffors till Charlemagne. 

g. Xet us now return to the Eaftem empire. What 
have you to fay of the Emperor Jufiintan > 

A. His reign was memorable on various accounts, and 
in particular for its fignal viiflories, almoft entirely due to 
Beii/ariusy one of the greateft military men that ever ap- 
peared in either empire. 

Q, Recount fome of them ? 

^ Beli/arius firft defeated the Perfians in the -years 
five hundred and twenty nine and five hundred and thirty. 
The inhabitants of Condantinople having revolted from 
Juftinian and proclaimed Hypat'mts grandfon of the £m- 
perQr Anajlc^iuty Emperor, Behfarius took up. arms, and 
reeftabliftied Jujlinian on the dirotie. This fedition was 
fo violent, that Jujl'mian was on the point of taking to 
flight ; iQ order to reprefs it, BtH/arlw *■ caufed thirty 
tboufand men to be put to death in the city of Conftan- 
tinople. , 

Q. Continue the recital of his exploits ? 
j^Ai In the year five hundred and thirty thtee, he con- 
qo^dt A&ica^ of which the Vandals, as already obferved , 
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had taken pofTeffion, and carried away captive* GiSmett 
the laft King of that nation. 

^' In what manner didV^^^» treat the vanquifhed 
King? 

^. He treated him humanely^ and offered him the 
dignity of fenator, if he would renounce Ariaiiifm ; hut 
GUmer not accepting* diis con«licion, Jufimian gave him 
feme lands in Capadocia» where he paifed the remainder 
of Ym days in peace and affluence. 

^ Is nothing more related of GiRmcfr ? 
ji. , While leading in triumph through the ftreets of 
^fOnftantinople» and even when prefented to JuJUman^ he 
f>ronounced in a folemn tone thefe words of Solomon t-— 
^ •« Vanity! Vanity! all it Vanity!* 

Q Were thefe all the vidtories of Beltfariut ? 
A, No ; in the year five hundred and thirty five he 
went Hntp Italy, where he vanquiflied the Goths, and 
carried iheir King Vitiges prifoner to Conftantinople. 
J^ . How was this prince treated ? 
Ji. Jupntany having made him a fenator, gave him 
fome lands, and the command of his troops on the fron- 
tiers of Perlia. Belifariui performed other great adtions, 
I which are too numerous to recount. 

Q What was the charadler of Jufiinian, his mafter ? 
-rf/. It cannot be denied that ht was a great prince, 
though he was extremely ambitious, and piqued himfelf 
a little too much on his abilities, which made him un- 
I willing to admit a competitor* The Emprefs Theodora^ 
^ his wife, who had been a comedian, injured his reputa- 
tion. ^ 
^ What were the principal anions of Juftiniaa ? 
' jt. Independent of thofe performed under his aufpi- 
ces by Beli/ariut, he cauied the church of St. Sophia* 
I which paiTes for one of the wonders of the ?^orld, to be 
ereded at Conftantinople. This edifice, w])ich was be- 
i gun Anno Domini five hundred and thirty feven, is now 
' converted into a Turkifh moique. 

Q, Have you nothing further to add ? 
ji. Jttjlinian employed able lawyers, the principal of 
which was Trilwiaih a learned pagan, to make an ab - 
ihrad of the ancient R^>iQaa laws. It is that which is 
' I 
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caRed the 2>%^ or PaudeS^ and vthxA is now made ule 
of in the greater part of Europe. This abftrad vas 
made Anno Domini five hundred and thirty. The In- 
dilutes of Jufimian {appeared in five hundred and thirty 
three. 

^ Did die kingdom of the Oftrogotht in f tsdy end 
by the defeat of Fitiget ? 

A. No ; after Btii/arhis had retired, they eleded other 
Kings. The moft renowned of thefe was Toiikh who, in 
the year five hundred and forty, rendered himfdf xnaRer 
of ali Italy, took Rome, burnt the capitol, and overthrew 
a third part of the walls of the city. 

^ Did the . Goths remain in peaceable poffefiion of 
their conquefts ? 

jf No ; ^riili/krnv returning into Italy, retook Rosnej 
and gained feveral advantas;e8 over them ; but being re- 
called into the £aft, he left the work unfiBiihed. 
Qm What was die confeqnence ? 
^. Toiila took Rome a fecond time, and Jufilmm 
ient againft him one of his generals, named Narfes^ of 
Perfian origin. Narfes gave battle to ToiUa^ vaaquifhed 
him and put him to death. Anno Domini five hundred 
and fifty two. The Goths had yet another King, na- 
med Tegas^ who was flain m battle the firft year of his 
itign. With him the kingdom of the Oftrogoths ended 
in Itaty, Anno'Domim five hundred and fifty three* 
Q. In what year did Jvfiiniandle i 
A. In five hundred and fixty five, the thirtieth of his 
reign. Tbeodoray his wife, had been dead fince die year 
five hundred and forty eight. 

jg. What becameof B^farias ? 
A. Notwithftanding his great fervices to his country, 
his enemies bad the addrefs to prejudice the minds of bis 
foveretgn againfthim, who oftentimes dHgraced him, and 
finally imprifoned him for feven, months. He at laft 
cleared htmfelf ofthe charge alleged againft him; was 
releafed ; but died foon after ; about ei^tmonth^befbre 
the Emperor. 

^ Who fucceeded Jk/Bnian f 

A. J^m the Ti)mg6r^ the fbn of one dfhis f}ftisrt,a 
pious and good prince^ but who enteft£uning a decided 
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irer&an to war, found himielf incapable of defending the 
^oman empire againfl Chofroh^t King oi the Perfians, 
ffrho at that time rendered himfelf formidable. 
J^ What was the confequence ? 
A. Juftiity fenfible of his inability, nominated Carfar 
Dne of his officers, named Ttberlmy who was his fucceifor 
in the empire. This happened Anno JDomini four hun* 
dred and feventy four. 

Q. In what year did Jitftln die ? 
A. Ill the year five hilndred and feventy eight, hav- 
bg ncHninated Tiheriut Auguftus four days before his 
death. 
Q. What was the charafler of Tiberius ? 
A. He was a very good prince, hut reigned only three 
years and ten mouths, dying Anno JJomiiii five hundred 
and eighty two. 

Q. Who fucceeded him ? 

A. Maurice^ to whom Tiberius had given his daugh- 
ter Conjlantina in marriage. He was a valiant, and 
would have been a virtuous prince, had he not fuilied his 
beft qualities by an inordinate love of money, which in 
the end was the occafioo of his death. 

^ In what wars did Maurice fignalis^ his valour \ 
A. In the wars againft the Pernans, who were then 
the fole enemies of the Eaftem empire. Maurice van- 
qiu(hed them in feveral battles, and at length granted 
them, in the year five hundred and eighty nine, a peafce 
advantageous and glorious for the Roman empire. 
Q. Had not Maurice other wars to fuftain ? 
A. He had one againft a nation of Huns, called the 
Avarii, the event of which proved fatal to him. Cbagaw^ 
»«/) their Kingy having vanquiflied and taken fome thou* 
fands of Roman foldiers prifoners, demanded a cf rtaia 
iumfor their ranfom, which Maurice Vk^t being wUling 
to pay, the barbarous wretch caufed them aU to be mal^ 
facred. 

^ How did MaitrSie receive the news of this inhu- 
man aa ? 

A. He was deeply afflided, and eave orders that 
prayers ihould be offered up in all the churches throuj^rh* 
out his dominions, imploring th^ Almighty to punifh hi.s 
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fin rather in this life than in the next. It will be feen in 
ihe following century whether his prayer was granted^ 
What has juft been related happened Anno Domini fix 
hundred. 

Q, Inform me now what happened during this time 
in the Weftem empire ? . 

yf. The Lombards, headed by their King ^Iboin^ 
took pofftflion of all Italy, except Rome and Ravenna. 
They gave their name to Lombard y, and continued to 
reign there till toward the end of the eighth century. 

g. Did the reign of the Vifigoths in Spain continue 
long ? 

A, In the year five hundred and eighty five, one of 
their Kings, nanied Recareda^ was converted to the Or- 
thodox faith, and renounced Arianifm before Leander^ 
Archbifticp of Seville, all the nobility and people folio w» 
ing the example of their King. 

Q. Did the Anglo Saxons remain in poiTeffion of 
Great Britain ? 

A* Yes I they had till this time been pagans, but 
Gregory y furnamed the Great, fent thither fome monks, 
the chief of whom, was one named Augufitne to preach 
the Chriftian religion. This took place Anno Domini 
five hundred ^nd ninety fix. 
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^ "What was the end of the Emperor Maurice ? 

A. In the beginning of the twentieth year of hisYeign, 
Anno Domini fix hundred and two, Phccas, who was only 
captain of one of his bands, inftigated the army to revolt, 
and having rendered himfelf matter of the Emperor's 
iperfon, beheaded him at Chalcedon, after having tanfed 
his five fons to be murdered before his face, the unfortu- 
nate Maurice at each ftroke repeating this pious ejacula- 
tion, " Lord thou art juft, and thy judgmens are right- 
eous *' 

j^, ' What became of his wife, the Emprefs ConJUipti' 
na? 
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j1. The tyrant Phocta caufcd her to be murdered, three 
years after, with her three daughters, who were the fole 
remaining children of the Emperor Maurice. 
Q. Did Phocai reign peaceably ? 
A. He rendered himfelf odious by his crimes, and 
afterwards by his diflblute conduft. v In the year fix hun- 
dred and eleven, which was the eighth of his reign, feve» 
ral nobles confpired ^gainft him, and having feize d his 
perfon carried him prifoner to Heracliius, vrhoin they 
had proclaimed Emperor, and who having caufed hit 
hands, feet, and afterwards his head to be cut off, com- 
manded the foldiers to burn the reft of his body in the pub* 
lie fc][uare at Conftantinople. 

^ Was HeraelUus an Emperor deferring of com- 
mendation ? 

j1. He diftinguifhed himfelf in war, and vanquiihed 
Chofra'es, King of Perfia, who had feized Paleftine and 
Egypt ; but he was by no means approved by the eccle- 
fiafttcs, from having favoured the herefies of the Monr- 
otheJites^^{e€t which arofe in his time. 
jg. . In what did this herefey confift ? 
A, In teaching that there was but one will in Jefus 
Chrift. It began in fijc hundred and thirty, and was con- 
demned in fix hundred and eighty in a council affem^led 
at Conftantinople. '- ' 

Q, Was not the reign of Heraclitus, fignalrwd % 
fome other great event ? > . ' '^ 

A, It was in his time that Mahomet began to piJeadi 
hisfalfe religion. The tenets of this deoeiver are 5ion- 
tained in the Koran, which is a confufed mixture of Came 
of the truths of Judaifm and Chriftianity, with a vatl«5r 
of abfurd fables. ^ 

^ Who was Mahomet ? • ^ *i 

A. He was a native of Mecca in Arabia, a man «6f- 
titute of education, but ambitious and fanatic ; andwancr 
ing neither abilities nor addrefs to afmuate his dogmai, 
which he did partly by force, and partly by perfaafion. 
The unhappy divifions which at that time prevailed 
among the Chriftians, contributed greatly to tlieeftaWiih. 
ment of his religion. 
jg. In what year did it begin. * 
^ 12 
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A^ I& the year fix hvindred ai»d twenty two* wfaick 
is called thj^ firft of the Hegiru^ or Hight of Mahomet» 
when he was driven from Mecca by his fellow citizens. 
Mahomet died Anno~^ Domini fix hundred and thirty 
^»e. 

. Q. By what means were thefe fatal dp^rmes propa- 
gated after the death of Mahomet ? 

J. By means of the Caliphs, his fucceffors, who in a 
ihort time made very great conqnefta- They were fovc- 
reigns, both in temporal and fpiritual matters, and preach* 
«d and recited prayers in the public mofques, holding a 
4bi^wn fword in the right hand* 
^ Who were the firft Caliphs \ 
d» Abubeier^ Mahomet's uncle, who reiened little 
more than two years, and made the conqueft oiaU Syria $ 
Oatfr, who reigned ten years and (ix months, s|nd con* 
f|uered Perfia and Egypt ; AUt Mahomet's fon in law* 
who reigned twelve years. AUnoft all the fiicccedisg 
Caliphs came to a tragical end. 

J^ How long did the Caliphat fubflft ? 
A. It was aboliihed in the thirteenth century, by the 
Tartars, as wtU be feen in its due place* 

^ In wh^t year did the Emperor HeracBsut die f . 
A* "In fix hundred and forty one, after s^ reign of 
twenty years and four months. He was fucceeded hj 
jGonfianim bis fon, whom he had by his firft wife. This 
poor prince was poifoned the fourth month of his reign 
hji tlM Emprefs Mar^na^ his ftep mother. 

Q. Who fucceeded him \ 
-, A. Heraclewast fon of Martikna^f who reigned jointly 
mth bis mother. Their reign continued only ^ months^ 
HeracUotuu being condemned to the ampliation of^his 
nofe, and his. mother to that, of her toi^ue. The fenate 
thisn proclaimed C^iffliwsf the fon ot Cot^fiaH^ime, and 

Eandfon of the Empca-pr Iferaclu^it in their ft<ead* He 
gas to netgn, Asmt Domini fa hundred and forty two, 
and, like his grandfather, was a JUffiwabiBU' 
Q. Was bis reign fortunate ? 
An Noi bf was vaiiquiihed in a iea epgagesoent by 
the Saracens, who took pofleflion of fev.ei:3^ pi^^ of the 
Aoman empire. Aftern^da pofur^bifig ipXQ I^y with 
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the defign of driving cmt the Loiiibair4$, be wsis alfo it- 
fettfd, From tlien<:f he went to Romey which he. pil- 
laged. 

Q. Whatw^hisend? 

A. Having retired into Sicilf. urbero be rems^oedfiiB 
yearly he was murdered in a hath at Sjvs^/fufy by his o^im 
{jenranta, in the twenty feventb year of hi^ tugOi Anno 
Domini Ax hundred and fizty eight* 

^ Who fucceeded him ? 

A» His fon Confiantine^ fumamed ^^gim^mt. He 
was what was ealled orthodox with ^^(peft to r^lighiiui 
diiptttes o£ the tinier. 

Q. What happened during hii reign ? 

2f. The Saracens hefieged QQnftanti|K>F^ diMPfing ikXr 
en jewnp and did not retire tiU th^V ha4 forced the Sioit 
peror to enter into an agr^eme^t to p^y ihe^ ^n ag»nu9ll 
tribute, an agreeniait» however, which WS|8 ^ever pfifiMm^ 
ed, the Saracen fleet bei^g loft in its retiim.

jL As MUmn governed in a cr^c} 9^ d^orjl^lj 
niaanesc, he became nQAver&l}y odiou^.

^. Yes. It was in hb reign that the Saracens took 
CarthM^ nndrendoed ^#«&Yeft msAvm of Aftiea, 
which from that time has always belonged to the Ma- 
hometsms. 
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Q» Did this Emperor reign long ? 

jf, Onij three years : having fent an army into Af- 
rica to conquer Carthage, the expedition proving unfiic« 
cefsful the foldierB fearing his difpleafure, ele^ed anoth- 
er 'Emperor, named yfj^tnar, who aiTumed the name of 
Tihriui. This new Emperor arriving at Conftanttnople, 
cauftd LeBnikis* nofe to he cut off, and confined him in a 
monaftery for the reft of his days. 

Q* ^id ^o revolution happen in the Netherlands du- 
ring this century ? 

A, Dagoberi I. King of France, rendered himielf 
mafter of the greater part of thefe provinces, drove the 
Frifi* out of the ancient city of Utrecht, and founded 
diere a church or chapel. This happened between the 
years fix hundred and twenty "two and iix hundred and 
diirty. In fix hundred and ninety, Wtllibrod^ an Engliih 
monk, preached the Gofpel in thefe countries. 

^ Did the Frifi embrace Chriftianity ? 

A. No; at leaft not generally, while their princes 
were infidels, which continued till the end of the eighth 
century. ' 

Q. In whiU; Rate was the republic of Venice ? 

A, That republic, which had been eftablifiied about 
two centuries^ and which waft confiderably extended by 
its commeree and indnftry, was at this time in imminent 
danger from the ill.govemment of its magiftrates, who 
were called Tnhunet : the authority widi which the peo- 
ple had invefted them had, in their hands, degenerated in- 
to an abfolute defpotifm ; so that it was found neceffary, 
in fix hundred and ninety feven, jto 'convoke a general ai*- 
fembljr of the nation at Heraclea* where it was vefolved to 
eledt a Duke or Doge as the centre of public authority. 
The votes reunited in favour of Paul Lue Anafefia^ who 
was the firft Duke of the republic ; and from diat time 
the ftate acquired more vigour, and roie to fuch impor- 
tance, as to make head againft the Roman Emperors and 
the Turks.

^ TTTTHAT became of the Emperor JuJIlman Rhi* 
V V nometut ^ 

A* Having efcaped from his exile in Cherfonefus, he 
had recourfe to the Bulgarians, who fumifhed him with 
troops, by means of which he recovered the empire in the 
year feven hundred and five, after an exile often years. 

D. How did he aft after his reeftabli(hraent ? 

A. He cruelly put to death Apjimar and Lewtaiut ; 
befides which he maflacred all the inhabitants of Cherfone- 
fu5, and committed feveral ether inhuman adions. 

g. Did they continue unpuniihed ? 

A. No ; the principal nobles of Conftantinople revol- 
ted, and in feven hundred and eleven elected Emperor^ 
Bardanut PhHipffinus, who put to death Jiijliniany and a fon 
which he had that bore the name oiTtherius. 

^ What was the fate of this new Emperor ? 

A. He was a man of very depraved chara^er, and 
reigned only two years and fome months, being killed by 
a body of conrpirators, the chief of whom was Artcmiutf 
one of the fecretaries of ftate. This happened Anno 
Domini feven hundred and thirteen. 

S. What was the confequence of this aflfaflination ? 
, jlrtemtus was eledled Emperor, and took the name 
•fjtttajqfiutf he prefervcd bis new dignity but a (hort 
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tune, for hb foldiers having revolted, he abdicated the 
empire^ and tamed monk after a reign of two years. 

Q, Who iucceeded him ? 

ji. One Theadojiui, a man of little merit, ^ho was de- 
clared Emperor by the foldiers. Anno Domini feven lion- 
dred and fifteen. Feeling his inability to reign, in ieven 
hondred and feventeen he ceded the empire to Leo the I- 
£iarian. 

^. Let nt now return to die Weft. What confidera- 
ble events took place there ? 

jf. Of France we will fpeakfaeceafter. Spain was at 
this time conquered by the Saracens, who having invaded 
diat kingdom, kept pofleffion of it till the fifteenth, and 
even till the fizteenth century. 

^ How and at what time was this copqueft made ? 

ji* The Arabs, fbccefibrs of Mahomety having feized 
upon the whole coaft of Africa, in the year feven hiin- 
ibed twelve lafKded a . numerous army in Spain, when^ 
after feveral engagements, they at kngth, in ftven Jiun* 
#ed aa4 feateetf, gave battle to Ro£ricy the Uft King 
ff the VifigQths, whom they defeated and killed, and thus 
^ame flowers of the whole of that great kingdom. 

Q. Wa« the Chriftian religion entirely annihilated io 
Spain? 

Jt. Not entirely. l*he Saracens granted the Chrif- 
tMps the e$«reiie of ther religion ; and a remnant of the 
Goths having efcaped to the mountains of Auftria and 
Bifcay, preierved their kidgdom and faith. 

J^ What was the name of their chief ? 

^. He was called Don Pdagiui^ and was fucceeded 
by Don Fa^iU. It is conje^ured they both bore the ti- 
tle of King, though the country that was fubje^t to them 
was of vejy fmall extent : thefe two princes may be called 
the reftorers of the Spanifh nation. 

Q. Let us now return to the Eaftem empire. What 
have you to obferve of Leo the Ifaurian ?

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A. The i^tiodhip of image% the lemains of paganifm* 
was eftabliihed aimoft in every part of the Eaftern em* 
pire. This abufe the Emperor endeavoured to prevent, 
by csMiilng them to be uken out of the churches from die 
year feven hundred and tweiuy fix, and by prohibiting 
the uie of them in ieven hundied and thirty by a folemn 
edid. This drew upon him the hatred and persecution 
of the ignorant and iuperftitious ecciefiafiics, and occa* 
fioned the \^t of all that the empire then polTeffed lA It- 
aly. 

SHow did this happen \ 
Greg9rf IL Pope of Rome, undertook die de« 
fence of the images, and in a cotmcil of Biikops depend* 
ent on him, condemned the edid of the Emperor. By 
virtue of this feditious condemnation, he caufed Rome 
and the reft of Italy to revolt, having forbade the people 
thenceforth to acknowledge the Emperor of Rome, or to 
pay him any tribute. . 

Q. Did not the Emperor endeavour to bring diefe 
infurgents to reafon ? 

A. He attempted it, but in vain* A fleet iwhich he 
had feiit into luly for this purpofe in (even hundred and 
thirty two,>periihed by a ftorm in the Adriatic Gntf; and 
the fury of the worihip of images was fo violent in Ital)^ 
and in the Eaft, thut sdl diofe were treated as heretics 
fHio had religion and courage enough to condemn it. 
^ Did Lto the Ifaurinn poffefs the empive long ? 
A. He reigned twenty four y^iars, and died of a drop- 
fy in the years feven hundred and forty one. 
Q. WhO'focceeded him ? 

A. Hb fon C9Hfiimtinif fumamed C^cnymus. It muft 
be dbibrved tliat the lad name, which is ignominious, 
was given him by his enemies the clergy. 

j^ On what account were they his enemies > 
A. Becaufeypurfiung the meafures of his fatherr be 
continued to profcribe the worihip of images. 
^ Was his reign in other refpeds pvoljperous ? 
A. The ihperftitious eccleiiaftics ftirred up numer- 
oas troubkt and di&ontents to difttirb it. Con^oMme^ it 
mad nevertheiefs be acknowledged, was^ a wonky Emp^ 
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ror, beloved by the wifer part of the nation, and zcalcc:^ 

for the purity of religion. 

Q, What proofs did he give of this ? 

j1. In the year feven hundred and forty four he af- 

ferabled at Conftantinbfle a council of three hundred 

and thirty eight Biihops, in which the worfhip of im- 

age« was declared contrary to the word' of God, and ab- 

folutely forbidden throughout the empire. 

Q. Was the uTe of images in the church efiedually 

abolifhed ? 

ji. It would have ceafed had it not been for the obftj- 

nacy of the infatuated monks, who* fupported by certain 

Bifhops and the ignorant populace, in fecret continued it, 

and thus kept up one of the firft fources of corruption ia 

the church* 

^ Did the Emperor CottfiarUtne reign long ? 

ji. He reigned thirty four years, and died, Anno 

Domini feven hundred and feventy five, in the fifty ninth 

year of his age 

g. Who fucceeded him ? 

Jin His fon, named Leo^ at the age of twenty fix. 

He continued to forbid the worftiip of images, and died, 

Anno Domini, feven hundred and eighty, after a reign o!l 

five years. 

J^ In what ftate was the kingdom of France ? 

A It muft be obferved, that in tbe throne of France 

three diflinft families fucceeded each other. The Mero- 

vingiartt the Carigvin^^ian, and the Capenan. 

Q. Whence did they derive their names ? 

yi. The Merovingian race from Meroucy whofe pof- 

terity reigned till Pepin tbe Shorty the father of Charle^ 

mugne. The Carlovingian from Charlemagne, whofe de- 

fcendants were Kings or Emperors till Hugh Capet, who 

began to reign. Anno Domini nine hundred and eighty 

feven, and from whom originated the Capetian line, whick 

continued till Louis the Sixteenth. 

Q, Can you enumerate the Kings of the firft race ? 

A. Clovit, who has been already mentioned, as alfo

ted the fple government of the kingdom to officers, whiim 
they called Mayors of the Palace, ITiefe Lords exercifed 
all the fun^ions of royalty, the title alone was wanting : 
at length Pepin the Short, who was Mayor of the Palace 
under Chiieric II. confined that monarch to a monaftery, 
and afibmed the fceptre with the confent of the whole na- 
tion. 

J^ How did Pepin fupport this dignity ? 

A He profecuted a fucccfsful war lA Italy, where he 
fubdaed the Lombards, and took tke territory of Raven* 
na, which he prefcnted to the Bifhop of Rome. After 
feveral other gallant anions, he died at Paris, Anno Dom- 
ini feven hundred and fixty eight, ' 

^ Who was his fuccefTor ? 

jf His fon Charlemagne^ one of the greateft princes 
that . ever reigned the Weftem empire. It was he who 
transferred the title of Emperor to the Kings of France, 
from whom It has pailed to Germany, as will be feen in 
its place. Charlemagne began his reign, Anno Domini 
feven hundred and frxty eight, and died Anno Domini 
eight httridred and fourtefen. » 

P.^ What were the firft exploits of this prince ? 

2U DetRer^ King of the Lombards, giving fome dif- 
turbance to Adrian y Bifhop of Rome, Chtirkmagne enter- 
ed Italy with an army, defeated Dedier, and having bc^ 
fiegedhim iw.Punia, feized his perfon and carried him 
prifoner to France, Anno Domini feven hundred and fer- 
enty four. Thus ended the reign of the Lombards ii| 
Italy. 

Q- Had Charlemagne no other wars to ftipport ? 

A. He fubdued the Saxons, and obliged IVitekind^ 
their prince, to embrace the Chriflian religion, Ann» 
Domini ieven hundred eighty -five.

A^ . Irenfi^ who w«$. a very wicked princefs^ and er« 
tremdy fuperftitious, in the year feven hundred and eighty 
feven, aflembled at Nice a council of two hundred and 
eighty very ignorant Bifhop^. In this the worfliip of ina- 
ag^s was eftablifhedf the council of Conftantisoplev held, 
under Confiantme Cofronymus^, condemned, and thofe who 
refu£ieidiadoratiQn: to the itnages» declared heretics, and 
iin^ai^efnatizedt 

^ Was this council' univerfally received ? 

A* No; in the year feven hundred and ninetiy itfon 
the Emperor Ciwrfemagnr afenbled another at Frankfort, 
\4tBrei the council held by Innef. and the worfliip -of iisia- 
ges, were ccmdemned. 

S» How did, Irene proceed after this. ? 
. Attempting tdufurp too great an auihority^over 
her foa Cfin/hnHtt^f the young prince obliged ben to re- 
t)Oun!C^ the? empiriB in, the year feven hundred' and nmety ; 
but in feven hundred and ninety feven /r/w having browght 
over a great party to Iwr tntereft',made herfdf miftreft of 
I\i& perfbn, and cauiied his eyes to be put out with ftich 
cruelty,, that {he died five days after. The end of this

A. Leo IlL Biihop of Rome* being dilburbed by the 
Romantry folicited the aid oi Charles^ then Ktog of France* 
who reeftablifhed him in his dignity. Leo^ in return for 
this fervice, crowned Chariemagne Emperor of the Weil, 
cm Chttftmas Eve^ Anno Domini eight hundred. 

J^ What became of the Emprf^s Irene after ibe'deMh 
€>f her fon Cotifiantine ? 

A, Her crime having rendered her univeiiaUy ocHous^ 
a Lord^ named Nicepborut^ defpoikd her of the empire, 
l>ani&ed her to the Ifle of Lefbos, and ieized the reiiis of 
;govemment himfelf. Anno Domini eight hundred and 
two, Irene died in great mifery die lame year in the 
place of her exile. 

-Qt Did Cbarkmagne long enjoy the empire i 

A. He died the twenty eighth of January, eight 
hundred and fourteen, at the age of feventy one, ^e loilr- 
ty ferenth year of his reign, smd the fourte^ath of jiis em- 
pire. 

jg. Where did hedie ? 

A. At Aix la Chapetle. 

Q. To whom did he tes^ve the empire > 

A' To liis fon Lenms /. furnamed Dehofmaere% whDm' 
he had before his death made a partner in the gotere- 
ment. 

J^ Was the reign of Lewis le Dohonnaire(Grt»niite ? 

A. No ; it was diilurbed by the rebellion of his chil- 
dren, Lothmre^ Lewls^ and P^n^ who proceeded to the 
laft extremities. - 

Q. What pretence did tbey make for thehr biqaitoo^ 
eondua ? V , 
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A. Thefe three princes were die children of Lemls bj | 
J)tis firft wife, the princefs ErmengarJa •* when this lady 
died, he married JtuM, a beaatifbl young woman, by 
whom he had a (cm, named Clfar/ei, who Ws afterwardi 
Emperor. Loibmre^ L^msj and Pefm^ who laid that 
the empire was deftined to their half brother, made war 
upon their father, and accufed their ftep mother of incon- 
tinence. This revolt created many troubles in the reign 
ofLrvm le Ddonnatre^ and rendered that prince very un* 
happy, 

g. Did he reign long ? . 

A» He died in the year eight hundred and forty, the 
twenty feventh year of his reign, and the fixQr fourth of 
his age. 

0. Who fucceeded him ? 

jf. Loibairtf his eldeft fon, who having deprived his 
two brothers df their portion, drew upon himfelf a fan- 
guinary war. 



0. Recount the particulars f 



Pefin dying in the year eight hundred and thirty 
leven» there remained only Lewis and Charles, who uni- 
ting dieir forces, gave battle ta Lothalrey and defeated 
him, Anno Domini eight hundred and forty one. 

^ What were the confequences of this a6tion ? 

A. Loihatrey being again defeated by his brothers, was 
obliged, in the year eight hundred and forty four, to^ con- 
fent to a divifion. Lotbaire, with the title of Emperor, 
preferved Rome, Italy, Belgic Gaul, Provence, and Bur- 
gundy. Lewis had Germany, and Charles^ France. 

J^ Did Lothaire preferve the empire long ? 

A. He abdicated it. Anno Domini eight hundred and 
fifty five, and retired into a monaftery, after having di- 
, vided the empire between his three fon««, Lithaire, Lewis^ 
and Charles. He left the empire of all Italy to his eldeft 
fon Le^is ; Lorraine fell to Lothaire ; and Charles had 
for his portion Provence. 

S. What was the refult of this divifion ? 
. Charles died the firft year without iffue ; Lothaire 
furvived till towards the year eight hundred and fixty 
.nine.; and the Emperor Lewis IL having reunited aU 
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x^lixeCe ftateii, ended his day8| Anno Domini eight hundred 
SLnd fe^enty five. 

Q. Recount now what was pafliiig in the Eaftem em- 
pire ? 

-/f. Nicephortu^ who has been already mentioned, per- 
iflied in an engagement with the Bulgarians, Anno Dom- 
ini eight hundred and eleven, the ninth year of his reign. 

^ Who fucceeded him ? 

jt. Michael Curopolatusy a prince little formed to gov- 
ern. Being vanquifhed by the Bulgarians, Anno Domini 
eight hundred and thirteen, he willingly ceded the empire 
to Z»€o the Armenian. 

Q. What was the charader of this prince ? 

jti. He was valiant and pious, and during the whol» 
of his reign laboured to explode the worfbip of images^ 
-which Irene had eftablifhed in her corrupt council at 
Nice. 

Q. How did he end his days ? 

j4* OnChriftmas day, in the year eight hundred and 
twenty, he was murdered while at church by Michael the 
Stainmerer, who aflumed the imperial dignity. 

Q. WTiatis'faid of this Emperor? 

^. He is accufed, and. there is reafon to believe de- 
iervedly, of great cruelty; he was not, however, more 
ftiv curable to the worfhip of images than his predeceffor. 
He died, Anno Domini eight hundred and twenty nine, 
in the ninth year of his reign. 

Q. Who fucceeded him I 

A, His fon Theophtlus^ a prirttc of a well regulated 
life, a ftri^ obfervext of the laws of juftice, and an enemy 
to the woribip of images. 

Q. How many-years did he reign f 

A, Twelve^ and three months, and died, Anno Dom- 
ini eight hundred and forty one, a year after Lewis le De- 
homunre^ ^ 

Jg;. Hbive you. nothing to fay of Pope Jhan^ who is re- 
ported to have lived in this century I. 

A. Thofe who mention her fay that fhe filled the pa- 
pal chair from the year eight hundred and fift^rffrfe to 
eight hundred and: fifty fevenr, and place her betweea 
Popes X/o/r;)uul.B2«eflfi2f///. but itmuft be coofefi^ 
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the fkoxf c^aot be fupported bj aaj fatis&dorj authori*- 
ty, and muft be confidered as an ill imagiiijed fidton. 

3. What Emperor facceeded Lewis IL f 
. Charlety fumamed the Baid^ the ion of Lems k 
JDebonnaire by the Emprefs Judhb. He began, to reign 
Anno Domini eight hundred and ieventy five, and died. 
Anno Domini eight hundred and feventy feven. The 
Normansy a barbarous nation^ ravaged feveral provinces of 
France during the reign of this Emperor. 
. Q, Who fucceeded him ? 

A. There are authors who reckon his fon Lew tbt 
Stammerer among the Emperors, but he was merely King 
of France. He died in eight hundred and feventy nine, 
ipid was fucceeded in the kingdom of France by his two 
fonsy Lewi* and Carioman, Lewis died Anno Domini 
eight hundred and eighty two ^and Carlowumf Anno Dom- 
ini eight hundred and eighty four. A third fon, whom 
he len an infant, was afterwards King of France, and is 
known by the name of Charles the Simple, 

g. Was there no other prince in the Weft who bore 
the title of Emperor ? 

yf. Cbartts the Fat was inverted with that dignity. 
He was the fon of I^ewis the German^ the fecond Ion of 
Lewis ie Debonnaire, He took the title of Emperor from 
die year eightiiundred and eighty, and attained the king- 
dom Anno Domini eight hundred eighty five. 
Q. Did he long enjoy thefe honors ? 
Ji. He was forced to abdicate them in eight hun4red 
and eighty feven, on account of kts bad health and weak 
abilities. After this he fell into fuch poverty, that for a 
fubiiftence he was obliged to the liberality (x Amold^ the 
ion ofCariomamf King of Bavaria. He died Aimo Dom-- 
ini eight hundred and eighty eight. 
^ Who was Carloman ^ 

A, He was the fon of Lewis, King of Germany, ^der 
l^TOtber of Charles the Fat. 

jj. Who fucceeded Charles tie Fat > 

A. His nephew Arnold, of Bavaria, who has been

Withfome difeafc, Anno Domint eight hundred and nine-

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iiz. From eight Juindred and eighty eight to eigbt hw 
drod and ninety fix there had been in Italy feveral prince* 
who took the title of Emperor]; but none of them ha4 
l>een able to fupport it. 

^ Who reigned at thit time in France ? 
A' Eudei^ dount of Paris, reigned firom the yea^ 
eight hundred and eighty nine to eight hundred aod 
ninety eight. By his death he left the kingdom to 
Charles the Simple^ fon of Lewis the Stammerer* 

^ Recount what happensd in the Eafl during the 
remainder of the ninth century ? 

A^ TJbioplfikiSf who has been before mentioned, djiaSf 
hit fon Michael fucceeded him, under the tutelage of hi$ 
mother Theodora^ who taking advantage of the minority 
of the Emperor, followed the example of Irctte^ and reef- 
tabliihed the worihip of images, which was afterwards 
maintained, and is ftill fupported in the Eaft. 

gp Was the reign of tJiis Emperor happy ? 

A. No ; he gave himfelf up to impiety and debaucb* 
ery, and was killed by one of lus officers, called Ba/U the 
Macedoman^ Anno Domini eight hundred and fixtv ievea ; 
a crime which, was the more atrocious, as Aftchael had 
the year before made him a partner in die empire. 

^ What was the condu^ of Bafi the Macedonian 
in other refpe^bs ? 

A,. Hiftorians fpeak advantageouily both of his val- 
our and love of juftice. 

Q. Did he reign long ? 

A, More than twenty years : he died Anno Domini 
eig;ht hundred and eighty nine. 

Q. Who fucceeded him? 

A. . His foa Leo^ fumamed the PUlofij^^ a prince of 
great merit.

j^ Who fucceeded the Emperor AmMf 
A. Loms IF. his foil ; but he bore neither the tide 
nor the diadem of Brnperor. He reigned from the year 
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sine hundred to nine hundred and eleTen, which was that

with him. 

^ Who fucceeded him ? 

A> The Emperor Conrad^ Duke of Franconia, who 
reigned only ieven years, and died Anno Domini nine 
hundred and nineteen.

7R0M THE REIGN OF HENRY THE FOWLER. TO THE 
ELECTION OF RODOLPHUSi COUNT 0£ HAPSBURGN. 
S63 YEARS. 

Q. What Emperor fucceeded Conrad ? 

A' Henry ^ fumamed the Fonvlery on account of hit 
Ibve of falconry. This prince was the ion of Oibo^ 
Duke of Saxony, defcended, as it is conjedured, from 
Wiieiind* He began his reign in the year nine hundred 
and twenty, 

Q, \D\d he effe€t any thing remarkable ? 

A. He vanquilhed the Huns, or Hungarians, who 
bad committed great diforders in the empire, and granted 
them a peace, after reftraining them to the limits of the 
country they now occupy. This war lafted till the year 
nine hundred and thirty four, and was renewed at different 
times. The Hungarians were at this time pagans. 

^ What other anions did Henry the Fowler per- 
form l 

A. About the year nine hundred and twentjf fix or 
nine hundred and twenty feven, he made war on die Fe- 
nediy a people of Sclavonia who inhabited that part of 
Saxony 9 afterwards called the Magraviate and. Ele^orate 
•f Brandenburg. 

^ Did he entbely fubdue themr T 

A. He began the conqueft by taking the city of 
Brandenburg, which was cdled in the SclaTOxiic tongue- 
'Brannybor^xxx the Defenee of the ForeJU 
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^ Wa» the Margfaviate of Brandenburg, at it is 
faid, founded at that time f , 

A. It is very doubtful. The Margraves that arfe 
mentioned in this century are fidtitions and uncertain. 
The true origin of the Margraviate relates to the twelfth 
century. 

g. In what year did Hitiry thff Fooler die ? 

A. In nine hundred and thirty fix, having, during^ 
his life, acquired the efteeiti and refped of all the nations 
in Europe. 

J^ Who fucceeded him ? 

A. His fon Otho the Greats a virtaous and magnanl* 
moBs prince. During his reign he extended the Chrif- 
tian religion throughout the empire, and founded the 
Bifhopricks of Brandenburg, Havelburg, Meifen, Zeitz, 
and Magdeburg. He fubdued, in various engagements, 
the French, the Hungarians, and the Bohemians, and 
performed fevcral other gallant adions; He died, Anno 
Domini nine hundred and leventy three, after a reign of 
thirty feven years, and was interred at Magdeburg. 

Q. In what ftate was the Chriflrian religion at thii 
time f 

A. Both the doiS-rine knd manners of its profefTors 
"^i^re fo corrupt, that on account of the prevailing igno- 
ranee and depravity, hiftorians have given the t^nth the 
appellation of the Iron century, ■ 

Q. But did not iome nations embrace Chrifltanity at 
this time ? 

A> Yes ; the Rufllians, till then pagans, were, about 
the year nine hundred and twenty four, converted to 
Chriftianity by the Greeks of Conftantinople. Olba^ their 
Duchefs, and Woiodomr^ her fon, were baptized. Miclf' 
laiiii King or Prince of Poland, was alfo converted in 
the year nine hundred and fixty five; and Stephen^ the firft 
Chriftian* King of Hungary, was baptized in nine hun- 
dred and fixty nine. 

Q. Give me now foihe account of the Eaftem em- 
pire ? ' 

A* Leoy the philo(bpher, died in the year nine Hun- 
dred and eleven, and left the empire to Con/lanttne Por^ 
fhyrogenkuii his foni who was then an ififant. Thk 
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prioc^ was leaned, but was unfi^rtunately too mucb in - 
fluenced by the ieveral tutors under whom he had be^ 
placed. He died, Anno Domini nine hundred and£fty 
nine» at the age of fifty four, and is thought to have been 
poifoned by Ronuuuu^ his fbnand fucceflbr. 

Q. Did Romanuj reign long ? 

ji. He reigned from the year nine hundnsd and fifty^ 
»ine to nine hundred and fixty three, when he died aX 
the ^ge of twenty four. He was a prince of very depra- 
ved morals. 

^ Who iucceeded him i 

A. Nnepbonu Pbocasi- a valiant prince, who retook 
feveral cities 4 among others Antioch, which had been 
jeized by the Saracens. He died, Anno Domini aiae 
lundred and fizty nine, by the perfidy of his Wile» the 
£mprefs Th<ophMfo^ and one of his officers* named Joim 
Zimi/ce^f who fucceeded hira. He reign but fix years» 
being poifoned, Annp Domini nine hundred and £mntj 
five, Dy one of his Chamberbiins, xuuned Bufii, 

^ Who fucceeded him I 

A* Bajil and Coufantin^f who reigned jointly. They 
were the f )ns of Romanuif and had been made coUeagoes 
in the empiie by Join 2^mifu^, They both died in the 
eleventh century. i 

^ Q. Give £ome account of the King? of France i 

A. Charfet the Simple reigned at the beginning of thk 
century. . He was obliged to cede to the Normans that 
province of France which flill bears their name. R^iU% 
J)uke of Normandy, eml^aced Chridianityt and married 
Crifdda^ the daughter of Charles the Simple, Aono Domini 
nine hundred and twelve. This King, after many vexa- 
tions, died. Anno Domini nine hundred and twenty nine, 
liaving reigned twenty five years. The laft fix years of 
his life is not reckoned, as he was dq>o&d in the year nine 
hundred and twenty three by Rodolphu, Duke of Burgun- 
dy, who ufurped the crown.

A. Mary ; (he wasv daii^hW to the Kirtg of > Arra- 
gon, and was, by |he EiJfJperpr*? carder, jburned alive at 
Modena for an atrocious crime, of which (he was cob- 
Yided. Qthoh^A no-childi;en byhis.firft or fecOlid mar- 
riage. 

J^ Who fucceeded him? 

A* He^ry of. Bavaria^ furnained the Lame. The 
church of Rom^ \\^% ic^nked hii^, as well as his Emprefs 
Cunegunda, among the number of her faints.. • He d«ed. 
Anno Domini one thoufand and twenty. f©ur, and was 
ifiterred. at Bamb^r^, <:^here- hts tomb is ftill ihown, as 
alio tbatpf C^ntgt^a. , . , ; . 

<^ I'o whom did the {empire fall after the death of 
WenryJIr / 

A. To Conrad^ furnamed the Salic. In his time 
Reberi^ foo. of ff^gh C^fet^ reigned in France; Firdi- 
nand /. in Spain ; and Stephen^ who has bfeen already. 
^lentioned, . in Hungaryw The latter died towards Ae 
y^ar ©ne ijthoufand afw^ thirty eight. .- 

Q. Ho^ Ipng did, tl)e Empenpr Cmrai reign \ 

A. H ; reigned fifteen years. In one thoufand and 
thiity nine his iofA Hmry III afeended ihe thncfrie, and 
dying in one thoufand and fifty fix, Was^ ' iucce^d^d^ by 
Hmry IF", his fon. ;' ' 
' Q.. In whatftate was the church ? t , J 

A, , The Bifbpps of R^me,. availing themfeltcs of the 
^X%en^eof ^he Emperors, s«i4 of..^ feopl^r't .%oo* 
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rancc, began to ere^ themfelves into primates an4 fove- 
reigns of all Chriftiendom. Having ruled defpotic in the 
fpiritual, they' now prefuhied to extend their authority 
over the temporal affairs of Emperors and Kings. 
Q* What Popes then occupied the fee of Rome ? 
^. Gregory VIL is the moft famous. He was elect- 
ed Pope Anno Domini one tboufand and feventy three, 
and before his eledlion bore the name of Htldihrand. He 
was a man of obfcure birth, violent in his temper, and fo 
ftrongly attached to his chimerical preteufions, that he 
flopped at nothing to fupport them» 
g. What were his firft decrees ? 
A In the year one thoufand and feventy four he 
proh'bited tlie marriage of priefts ; and although at firft 
he found difficulties in eftablifhing this decree, in the end 
he prevailed, and his fucceflbr finiihed what he had be- 
gun. 

J^ How was the Emperor Henry IV. employed du- 
ring this time? 

A Aware of the irritable and ambitious temper of 
the Pope, he enteted into an accoaiodalipn with Vim, 
but could not afterwards avoid coming to an open rup- 
ture. 
Q. Howfo? . 

A, The Emperors had hitherto enjoyed the right of 
invefiUuref that is, of putting the ecclefiaftics in poiTeflion 
of their dignities. Of this right Gregory^ who refolved 
to be mafter in all things, attempted to deprive the Em- 
peror ; and not finding him fo docile as he wiflied, ex- 
communicated him, declared he had forfeited the em- 
pire, and that his fubjedls were abfolved from their oath 
of fidelity. 

Q What were the confequences of this ? 
A, The Pope, having fuborned feveral perfons in Ger- 
many, caufed them to ele^ for Emperor Rodolpbui^ 
Duke of Suabia, who took up arms againft his foyereign. 
He even gained fome advantag^es over him^ but was at 
length defeated in a battle, whefe he loft his hand, and 
died foon after. 

J^. Did heexprefs any contiitioafor his cringe ? 

A Yes ; a (horttime before hit death, v\X. Marfebou^f. 
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to whicb he had retired after his defeat, he turned to- 
wards the Biftiops who had fubomed him, and pointing 
to the hand that was fevered from his body, " There," 
faid he, "is thtf hand with which 1 fwore fidelity to the 
Emperor, my fovereign— -confider it, and fee whither 
your evil counfels have conduced me/* 

Q. Did this produce any good effeft on the Pope ? 

yf. On ihe contrary, it incenfed him ftill more a- 
gainft the Emperor, whom he again excommunicated, 
exhorting all his fubjedls to revolt from him, 

Q* What courfe-did HiMry take ? 

ji. He made war upon the Pope, and after having 
befieged him in the caftle of St. Angelo, obliged him to 
retire to Salerno, where he died of chagrin. The end of 
the hiftory of the reign of Henry IV. will be feen in the 
twelfth century* 

Q. Who reigned in the Eaft ? 

A* The two brothers, Bafil and Conjantine, Bafd 
rendered faimfelf matter of Bulgaria, and after that expe- 
dition turned monk. He died Anno Domini, one thou- 
fand and twenty five, and his brother Confiantlne^ a prince 
of little merit, died Anno Domini one thoufand and 
twenty eight. 

J^ Who was their fucceflbr ? 

A. Romanus Agyrus^ who had married Zoe^ the daugh- 
ter of Conflantine, This wicked princeft caufed her huf- 
band to be afiafiinated, Anno Domini one thoufand and 
thirty four, by Michael, the Paphlagonian, whom fhe raif- 
ed to the empire, and afterwards married. 

Jg. Did he enjoy the empire long ? 

A. Only fevfen years, during which his confcience was 
contiiiually harrafied by remorfe. At length, to com- 
poie his mind, he retired to a nionaftery, Uiat he might 
at leifure lament his crime. He died, a (hort time after, 
Anno Domini one thoiffand arid forty one. 

Q, What became of the Emprefs Zoi' > 

A. She married Conftantltie Monomarcut, under whom 
the einpire fuftained great lofTes, and was confiderably 
weakened in all parts. The Normans poflefled them- 
fclves of Apulia, and the Turks became formidable m the 
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Eaft This Emperor died" Anno Domini one thoafand 
and fifty four. 

Q. Who fucceeded him ? 

^. Michael Siraiioticus, who hid married Theodora^ 
the lifter of Zo'e, The grandes of Conftantiiirjple having 
adjudged him unworthy of the empire, in his^lace ele<5t- 
ed. Jfaac Comnenus^ ^nnoYyoxnmio^Q thouland an J fifty 
feven He reig.ied only two years ; at the end of wliich 
he withdrew to a monaklery, having nominate J Conjari" 
tine Ducas his fucceflbr, Anno Domini one thoufand and 
fifty nine. 

j^ What was the charadler of this Emperor ? 
j4. He was ju ft, and meant well, but p^lFcif^J very 
moderate abilities?. Under his reign the empire continu- 
ed to grow weaker by the conqiijils of the Turks and 
Saracens. He died, Anno Domini one tho'iiand and fn- 
ty feven, and left three fons, Michael^ Amlromcus^ and 
Conjlantim^ furnamed Porphyrogenetus. 

^ Who fucceeded him ? / 

• -^. Diogenes 9 who married his widow Eudoxta>, He 
was a raliant prince, but had the misfortune in an en> 
gagement to be taken prifoner by the Turks. 

Q What were the confequences of this accident ? 
ji. The Greeks confined Eudoxia to a monaftery, 
and elected Michael^ the fon of Conjlantine Ducas^ Empe- 
ror. Diogenes Yi^Ying been re' eafed from prifon returned 
to Conftantinople ; but Michael caufed his eyes to be put 
out, and banifhed him to one of the Iflandsy where a 
fhort time after he died. This happened Anno Domini 
one thoufand and fcventy one. 

J^ What was the fate of Michael ^ 
A. MichaeU furnamed Parafinaciust was a prince of 
no abilities. The Turks every day making a progrefs ,he 
was imable to oppofe, he was banifhed to a monaftery , 
and Nicephorus Bofaniatui elected in his R,e'dd Anno Dom- 
ini one thoufand and feventy eight. He reigned till one 
thoufand and eighty one, when he alfo was confined in a 
monaftery. 

Q. Who occupied liis place ? 

A, Alexis Comnenus^ z prince o£ abilities/ who a litttc 
revived the drooping ftate of the Eaftern empire. TlJe 
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life of this Emperor has been written in Greek with great 
elegance by his daughter jlnn^ a princefs of great • merit. 
We shall fpeak of AUxis Comnenus again in the fucceed- 
ing century. 

Q. "Who reigned at this time in France ? 

Ji. RokiTt^ fon of Hugh Capet j who died Anno Dom- 
inione thoufand and thirty three. He wasfucceeded by 
Henry. I, his fon, who died Anno Domini one thoufand 
and fixty. To him fucceeded Philip L who lived till the 
twelfth century. 

Q. Did no great revolutions occur in the eleventh 
century ? 

A* Yes, two ; the conqueft of England by WiUutrnj 
Duke of Normandy, and the taking of Jerufalem by the 
crufaders, headed by Godfrey de Bouillon, 

J^ In vrhat year did the conqueft of England take 
place ? 

jt. In the year one thoufand and fixty fix. The 
Anglo Saxon Kings had enjoyed the peaceable poflefilon 
of me Ifland till the arrival of the Danes, to whofe fupe* 
rior prowefs they were forced to yield 5 but upon the 
deatn of their laft king Hardicemute^ the Saxon line was 
again reftored in Edward^ furnamed the Conffffbr, the 
lafl legitimate King of the Saxons* Edward upon his 
death nominated JviUiamf Duke of Normandy, his fac- 
ceffor, who landed at tlie head of a large army of French 
stfid Normans to take poffefllou of his inheritance. At 
the battle of Haftirigs he defeated and flew Harold^ who 
. had afbended the throne, aud thus aflured the crown xo 
liiimfelf arnd his poft^rity. 

jg. Give me now au account of the con^uefl of Je- 
rufafem ? 

A, From the feventh century, that city had been fub- 
jeft to the Mahometans. Pope Urban IL having caufed 
a crufade againff them to be preached in all the kingdoms 
cf Chri{len«Tqin, feveral poMrerful nobles took the crofs, 
and having raifed an afmy of two hundred and fixty thou- 
fand men in France, Gej'hiany, and other countries, in 
the year one thoufand and ninety fix went into PaleiUne, 
where they did not arrive till the yeat one thoufand and 
mtnety nine. The Chriflians took Jerufalem that 
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7ear» and having erected it into a kingdoniy proclaim- 
ed Godfrey tk Bouillon fir ft King of Jerufalem and Palef- 
tine. 

Q. Was Godfrey crowned ? 

j1. He refufed that honor. «. God forbid/* faid he, 
as they approached to put the diadem on his head, 
*• that I Ihould appear crowned with gold in a place 
where Jefus Chrift, my mafter, wore a crown of 
thorns." 



TWELFTH C ENTURT. 

^ How did the reign of the Etbperor Hmry IF^ 
conclude ? 

A. Pope Pafcal IL in the year one thoufand- one 
hundred and two, again excommunicated him, and infti- 
gated his fon, who was afterwards Henry V. to declare 
waj aginft his father, whom he vanquifhed and defpoil- 
ed of the empire in the year one thoufand one hundred 
and fix. 

^ What afterwards became of Henry IV, ? 

A. He died in prifon at Liege the fifty fourth year • 
of his empire, and was fucceeded by his fon Henry V. 
Anno Domini one thoufand one hundred and eight. 

Q. What was the fate of this Emperor ? 

A. He was greatly difquieted by the Popes, and was 
even excommunicated by Pafcal IL At length, having 
accommodated matters with the fe« of. Rome, he died 
without iffue at Utretcht, in the year one tlioufand one 
hundred and twenty five, after a reign of nineteea 
years. 

J^ What remrkable event happened in the empire 
during the reign of Henry V, ^ 

A, Otboy Bifhop of BamBierg, converted the Pomv 
eraniansj who had been tiU then Pagans> to ChriiUan-* 
ity. 

^ Did the Chriftian»> continue in ppfleflion of the 
kingdom of Jerufalem^- 

A. Yes; they retained poiFeflion of it eighty eight 
L2 
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yean* at the end of which k was retaken by Saladin. 
'Godfrey de Bouillon died, Anno Damini one thoufand one 
hundred, and was fucceeded by his brother Baldwin*. 

^ Who reigned at this time in France ? 
. A, Philip L dyings Lewis FI. furnamed Le 6ros% 
fucceeded him in the year one thoufand one hundred and 
eight ; and by his deceafe in one thoufand one hundred 
and thirty feven, left the crown to Le'o/u VIL fHmamed 
the Toung. 

^. Who fucceeded the Emperor. -^-piiry F» ? 
A. Liithdire IL Duke of Saxony, a rehgious and juft 
prince, who reigned from the year one thoufand one hun- 
dred and twenty four to one thoufand one hundred and 
thirty feven. 

Q. To whom did the empire afterwarda fall ? 
A» To Conrad III. Duke of Suabia, the fon of a 
fitter of Henry V. He began to reign Anno Domini 
one thoufand one hundred and thirty nine, and died at 
Bamberg in one thoufand one hundred and fifty twoi in 
the fourteenth year of his leign. 

Q. In what ftate was the Margraviate of Branden- 
burg ? 

A. In the year one thoufand one hundred and forty 
two, it fell under the power of Albert the Bear^ prince of 
Anhalt, who may be confidered as the firft Margrave of 
the Margraviate, which he tranfmitted to his pofterity, 
who retained poffeffion of it till late in the fourteenth 
century. 

^ Give me now fome account of the Kings of Eng- 
land ? 

A. William the Conqueror was fucceeded by. his fon 
Williain IL furnamed Rufus^ who dying without iffue, 
was fucceeded by his brother Henry L whofe only fur- 
viving child, Matilda^ took for her fecqnd hufl>and Geof 
firey rlantagefiety Duke of Anjou. The fruit of this 
marriage was Henry IL who, after the ufurpation of 
Stephen^ which continued 'eighteen years, afcended the 
throne of England one tlioufand one hundred and four. 
H,e married Ekonora^ Duchefs of Guyenne, who h^d been 
diYoriced from her firft huiband. Lews $ig T^nmgt King 
of France. 
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Q^ Who {mee^d^td tlie Empto^r CtnnaJf 
A, Frederic Barharojfa^ his nephew, one of the greiit^. 
eft princes that eYer reignftd in G^rlnany. He^ at welt as 
his predeceflbrs, wai difturbed by the i^dpes, with whom, 
sifter a long war, he was forced to entet into an irkfottve 
treaty, Anao Domini one thou&nd one hundred and IW<^ 
enty feven- One of the conditions of this treaty wm^ 
that he ftonld engage in the crufade. 

Q. And did he carry the war tnjto I^eftic^e ? 
A, Yes ; but on his arrival, in the year one thoQ» 
fand one hundred and eighty ieven, hie learnt that Jerufa- 
lem had been tetaken by the famous ^ahdhh Silltan of 
Egypt* This, however, dSA ii*t prevent hi6 performmf 
many gallant anions in that country, where he corithmed 
tin the year one thou&ad one hundred and niltkety^ ^pi^ioit' 
was l^t of his death* * 

Q. How did he die.' 

A. Being in Silicia during the intenfe heats lof AiiB^ 
mer, he impYudei^y bathed in the rtrtx Cydn^, which 
flows near the city of Tarftt^ and the coldnttis of the 
water took fuch an eSe&. on him, that he was feized with 
a fever, of which he expired in t^ thirty ei^th year of 
his re^. 

Q. Name the Chxiiltan Kings wh^ re^ed in JefuA^ 
lem from the year one tiaeofailrd and ninety nine td one 
thoufand one hundred and eighty fbven i 

A. Godfrey de Bouillon, Baldwin I. Baldwm It.- 
Baldwin III. Almeric Bald^win IV. B^wm V. aftid Cuy 
de Luiignan, during whofe retgndieeity was tadoen by 
SalaJtH^ imce which it has remttniediul^eA<o tbd lifohonih 
etans. ' 

^ Who fucceeded the Emperor Jbm^iiro^)^- 

A. His A>a Henry VL in the year one tbodfind one 
hundred and ninety one. 

^ What is faid of this Emperor ? - ' V 

A-. Authors fpeak of him diffisreittly \ hut ir is SM* 
erally agreed that he was naturally cruel and inhuittsKA. 
He died at Meffiaa iafhe year ^neihoofaiid ooehund^^ 
and ninety nine, and left by bis mfeCon/iaace^ Queen of 
Sicily, a im, who. in Ae (Ml jatlMod tb^ rcmpirey 
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tbough he was not his iminedia,te facceflor, as will ap- 
pear in the fucceeding century. 

Q. Who fucceed^ Henry 11. King of England ? 

Am Richard^ fumam^d Cnur de Lion. This prince, 
returning from Paleftine, was ieized by L^opMy Duke of 
Auftria, who detained him in captivity till one thoufand 
one hufidred and ninety four, when an immenie 'fum was 
paid for his ranfom. His brother and fucceffor Johfif 
furnamed Lackland^ we will mention in the fucceeding 
century, t 

Q, Who reigned in France ? 

Am Lewis the Toung^ who died at Paris in the year 
one thoufand one hundred and eighty, in the forty fourth 
year of his reign. He was fncceeded by his fon Philips 
ivxnscBotd Augufru^ who died in the twelfth century. 

J^ Did no great event take place in this century ? 

Am Yea ; the foundation of the empire of the Tartars 
by Genghyianm ^ n 

. ^ I^ now only remains to fpeak of the Emperors 
rfthe Eaft. Did AUxit Comnenut live late in this cen* 
lury? 

An He died in the year one diouiand one hundred 
andjeighlecn, and was fucceeded by his fon John Comne^ 
nus^ furnamed Cjuio Jean^ a very valiant prince. He di- 
ed> Anno Domini one thoufand one hundred and forty 
three, in the twenty fifth year of his reign, in confequence 
of a woiund he received in hunting. He was fucceeded 
by his fen Manuel Comnenuty an unfortunate- and con-^ 
temptibk prince, who, towards the end of his reign, en- 
tertained the dedgn of embracing and efiabliflnag the 
Mahometan religion in his dominions. 

Q, What was the end of this Emperor ? 

A. He died -a natursd death m the year one thouiand 
one hundred and eighty, and was fucceeded by his fon 
AlextSm This prince, who was only twfelve years of age, 
was married to Agmgy daughter of Lewu the Tow^, v%o 
'swis only eight. 
: .Q. Was the reign of this prince happy ? 

A, No ; Jt continued but three years. Aniremcur 
Cmnemts^ firft coufiatohis father ATnini^/, ieized upon 
the empire, and cruelly^put Akxu to death, at the age of

jL At the end of two yea;rs a general tniurredtiofi of 
the people took place, and he wa$ torn in pieef s by the 
enraged multitude. 

Q. Who reigned after him ? 

/i, A/exit jf^gdus^ who pofleiTed the empire only nme 
yearly being, in one thoufand one hvndred and ninety 
five* dethroned by^ his own brother, Mxit jingeitu^ who 
caufed his eyes to be put oat. 

^ What happened afterwards ? 

ji. Alcxh jingelut feised the imperial dignity, b«t 
troubles foon after followed, which occafioaed the rain 
of the enapireof Conftantinople, as will be feen in the 
fucceeding century.

Q. In what Aatt was the empire of Germany at the 
beginotnff of this century ? 

•^. Upon the death of Heary FL the candidates for 
the empire w^r« Finl^ the {aa of Frederic/^ Bar^ra^ 
and brother of tfmry VL and Otbo^ Dijike of Saxony. 

^ Which was preferred ? 

A, F^ilipy who had l&e ftrongeft AArc^ made war up* 
QuOtioi but an agreement was at length made, that af* 
ter the death of /*/&//«/, the empire (hould devole lo 0^, 
^ho, till that period, Ihould neither aiTume the title, nor 
exercife the fundions of £mperor. 

^ Did Pbiiif live ioii^ after this ? 

A. He was killed. Anno Domini one dioufand two 
hundred and eieht, at Bamberg, through the treachery 
of one Otbg df ^keljbnch ; upon which OAof Duke of SaX^ 
oay ' took poffeffion of the empire. 

$• Did any important erent takt place in Ae. reig^ 
ofO/Ap? 
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A* Ih the year oAe thoufind two hundred and fif- 
teen Pope Innottnt III, held at Rome a council, in which, 
by order of that PontiflF, Tranfubftantiation was ranked 
among the articles of the church of Rome's faith. This 
was called the Council of Lateran. 

j^ Was this the only wound the church received ? 

A» It received another very pernicious in the eftab- 
' lifhment of two orders of mendicant friars, which filled 
the world with errors and fuperftitions. Thefe were the 
Cotdelters and pomirticans ; the firft founded by Francis 
lyAfftfe^ and the fecond by Dominic, a Spanifh Preben- 
dary. 

Q. Was the reign of Oiho IV » profperous ? 

A, By no means. Having declared war againft the 
French, he was defeated at Bovincs by Fhilip Augufiuj^ 
King of France, Anno Domini one thoufand two hun- 
dred and fourteen, and died of grief, univerfally abandon- 
ed, Anno Domini one thoufand two hundred and fixteen. 

g. In what ftate were aflPairs at Conftantinople ? 

A, ^ Altxis Angelus having ufurped the empire, one of 
his nephews, named alfo AJexisj took refuge with the 
Emperor Philips vfho had married one of his fillers, the 
daughter of Ifaac Comnenu*. 

g. What was the cdnfequence of this ? 

A' Philips not being in a condition to affift hini» rec- 
ommended him to the Venetians and French, who had at 
this time undertaken a crufade to the Holy Land. 

Q. Did thefe crufaders efie^ any thing in favour of 
Ahxii ? 

A. Having pafled the fea, they topk Conftantinople 
in the year dne thoufand two hundred and tliree, and hav- 
ing driven out Alexis Comnenusy reeftablifhed Ifaac Angelus 
and Alexis his fon upon the throne. 

Q. Did they maintain pofleiSon of it ? 

A. No ; a quarrel happening between the father and 
fon, one Alexis Murfuffle^ after naving murdered them^ 
fei^ed upon the empire. This attempt recalled the cru- 
faders, who put Murfitffle to death, and pillaged Conftan- 
tinople, where they ele^ed Baldwinf Count of Flanders^ 
ene cf the chiefs of theii" expedition, Emperor. This 
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happened Anno Domini one thonfand two hundred and 
four. 

^ What other great events occurred at the begin- 
ning of this century ? 

-^. The inroad cf the Tartars, fubjeds of Gengbi/ioH^ 
in Europe, wliere after having fubdued almoft all Ada, 
they in a fhort time conquered Rufia, Hungary, Stkiia, 
and divers other countries. Nothing ever equalled the 
rapidity of their conqueds, which were only put an end 
to in Europe by the death of Genght(kan\ This happen^ 
ed Anno Domini one thoufand two hundred and twenty 
fix. 

^ Who reigned in France at this time ? 

A. PbiRp Augufiuti who died In the year one thou- 
fand two hundred and eighteen. He was fucceeded by 
his fon Lewis VIIL who died Anno Domini one thou- 
fand twd hundred and twenty fix. Lews IX. otherwife 
called ^/. Levns^ afcended the throne of his father the 
fame year, at the early age of twelve. 

j^ Who fucceeded the Emperor Otho IF. f 

A. Frederick II. the fon of Henry VI and Conjlance^ 
Queen of Sicily. He was a prince of fmgular merit,., 
though his reign was by no means profperous. It Was in i 
his time that Italy was divided into two fadions, that of 
the Guelfes and G'ibehns : the former efpoufed the caufe 
of the Popes, and the latter that of the Emperors. 

Q. What was the eild of Freder'uk //. ? 

A, After a life replete with troubles and vexations, 
he died in Apulia, Anno Domini one thoufand two hun- 
dred and fixty, at the age of fifty feven, in the thirty 
third year of his reign. 

(2 Who fucceeded him ? 

A. C'Jnrad IF. his fon, who was poifoned in the year 
one thoufand two hundred. and fifty four by Manfred, or 
Matnfrou his natural brother. 
. Q. Was there no other Emperor after this ? 

A, William II Count of Holland, had been eleded 
upon the death of Frederick IL but he bore the title on- 
ly till one thouiand two hundred and fifty fix, being kill- 
ed in an engagement with the Frifi. ■, 

Q. What became of the empire afterwards f , 
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A. It was rent hj internal dhrifionsy and a fort of io- 
terregnum enfued. • One party offered the imperial dig- 
nity to jiipborfo^ King of Caitile, who accepted, but did 
not come into Germany to take poMeflion of it: the 
otiKr ^e^d Riehanf^ Thike of ComwaB, the brothgr of 
Hinrf II L King of England, who came to Aii, where 
he w» crowned ; but not having addrefs to preferve the 
fideadihip <if die princes of the empire, he was held In no 
coniideratioa. He died Anno Domini one dioufand two 
hondi«d and feventy one. 

Jgj What became of the fucceflbrs of the Emperor 
Fredtrickll ? 

A* Mcunfroit his natural brother, reigned in Naples 
and Siciiy in the year one thoufand two hundred and fxn- 
ty one ; bat Pope Urhan IF. given thefe kingdoms to 
ChaHei rf Anjou, brother of Lewis IX. King of France, 
that prince pafled into Italy, gave battle to Mamfrmx 
whom he vanqniftied, and became fole pofleffbr of the two 
kingdoms Mainfroi perifhed in ^e aftion. 

Q. Had not Charles of Anjou other wars to fuflain ? 

A. ConrMKn^ fon of Conrad IV. came into Italy w hh 
aa army to conteft «<rith Charles the poffeffion of his pa- 
tem^ inheritance. He was defeated in an engagement 
that took place betwen them, and put to flight, but be- 
ing iittercepted on his way, Charlesy with favage barbari- 
ty, caufed his head to be ftruck of by the public execu- 
tioner, Anno Domini one thoufand two hundred andiii- 
tyfix. 

^ Who inftigated htm to this cruel aiftion ? 

A. Pope Clement IF. Urhan^s fucceflbr, who under* 
ftanding that Conrad'm had fallen into the hands of 
Charlei of Anjou, wrote to him thus : " The life of Con- 
radm is the death of Charles^ and the death of Conra- 
dm is the life oi Charles,*' 

O. Was Lewis IX. King of France, ftill alive ? 

j?. Yes ; he lived till the year one thoufand two hun- 
dred and feventy, when he died at Tunis, whither he had 
marched with aa army upon a crufade againft the Mahoxn- 
etanfi. He had undertaken a former expedition, in which 
he was made prifoner, and obliged to purchafe his free- 
dom at an immenfe ranfom.

liiflorians have univerfally fpokcn in commencfatioa. 

Q. What were his principal exploits ? 
^. He defeated Ouoacre King of Bohemia, who - . 
was flain in the battle, which he gave Rodolphusi^oSi^&oxi of 
all Auftria, 

Q, Who reigned in France ? 

ji, Philip the Hardy y who had fucCeeded his father 
Letvis IX. in one thpulknd two hundred and feventy. 
He died at Perpignan in the year one thoufand two hun- 
dred and eighty five,. and was fucceeded by his fori Philif 
the Fair. 

^ What Kings reigned at this timem England ? 

ji. Mn^ furnamed- Lackland^ who loft Normandy in 
the year one thoufand two hundred and four. He was 
fucceeded by his fon Henry J I J. at whofe death Edward 
/. afcended the throne. 

g. In what year ('id the Emperor /Jo^o^iw/ die? 

ji. In one thoufand two hundi;ed and ninety one^ and 
was fucceeded by Adolphus^ Count of Naflau. 

Q. Did Adolphm remain in peaceable poiTeffion of the 
empire ? 

A* No ; having rendered himfelf univerfally detefted 
by his cruelty, AWert^ Duke of Auftria, fon of Rodol- 
fhusy declared war againft him, and he periftied In an en- 
gagement that took place hear the city of Worms, An- 
no Domini diie, thoufand two hun<ired and ninety eight. 
AlBert afcended the throne in his ftead, 
M 
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g. Did the Tartars Hill render themfelves formick* 
ble? 

A, They^coRtinued their progrefs in Afia, where they 
became very powerful. Jn the year one thoufand two 
hundred and fifty eight they even conquered the empire 
of China. Hauiacon Kan^^ grandfori of GenghyiaUy ren- 
dered himfelfmafter of Bagdad, a city on the Tigris, 
which the Caliphs made the place of their refidence. He 
put to death Moufinfim j5i//fl/^, the laft of this race, 

g. Who reigned at this time in Conftantinople ? 

- « . That city having, as already obferved, been taken 
hy the crufaders, Bald<win^ Count of Flatiders, reigned 
there, and bore the title of Emperbr of the Eatl ; but 
the fecond year of his reign he was vanquiOied and made 
prifoner by Johny King of Bulgafia, who put hitti to 
death. Hi« fon Henry fucceeded him in the year one 
thoufand two hundred and fix, and reigned ten yearf. 
He wa» fucceeded by Peter of Auxeire, who had mar- 
ried his fifter. His fon Robert next afcended the throne, 
and after him Baldtvinj the brother of Robert^ under 
whofe reign, in the year one thoufand two hundred and 
fixty one, the Greeks, cotpmanded by Michael PaUah^ 
£us, whom they had ele^^^d Emperor, retook Conftanti- 
nople. 

J^. , Did Michael PaUologus^tQtaAxC pofTeffion of it \ 

A, Yes; he reigned till the year one thoufand tWo 
hundred and eighty two, and was fucceeded by his fori 
Andronicus PaUologut^ who died in the fourteenth cen- 
tury. 

j^ In what ftate were the affairs of Charkt of Anjou^ 
KinK of Naples and ofScicily? 

A» He kept pofleiHon of tlie kingdom of Naples ; 
but Scicily Wys feized by Peter ^ King of Arragon, who 
had married Confiance^ the daughter of Mainfroty natural 
fon of Frederick Hs 

^ How did this happen ? . 

A, The King of Arragon gained over to his party 
one John Prochyta^ a Sicilian, who fecretly incited all Si- 
cily to revolt, and murder the French w*ho were in the 
ifland, without diftin^ion of age or fex. This happened 
on £after Sunday, in the year one thoufand two hundred 
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and eighty twa As the firfl bell for vefpers wii.9 t^e- 
fignal of execution throughout the ifland, this maflacre Ls. 
called ne Sicilian Vefpsrs. 

Q. Is the ciiy of Amllerdam mentioned in this cen- 
tury \ 

A^ Ye& ; in one thouf.irid two hundred and feventy 
five. Florent F. Count of Holland, exempted it from all 
toll, as an iJemniiicatlon for feveral loiFes which it had fuf- 
tained from the Hollanders. 

12 Was not the fir ft race of the Counts of Holland 
€xtin<a a fhoVt time after ? 

A, In one thoufand two hundred and ninety nine, by 
the deati; f JcJm L the Houfe or Hainault fucceeded, 
andfiirnifhed f:»ur 0)unts ; John J L IFilifm JIL Wft- 
liam IF, and Margaret, 
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g. What remarkable event happened in thi« century 
under the reign oi Albert of Auftria ^ 

A, The revolt of the xSwifa againft this Emperor, 
their fovereign. The cantons, of Uri, Schwit;t, and Un- 
derwalden, were the f^ril- which in one thoufand three hun- 
dred and three threw off the yoke, and took up arms. 

^ Who were the chiefs of this confpiracy ? 

A, Yhree individuals ; Walther Furft^ of Uri, Werner 
ie Staujfach, of Schwitx, and Arnold de Melchthali of Unr 
derwalden, who had the fble condu^ of this revolution. 
The fir ft vi<5lory, which they gained at Morgate, in the 
canton of Schwitz, gave to their country tlie name of 
Switzerland whleh it ftill bears. . 

^ What were the motives of their revolt ? 

A^ The tyrannical, government of the imperial bail- 
iffs, which became infupportable to the three cantons, 
/rhefe tyrants committed the inhabitants to prifon for the 
raoft trifling offence, exa<fi^ed withovit mercy the tribute 
due to the Emperor, and were deaf to the complaints of 
the people. The bailiff Gri^/Zrr went fo far as to place a 
hat upon a pole at Altorf, and exad the fame honors to 
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be paid to it as to his own perfon. IVilliam Tell vr^s the 
fir ft who refufed to yield the prefcribed honors to thehat,^ 
and was condemned to ihoot an apple ofF the head of his 
only fon. He had the good luck to hit the apple with- 
out killing h>s fon. The bailiff, feeing another ^Urow 
under Tell's cloke,. afked what that was for. *' To have 
fhot you to the heart," fAdTell, •* if I had killed myfoa.*' 
Upon this the people took up arms. 

Q. Did u4lberi rtign long ? 

-^. He reigned till one thoufand three hundred and 
eight. This year, which was the tenth of his reign, he 
was killed by Mn of Auftrja, his nephew, the fon of his 
own brother. 

^ Who fucceeded him ?^ 

^. Henry o{ Luxembourg, a wife and' magnantmous 
prince, mentioned in hiftory under, the name of Henry 
VIL He was crowned at Rome in the year one thoa- 
fand three hundred and twelve. As he was preparing to 
fet out for Nnple^, in order to make wax on Robert of 
Anjou, the fon of Charh: II. he was poifoned by a Domin- 
ican monk in the bread of the Eucharift, and died near Si- 
enne, in the year one thoufand three hundred and thirteen. 

6' Who was his fucceflbr ?: 

A.. Lewis y Duke o£ Bavariay of whom we* will fpeak 
hereafter. 

^ In what ftate was the church ? 

An The Popes lal^oured only to increafe their author- 
ity, and to corrupt the pure doftrine& of religion. Boni^ 
faee VIII. who was a deleft able charadter. eftablifhed the 
j ubilee in the year one thoufand three himdred. 

^ What were the other a<aions of this Pope ? 

A\ Under falfe pretences fuggefted by his ambition^ 
he excomntUnicated PhtUp the Fair ; but that prince fent 
troops into Italy, and took him prifoner at Anania, fiom 
whence he was condu<$ted to Rome, where he died of 
rage and dcfpair. The hiftorians of that time fay, that 
" Boniface entered upon the pontificate like a fox, that he 
reigned like lion, and that he died like a dog *' His 
death happened in the year one thoufand three hundred 
and three, 

O.. What e.vents followed f. 
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yf. JSen^SM XI* facoeeded him, and d«clared[ \h& ex« 
comaiunication of Philip the Fair uaii, 

Q. What othei* memorable adions did this Pope pef . 
form ? 

^. He ^bolillied the Templars, an order of knight- 
hood which had been ellablifhed in the twelfth century, 
for the purpofe of making war upon tlie Infidels. 

•J^ How was thi^ effedled ? 

: A' The Knights Templars being extremely rich, and 
po>fleffing feveral convents in different parts of Europe, 
Pope Ciemeai V, who had fucceeded BeneJid XII, enter- 
ed into an agreement widi the King of France to deilroy 
thems ^n order to Ihare their poiFefliqns. To this end, a- 
trocious accufations were produced againft them, their 
Gr^nd Matter, and the principal men of their order, who 
yret^ all peifons of rank, were burnt alive, and all their 
foundiEicions in Europe utterly abolifhed. 

Q. Who iucc^eded Philip the Fair ? 

ji. His fon, Lewis Huiin, who reigned Only flxteen 
moiuhs, and was, in one thoufand three hundred and fix- 
leeti, fucceeded by his brother Philip the Long, Upon 
his death, in one thoufand three hundred and twenty two, 
Charks the Fair^ his brother, afcended the throne, and 
reigned tiU the year one tJiouiiind tliree hundred and tvve^- 
ty eight, wheti he died wkhcut iifue. 

g. Who reigned in France after thefe princes ? 

A Phdlp ik Viiixiis^ fon of Charles de Valois^ the broth- 
er Q^ Philip the Fair, This fucceifion caufed long and" 
fangnlnary wars in France. 

^ Howfo? 

A. Edward IlL King of England, who was the fon 
of Ifahelkf d^^ughter of Philip the Fairy laid claim to the 
crown of France. Th« French oppofed to his preten- 
fiofis the Salic law, which excludse females from the gov- 
ernment ; but*. Edward not admitting this obje<5lion, af- 
fumed the title of King of France, which his fuccelTors 
have retained, and commenced a war, in which France 
had greatly the difadvantage.

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Q, Did any thing memorable occur in the reign of 
tliis princefs ? . 

^. She granted to the country and cities certain 
privileges, known by the name of the Great Char/rr, 
which was figned the fourteenth of March, one thoiifand 
four hundred and feventy feven, and which, among oth- 
ers, contained thefe articles : '* That Mary fhould not 
marry without the consent of the ftates ; that employ- 
ments would be giyen only to the natives of the coun- 
try ; that lawfdits, the judgment of whichi belonged to 
the tribunals of the cities, fhould not be carried into a 
court of juftice at the Hague, but by way of appeal ; 
that the inhabitants fhould not be fummoned to judg- 
ment out of the country ; that the iruigiftrates fhould 
be reeftablilhed upon the ancient footing, &c. ; that the 
cities Ihould not be obliged to fign any petition to which 
they had not given their confent ; that they Ihould not 
be bound by any law or ordinance contrary to the privi- 
leges of the cities.'* It is from this time what is called 
the liberties and privileges of the Low Countries may be 
dated. 

^ To whom was this princefs married ? 

jf. To Maxtmifian, Duke of Auftria ; fhe died iq 
the year one thoufand four hundred and eighty two. 
Her only fon Philip it fucceeded to the throne, by 
which the fovereignty of thefe provinces paiTed to the 
houfe of Auftria. 

Q. Was the Emperor Sigiftnond ftill alive ? 

^. No ; he died towards the end of the year one 
thoufslnd four hundred and thirty feven, at the age of 
feventy. His reign was diftur bed by the wars of the 
Htiffites, who, headed by John Ztfca^^ Boheami an gen- 
tleman, feveral times defeated the imperial armies, and 
ftruck terror into all the neighbouring ftates/' Zifca died 
in one thoufand four hundred and, twenty four, but his 
party vigoroufly maintained the war after his death. 

J^. Who attained the imperial dignity after the death 
of Sigtfmond> 

A, Albert of Auftria was invef^e4 wi^ it. He was I 
a very valiant prince, but* died the fecond year of bis 
reign^ in the month of November, one thoufand four 
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hurtdreld and thirty nine. His fucceflbr was Frederick^ the 
fon of Erneft.Dukeof Auftriai who reigned till t^e year 
one thou&nd four hundred and ninety three. 

^ Who reigned at thii tinife in France ? 

A. Charles VL who ha.ving afccnded the 'throiie in 
one thoufand tliree hiUidfed and eighty, died in one thou- 
farid four hundred and twenty two, in die forty fecond 
year of his rei^n. This Prince, whofe underftanding 
was deranged, U'as alrhofl conftiantly under tlie tutelage 
of his idiclesi Jjhn^ Duke of Berry, and PM'tpi Dufee 
of Burgundy, wlio ^bu fed their authority, and reduced 
the kingdom of France to the greatelV extremities. HbU" 
ry of Lancafter, King of England, profitting by thefe 
diforders, and ftipported by the Duke of Bbrgnndy, 
made himfelf mafter of almoft the whole kingdom of - 
France. 

Q. Did thia happen during the life of Charles VL ? 

A'. Henry F. landed' an army in France, in ihh year 
one thoufand four hundred and' fifteen, and married Cath' 
arine^ the daughter of Qhatlts VL in one thoufand four 
hundred and eighteen, boldly carrying his views to the 
crown of France, in exclufion of the legitimate heir 
Charks VIL Death, however, difappointed his hopes, 
for he expired in ofle thoufand four hundred and twenty 
tWo, the fame year as hi% father in law. 

Q. What was the iifue of thefe troubles ? 

A. Charles VL being dead, the partifans of Charlet 
VIL proclaimed him King of France ; but t'le Engliik 
and Burgundian party, which was the moft powerful, 
proclaimed Henry VL the f<m of Henry V, who was then 
an infant. The EngUfh ever vidlorious, had reduced 
Charhs VIL ro the laft extremities, when a fimple coun- 
try girl, called Joan of Arc^ but more generally the Maid 
of Orleans y offered her fervices to Cfm'det^ and by her he- 
roic exploits entirely changed the face of affairs. 

Q What was the end of this heroine ? 

A, The Ertglilh having made her pfifoner in an en- 
gagement, caufelher to be buniei alive for a witch, in 
the ya*r one thouflind four hundred and thirty one. 
From this time their affairs in France took a different 
turn, [noae Ihjmani foiir hunUred an'i mirtry one they 

N 
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loft General Talbot ^ an officer e^qually illuftrious for bis 
valour and his virtues, and were driven out of Normandy 
and Guienne ; . infoinuch» that of all their poileffions in 
France they retained only Calais, which they preferred 
till late in the fixteenth century. 

J^ In what year did Charles VIL die ? 

j1 He died in one thoufand four hundred and (Ixty 
one, and was fucceeded by his fon Lew'u XL 

^ Let us now return to the Margraviate of Bran- 
dcnbiu-g. What have you to fay of the Elector Freder' 
ick II. ? 

j1. This Prince was bom at Tangermunde, in the 
year one thoufand four hundred and thirteen. He was 
firft only the Eledoral prince, but the Emperor Sigifmondf 
in the year one thoufand four hundred and thirty two, 
made him Prote^or of the council of Bafle, though he 
was only twenty two yeai« of age. In one thoufand 
four hundred and forty one, he married Catharine, the 
daughter oiFrederickt EleAor of Saxony. 

^ Did not this prince give fonr.e remarkable inftan- 
ces of his grcatnefs of foul ? 

ji, . Yes, on feveral occaiions ; but that which merits 
particular attention is his refufaU from a principle of 
equity, of twp crowns ; that of Poland, which was offer- 
ed to him, and that of Bohemia, of which the Pope would 
have defpoiled George Podiehradt becaufe he favoured the 
party of the Huflites. 

J^ Did not Frederick fignalizc himfelf alfo in 
war? 

ji. He defeated the Poles and Pruffians, who had be- 
fieged the city of Frankfort, on the Oder. Getrge Po- 
diehradf and Lewis f Duke of Bavaria, attempted to take 
pofFeffion of Lower Lufatia, but he made a vigorous re- 
nftance. This w^r concluded in one thoufand four hun- 
dred and fixty two, by an agreement, which confirmed to 
the EleiEtor the poffeffion of Cothus, Peitz, Teupitz and 
Berenwald : the reft of Lufatia was ceded to George Po- 
dielrad' 

^, Were thefe all the wars that the Eledor Frederici 
had to fuftain ? 

jd. He made war in Poroerania, in order to fupport 
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hU pretenlion9 to that Dutchy, which upon the death of 
Otbo in he claimed in virtue of a treaty, to which 
nothing could be objedbed ; but although his right was 
inconteftable, he confented to an accommodation, by the 
mediation of Capmiry King of Poland. - 

Q In what year did he die ? , 

y?. In one thoufand four hundred and feventy one, 
the tenth of February. As he had no male children, he 
ceded the EleAorate to his brother Albert, a year before 
his death. Thii ceffion was made with the confent of 
the Emperor. 

Q. Did Henry VL reign peaceably in England ? 

A. No ; his feign was long, but far from being hap- 
py. Edward, Earl of March, the fon of Richard, Duke 
of York, revolted and having tanquiihed him in battle, 
and put him to death, afcended the throne. Henry VL 
had reigned thirty nine years and fix months. 

Q. How long did tlie reign of Edward continue ? 

A. It continued twenty three years, and ended by 
his death, in one thousand four hundred and thirty eight. 
Soon after, his brother Richard, Duke of Gloucefier, 
caufed the two young Princes, Edward's fons, to be mut« 
dered) and afcended the throne. The third year of his 
reign, Henry, Duke of Richmond, the fon of John^ 
\>roxher o{ Henry of Lancqfier, declared war againft him, 
vanquifhed, and flew him in battle. 

Q. Did he reign in his flead > 

Jf. Yes ; and his reign proved very beneficiajl^o Eng^ 
land. He married Elixabetbt the daughter of Edward 
IV. and by this marriage united the Houfes of York and 
Lancafter, the difputes of which had occafioned all tlie 
troubles in this Centufy. 

J^. Did LouU XL King of France, reign long ? 

A* He reigned from the year one thoufand four hun- 
dred and fixty one to one thoufand four hundred and 
eighty three. He was a cruel, fufpicious, and perfidi- 
ous Prince, who neither loved nor Was beloved by any 
one. ,^ 

Q. Who fucceeded him ? ^ "" 

/i, Charkt VIIL fon, his who by his marriage with 
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^/f©, DiKhefs of Br£tagne, united that cxtenfive prov- 
ince to the kingdom of France. 

^ Did Charla Fllh cffeft any thing memorable 
during his reign \ 

A. In one thoufand four hundred and ninety four he 
entered Italy vith an army, and made himfelf malfer of 
the kingdom of Naples, which, however,. he was unable 
to preferve : the Venetians, the Emperor, the J^ing of 
Spain, and Pope Altxcnd-r Vi. one of thenioft vicious 
charadltrs cf the age, uniting their forces againil him, 
they blocked up' the paffes in his return to France ; but 
he furmounted every obliacle, and reentered his territoricb 
in triumph 

^ Did he live long after ? 

A^ No ; he (^ied at Amboife, in Touraine, Anno 
Domini one thoufand fcnvr hundred and ninety eight, in 
the fifteenth year of his reign. Z^4*«;ij, Duke of Orleans, 
who married Ann of Bretagne, his widaw, fucceeded'him. 
His reign belongs to the fixteenth Century. 

g. Let us now return to the afiairs of the <Eaib. In 
what d^te were they at this time.? 

A, The power of the Turks became more and more 
formidable. After the death of Baja%tty his fon S^/zman 
fucceeded him ; then followed Mahomet I, ^^hodied An- 
no Doniini ODi? thousand four hundred and twenty one* 
Amurati JL his fon, who in one thoufand four hundred 
and fifty one waa fucceeded by his fon, Mahomet //.by 
whom the city of Cbnftantinople was taken, 

^ Who wei'e the laft Emperors of Conftantinople ? 

A' Manuel PeUologus died in one thoufand four 
hundred and nineteen. His fon J-ohtiy who reigned 
twenty three years, next afcmded the throne, and was, 
in one thoufand four hundred and forty five, fucceeded 
by Ctmfiofitine VHL in whofe reign Conftantinople was 
taken by Mahmnet IJ Anno Domini one thousand four 
hundred and fifty three. Confiantirte preferred dying, 
fword in hand, to furrendering to the Turksi 

Q. Did Mahomet IL long enjoy the fruit of his vic- 
tories ? 

A. Yes ; he lived till ^^ year vone thoufand four 
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hundred and eighty one, when his {ow Bajazet afcended 
the throne. He died in the (ixteenth century, 

^ Did Merty Ele^or of Brandenburg, reign 
long? 

A. From the year one ihoufand four hundred and 
feventy one to one tboufand four hundred and feventy 
fix. 

Q. By whsit fumame is Albert known in hiftory ? 

jiI, By that o£ Aehiliesy which is given him on accpunt 
of his valour. 

j2. I'n what wars was he engaged ? 

A. He commanded the auxiliary troops of the Em- 
peror Albert^ of Aiiftria^ who had declared war again [| 
the Poles. He alfo fought fuccefsfully againlt the Ba- 
varians ; but the war in which he more particularly dif- 
tinguiihed himfelf, was that againft the city of Nurem- 
berg, the inhabitants of which had burned the town of 
Winfbach, which belonged to him. 

j2« Was it of long continuance ? 

A, It continued two years, in tKe coqrfe of which 
nine diflferent engagements took place. Eight of thefe 
were in favour of Alhertj who was ieen in every part of 
the battle, and peVformed feveral heroic adions. 

Q. Had he other wars to fuftain .^ 

Al, He fuflained one againft the Pomeranians in fup* 
port of his claim to the Duchy of Stettin. This war 
ended by an accommodation, in one thoufand four hun* 
dred and feventy one. New and unforefeen differences, 
however, occuring, Bogtfias, Duke -of Pomerania, mar- 
ried Margarets d^xxghlcv o£ Frederick J I. and agreed that 
in cafe the Dukes of Pomerania died without male iffue, 
the province (hould belong to the Elector Albert^ or to his 
defcendants. 

J^ Did Albert appear again in the fidd of battle J» 

A> He had the chief command of the armies oi the 
Emperor Frederick III. againft Charici^ Duke of Burgun- 
dy, who had befieged the city of Neuftadt, in the Ele^o- 
rate of Cologne. 

j^ Where did he die ? 

A: At Frankfort on the Main, when he WftSi at tlie • 
Diet, where Maximilian /. was eleded Emperor, 
N2 
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^ Who was his fuccelfor? 

y^. His fon John, furnamed Cir^ro, on account of his 
eloquence. He was bom in the year one thou fan d four 
himdred and fifty five. His mother, a Princefs of the 
houfe of Baden, was called Margaret. 

g. Did this Eledor fignalize himfelf only by his elo- 
quence ? 

/f He made war upon John, Duke of Sajan, who 
rcfufed to cede to Barbara, the Eledloi's fifter, the 
Duchy of Croffen, which had been bequeathed to her by 
her huiband, Henry, Duke of Glowgow and CroiTen. 
After a conteft of fix years, this duchy was ceded to ^ the 
Princefs, and has remained fince that time fubjed to the 
Electors of Brandenburg. 

Q^. Did this i rince reign long ? 

A^ He reigned thirteen years, and died Anno Dom- 
int one thoufand four hundred and ninety nine, at the age 
of forty four. His extreme corpulency incommoded 
kim greatly. He employed various remidies to diminifb 
tlie weight of his body, but without fucceis. 
^ Who fucceeded him ? 

ji. Joachim /. his fon, of whom we will fpeak in the 
iucceeding century^ 

Q. It now cnly remains to fay fbmething of the Em- 
perors of Germany. Did Frederick III. reign lofig ? 

A. He died the fifty third year of his reign, in the 
year one thouiand four hundred and ninety thre%> and was 
fucceeded by his fon Maxhmilan /. 

Q. What remarkable events relate to the fifteenth 
century ? 

A, Printing was invented about the year one thou* 
fand four hundred and forty, at Mayence, by John Got' 
tenbcrg and Schuffer* America was difcoved in the year 
one thoufand four hundred and ninety two, by Chrtftopber 
Columbus, a Genoefe. This difcovery was made under 
the aufpices of Ferdinand and Ifahella, who then reigned 
in Spain, and who, two years after, in one thoufand four 
hundred and ninety four, took from the Moors the city of 
Grenada, the only one that the Mahometans then poffef- 
fed in Spain. 
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SIXTEENTH CENTU RY. 

g. How were the Netherlands governed at the be- . 
ginning of this century ? 

A. By the Connts of HoUandi of the houfe of Auf- 
tria ; Phinp IL Charles IL and Philip III. ^ 

^ What happened remarkable under the reign of 
PhUlpIL ? 

A, Under his reign the fadtions known by the names 
of Hoekftbe and of Cabbeljaivfche^ ceaied, after having, 
for near a hundred and fifty years, contended for chime- 
ras, ruined their country, and unmercifully (hed the blood 
of their fellow citizens. The Hoekfche was at length 
worfted, and entirely difperfed, after a naval combat near 
Bronwerfliaven ; the remnant of ihe fugitives, however, 
ftill in North Holland fupported the fedition of the low* 
er clafs. Phtltp IL died the twenty fifth of September, 
one thoufand five hundred and fix. 

J^ Who fucceeded him ? 

A. His eldeft fon, Charles IL known by the titles of 
Charles /. King of Spain, and Charles V. Emperor of 
Rome. 

^ By what means did he render himfelf odious in 
the Netherlands \ 

A By eftablifhing the Inquifirion, and by the edidlf 
which he iffued againft the dodhine of the reformers, 
which was at that time called herefy. We fhall prefent- 
ly fpeak of hi^ refignation of the kingdom of Spain and 
of his death. 
- Q. Who afcended the throne aftec him ? 

A. PAi/^, the third of t Vat name of the Counts of 

Holland, and the fecond of the Kings of Spain. It was 

in his reign that the revolutions and wars legan, which 

ended in the eflablifhment of the republic of the United 

' Provinces, which viU be fpoken of hereafter. 

Q* In what ftate was the republic of Venice \ 

A. It had rifen to a high degree of power by its in- 
duftry and the commerce.it carried on in Europe- alone. - 
Its ftrength was fo much incieafed, as to excite tl.e jeal- 
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©ufy of its neighbours, and of a great part of Eu- 
rope.* 

Q. How long did the Emperor Maximilian reign ? 

ji. Twenty five years and five months. He died in 
one thoufand five hundred and nineteeuj in his flxteit|i 
y£»r. 

Q. Who fuccceded him ? 

^, His.graindfon Charles V. King of Spain, as alrea- 
dy obferved. 
^ g. How. was he hisgrandibn? 

A, Maximilian had, in one thoufand four hundred 
and fevLenty feven, married Mary^ daughter and heirefs of 
the laA Duke of Burgundy, of the houfe of France. He 
had a fon called Philips who married Jane^ the daughter 
of: Ferdinandy King of Arragouj and of Jfahellay Qiieen 
of Caftile and X-eon : from this marriage fpruhg Charles V, 
^. Didnothing remarkable happen, in Germany un- 
der die reign of thefe Emperors ? 

ji. No event can be mentioned' more celebrated than 
ih^ Reformation, begun by Martin Ltuhery who couragc- 
oufly oppofed the abufe of the church of Rome, and par- 
ticularly that of Indvlgenciesy which Leo X caufed to be 
publicly fold throughout the cities of Europe,, and efpe- 
cially in p^rmany. ' 

Q. What have you to fay of Joachim L EleAor of 
Brandenburg. 

A. He was a virtuous and learned prince, who in tjie 
yoar one.thouiand ^^o. hundred and fix, founded the fe- 
mpus Univecfity at Frankfort on the Oder. He mairi- 
ed Mli%ahcthy the only daughter of Mn^ King of Deu- 
inark> 

^ Did he in any refpedl contribute to the aggran- 
dizement of his ftates ? 

A. He acquired the Earldom of Ruppin, which de- 
volved to the Margraviate by the death of Wkhman^ 
Count of Lindau, the former pofleflbr. 

^ Did Joachim L live long I 
, A He lived fifty one years, and died the eleventh of 

* Venice with its territories was feized by tlie French, and deliv- 
ered up to the houfe of A uflria, by the treaty of Campo Formio, 
one. thou&nd fevect hundred' and niaety £ic. 
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July, one thoufand five hundred and thirty 4^e : he w^s 
always ftrongly attached to the Pope*s party. 

Q. Who reiffne^ at this time in Fmnce ? 

^. Lewis XII who died Anno Domini ofle thoufand 
five hundred and fifteen, leaving only two daughters. 
He was fucceeded by Frnncis de Fa/oisn Count of iingou- 
leme, better known by the n^mi o{ Jl^rancls L He had mar- 
ried Claude^ rhe eldeft daughter o{ Lewis XII ^ndo£ y^un 
of Bretagoe ; the ^ther daughter was married to the 
Duke of'Ferrara in Italy. This princefs died at Montar- 
gis,.profe(Eng the proteftant faith. 

Q. Was the reign,of Franfis L profperous ? 

j1. He had been competitor with Charles V, for the 
empir^, and almoft the whole of his reign was a feries of 
wars againft that Emperor In one thoufand five hun- 
dred and twenty five, he was defeated at Pavia by the 
imperial army, and carried prifoner to Madrid, where he 
was kept till he entered into an engagement to pay^ 
large fum of money for his ranfoin. 

^ ^uccefs then attended the arms of (7i6<atr/a ^-^ 

A. His grekt power rendered him formidable to ^1 
Europe. In one thoufand fiv^ hundred and twenty fev- 
en his ^rpops^took and.facked the city of Rom^i vrfiere 
they attackedlhe caftle of St, Angelo, and maintained a 
lonp fiege againft Pope CJer^eni VIL of tlie hou^e of 
Medicii,^ who had retired thither, and was .at l,epg.tti 
obliged to accept veij hard conditions, and to fubmjt to 
the 'Emperor. 

Q. Did the Reformation of the church make any 
great progrefs ? 

A. Notwithftanding the^erfecutions of the Emppror, 
the Pope, and the King of France, it continued to fpread. 
It jvas introduced into 'Brandenburg hy the Elector Joa^ 
chm IL and in England many perfons fecretly embraced 
it. 

J?. Who rjeigned in England ? ^ 

A. Henry VlII who i^ one thoufand fi-ve hundred 
apd nine'fiicceeded his father Henry VIL who died at th^e 
gge of fifty two, after a reign of twenty four years, 
• ^ 'Whatwas\hechaVa<aerof^^/igr r///. .^ 

A, He cannot be ptherwife than ranked among the? 
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worft of princes : his memory is difgraced by bi< volup- 
tuoufnefs, his divorces, and his cruelty. With no other 
view than to eflFeft his purpofe of divorcing Catharine^ 
aunt to the Emperor Charles V, and of marrying Anne 
Bulleny he declared himfelf head of the church of Eng- 
land, and renounced all communion with the Pope, with- 
out, however, ceafing to perfecute the Proteftants, whom 
he cruelly put to death. 

Jj. Did he reign long ? 

A. He died in the year one thoufand five hundred 
and forty feven, at the age of fifty fix, after a reign of 
thirty-eight years. 

2- Did he leave any children ? 

A. Yes ; a fon and two daughters Edward^ who 
fiicceeded him, was by one of his wives, named Jane Sey- 
mour ; Mary^ by Catharine of Arragon, aunt, as before 
mentioned, to Charles V. ; and Ei't%abeth was by Annt 
Bullen. Thefe two princefTes fucceeded each other as 
^Queens of England. j 

Q* Did Ednvard VL reign long ; 

A* Only fix years, and died at the age of fixtecn. 
Under his reign the Reformation was eft^liflied, . and 
took deep root in England- 

J^ Let us now fpeak of Joachim IL What have 
you to fay of that great prince \ 

A, He attained the Electorate in the year one thou- 
sand five hundred and thirty five, and was a wife, valiant 
and virtuous prince. He was twice- married ; firft te 
Magdalene^ daughter of George^ Diike of Saxony, and af- 
terwards to Hedwigey daughter o{ S'tgifmondf King of Po- 
land. 

Q, What were his moft memorable anions ? 

A, In one thoufand five hundred and thirty nine he | 
introduced the Reformation into his ftates. His mother, j 
Elizabeth of Denmark, had privately inftruded him in 
rhe principles of the Protcftant religion. 

Q. Did he not fignalize himfelf in war ? 

A. As he had difplayed his valour on ieveral occa-^ 
fions, he was, with the confent of the Emperor and of the 
ftates of the empire, eledled general of the imperial army> 
ag^inft the infidels in Hungary. 
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jg. Was this expedition attended with fuccefs ? 

^. No ; he iwas fuflfered to want the neceflary fuc- 
cours, money, and troops : however, the terror of his 
arms intimidated the infidels, and prevented their entering 
the imperial ftates. 

^ Did he ihake any new acquifitions ? 

A. He obtained the title of Duke of Croffcn, and 
right of fucceffion to theJDutchy of Pruffia. 

Q. In what year did he die ? ' 

A. In one thoufand five hundred and feventy one, 
at the age of fixty fix. His fon Jthn George fucceeded 
him. 

g. Let us now return to the Emperor Charles V* 
Did he poflefs the empire long ? 

A, In the year one thoufand five hundred and ?ihj 
{m he voluntarily refigned it into the hands of the Elec- 
tors, and Ferdinand^ his brother, was eleded Emperor in 
his flead« 

g. Did he preferve the kingdom of Spain ? 

A. No ; he in the fame manner refigned that to his 
fon Philip II* the Netherlands were comprehended in 
this refignation, which was made at Ghent. Charles af- 
terwards retired into a monaftery at Eftramadura, called 
St. Juft, where he died two years after in one thoufand 
five'hundred fifty eight. 

Q. Did Francis /. ftill reign in France ? 

^. - No ; he died in the year one thoufand five hun- 
dred and forty feven, and had left his kingdom to his fon 
Henry II who had married Catharine de Medicis^ niece to 
Pope Clement VIL This prince was a cruel perfecutor 
of the Reformers throughout his dominions. 

j^ Did he reign long ? 

A. He reigned thirteen years, and died at the age of 
forty one. Anno Domini one thoufand five hundred and 
fifty nine. > 

^ How did he die ? 

A. In a tournament whidh be celebrated at Paris he 
obliged the Earl of Montgomery to break a lance witk 
him ;' and the Earl's lance piercing the armour of the 
King, gave him a wound in the eye which proved ^mor- 
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tal. He liv.e^ ten days after, and expired in the greateft 
agony. 

j^ Who fuccceded him ? 

A, Francis 11 the eldeft oiF his fens, who reigned 
•niy a year and three nAontlis* He died at the age of 
eighteen, in the year one thou;Cand ^y^ hundred and fixty. 
This prince had mariied Mary Stuart^ heirefs of the 
kingdom of Scotland : the fame who was imprifoned, 
and in the year onie thoufand five hundred and eighty fev- 
cn put t6 death by- the order of EH%aBethf Queen of 
England. 

g^ ^hb afcended the throne after Francis IL ? 

A, Charles IX, who was only ten years of age; He 
was brought up under the tutelage of his motlier, Caihe^ 
rine de Medlcis^ who was a very bad womai>, and infpired 
hirh with an invincible hatred of the Reformed religion. 

J$^ Did this hatred produce any bad effects ? 

A. Yes ; Charles having attained a more advanced 
age, made a deceitful peace with' the Huguenots, and 
gave his fifter Margaret in marriage to Henry ^ ^'^K ^^ 
Navarre, who was afterwards King of France : but this 
peace, and aVfo the marriage, was only a pretence to draw 
the nobles and principal men of the party to Paris^ in or- 
der to dellroy them 

^1 Did the plot fucceed ? 

A Yes ; a few days after the nuptials, the fourteentk 
of Auguft, one thoufand five hundred and feventy two, 
the King gave the fignal, and all the Reformers that were 
found at Paris were cruelly murdered* The flower of 
the nobility of the kingdom perifhed in this butchery. 
The King of Navarre and the prince .were fuffered to ef- 
cape with life, after they had been forced to embrace the 
Catholic faith. . 

^ Did this maflacre produce any other confequen- 
ces ? 

A. The Pope caufed great rejoiced to be made up- 
on the oecafion at Rome, efpecially after he learns that 
this bloody execution was extended throughont the king-- 
doih of France. In the meanwhile, the party of the Re- 
formers again took up arms in defence of their caufe. 

^ Did Charles ik. live long after ^his ? 
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A. He died at the age of twentf fobrj in the year 
one thoafand ^v^ hundred and feventy four. It is faid 
that he ihed blood at all the poies of his body. He was 
fucceeded by his brother Henry IIL who had been eleft- 
ed the preceding year, one thoufand five hundred and fev- 
enty three, King of Poland, and was then in that king- 
dom. 

D. In what manner did he leave it ? 

^. He left it clahdeftinely, and returned to France, 
where he was acknowledged King. His reign was un- 
fortunate, and his en4 tragical. 

J?. Give a fliort account of the events ? 

A. The princes of the houfe of Guife had iniin^uated 
themfelves, under the pretext of religion, into the affec* 
tions of the people, and endeavoured to dethrone the 
King. Henry IIL in confequence of this, convoked the 
ftates at Blois, In the year one thoufand ^v^ hundred and 
eighty nine, and there caufed Henry ^ Duk^ of Gulfe, and 
the Cardinal of Lorraine, his brother, to be aflaffinated. 
Au infurredion of the people immediately enfued, and 
the Pope excommuniciited him. 

Q. What happened afterwards ? 

.^. Henry IlL was obliged to have recourfe to the 
Rrformers, Who, under the command of Henry ^ King of 
Navarre, marched to his afliftance. The King of France, 
having proceeded as far as St. Cloud, on his way to re- 
duce the city of Paris, a Jacobin monk, named John Clem* 
entf wounded him niortally in the lower part of the bel* 
ly with a knife, in the year one thoufand five hundred and 
eighty nine, when he had only attained his thirty eighth 
year. 

Q. Who fucceeded him ? ♦ 

A. Henry J King of Navarre, under the title bf Henry 
IV. Of the four fons which Henry IL left at his death, 
not one, nor any of their lineage, remained at the end of 
thirty years ; a circumftan'ce which may be regarded as 
a juft p^niihinent for their cruel perfecutions of the Re- 
formers. 

Q. Who fucceeded Edward VI, in the throne of 
England > 

Am Mary ^hi% fijOker, who had married PkXf IL King 
O 
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.of -Spain. She attempted to reeftablifli Popery, and>«rith 
this view, cdmitiitted unheard of baibarities. She rcigti- 
td only five years, and died at the age of forty two, An- 
fto Domini one thdufand five hundred and fifty eight. 

$. Who fucceeded her ? 

J1. EH%abeih^ ^her fifter, wHo reeftablilhed the ' Re- 
formed religion^ She was one of the moft illuftrious fove- 
reigns that ever fat On the Ehglifh thi-dhe. She, how- 
ever, difcovered a petiecuting fpirit,' afid committed manf 
'aifts of cruelty. She died' in the beginning' of'^he^elven- 
teenth century, after a long and prdlperous feiepn. 

g. Was the reign of the Etiiperor FeMrlShd /. hap- 

' py.? . ,, . , ,. \ ■ .. 

!4' tie wis a prince eftimable for his virtues 'and , pie- 
ty ,^and was lio enemy to the Proteft^rits. He reigned 
, from the year one thoufand five huhdred and fifty fix, to

' jg. Did any thing m^tnotaBle^occ^nr during his teign ? 
ji. The conclufion of the council of Trent, Anno

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^5* What was^ the principal bafis of the Republic of 

the United Provinces ? 

A. The tre.it y of Unton^ concluded at Utrecht the 
twenty third of January, one thoufand five hundred and 
feventy nine. 

Q. Did the United States t-.ike no ftep ftill more cer- 
cmonious to confirm them in the polTeflion of their lib- 
erty ? 

A, Yes ; the twenty feventh of July, one thoufand 
five hundred and eighty one, they declared that King 
Philip had forfeited the fovereignty, and that all the in- 
habitants were difengaged from their oath of fidelity. 

^ Was not the joy occafioned by this fucceis al- 
layed ? 

A* Yes ; by the aflaflinatlon of the Prince of Orangei 
who was killed at Delf on the tenth of July, one thoufand 
%y^ hundred and eighty four, by Balthafar Gerard^ a Bur- 
gundian by birth. 

* ^ In what ftate were the arfairs of the confederates 
after the death of the Prince of Orange ? 

A* The Spaniards took Bruxelles and Anvers, and at 
the fame time infured Zutphen, Nitneguen, Dcefburg, 
and other cities of Gtielders. This obliged the flates to 
oflFer the fovereignty to France, who refufed it. They 
then made the fame offer to Eli%abethr Queen of England, 
who refufed it alfo, but fent them a certain reinforcement 
of troops ; to infure the payment of which, the confed- 
erates were obliged to cede firille and Flu{hing as a 
pledge. 

^ Who had the command of the auxiliary troops ? 

A, The Earl of Liecefter, who, a fhort time after his 
arrival, was declared Governor General of the United 
Provinces, and Prince Maurice^ the fon of IFilliamf Prince 
of Orange, Stadtholder. In this quality he adi-ed under 
the authority of the Earl of Leicefter. 

12 What was the condu(ft of the Earl with refpc^ to 
the government ? 

^ He employed fuch violent meafures to extend his 
authority, that he rendered himfelf odious to the ftates 
of Holland, the magiftrates of the cities, and the mer- 
f?hant«. 'He fuffered the miniflers and the people to a£t 
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without reftraint, and had formed the proje<ft of arrefting 
Prince Maurice^ and John Oldenharncudd^ Advocate of ' 
Hollandy fo that there was danger of falling from one ty^ 
ranny^ under another. The Earl, however, at length^ 
threw up the government, and departed* for England,' 
Anno I>omini one thoufand five hundred and eighty 
feven. "^ 

Q. What fuccefshad the atms of the ftates under the 
condu6l of Prince Jfiw^r/V/? .^ 

A. Their fiiccefs was great ; Breda, Zutphen, Nime- * 
gaen, Steenwyk, Cowerdin, Gertruidenberg, Groningenj* 
&c. were taken between the years one thoumnd five hun- 
dred and ninety and. one thoufand five hundred and ninety 
four. In one thoufand %y^ hundred and ninety fix the- 
ftates concluded, a treaty with France and England,' 
which is regarded as the ^r^ public aft by which their 
independence was acknowledged, and which was followed . 
by the triice of twelve years. 

^ JLet us now return to the Eleftor George^ the fon 
andfucceffor of Jb^ifi6/OT //. /* " ■ 

A* His mother, called Magdelenci was the daughter 
of Georgey Duke of Saxony. He had three wives 2 So* 
phla^ of the houfe of the Dukes of Lignitz ; . Sabina, . 
daughter of the Margrave George, of A;ifpach ; and £iiz- 
abetb^ daughter of Joachim Emejlusy Prince of Anhalt* 

Q. What was his charafter ? 

A, He was mild, polite, juxHcious, and ftrongly at- 
tached to religion. Although in the eaily part t)f his life 
he had given proofs of valour, he endeavotwed to culti* 
vate peace throughout the ftates. He led a quiet, liff, 
and enjoyed fo excellent a conftitution, that he had fcarce^ 
ly ever experienced any ficknefe* 

J^ Did he make any acquifitioris ? 

A^ He joined New Marck to his eftates, and obtainej 
JtoTd the Emperor an hereditary claim ou the domains bf ' 
Beefmau and Storckau* 

^ Who fucceeded him ? 

A. Joachim Frederick^ his fon by a former wife. We 
will fpeak of him in the following century. 

Q. Can you name the Emperors of the Ttorks who 
reigned in tWs century ? 

O 2 
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A. Baja%et IL from the year one thoufand four hun- 
dred and eighsy one to one thoufand ^^^ hundred and 
twelve. Selim from one thoufand five hundred and twelve 
to one thoufand five hundred and twenty, SoHman IL 
ooe of the greateft princes that reigned over the Turks. 
He rendered himfelf mafter of almoft all Hungary, and 
of the I (land of Rhodes ; and in the year one thoufand 
five hundred and twenty nine btfieged Vienna, though he 
was not able to take it. He died in the year one thou- 
fend five hundred and fixty fix, at the age of fixty,^ter 2 
reign of forty fix years. 

^ Who fucceeded him ? 

A> His fon Selim IL who, in the years one thoufand 
five hundred and fevtnty one and one thoufand five hon- 
died and feventy two, took the Ifie of Cyprus from the 
Venetians, and made other conquefts. He died, after a 
reign of eight years, in one thoufand five hundred and 
feventy four. Amurat III. fucceeded him, and after a 
reign of twenty years died, Anno Domini one thoufand 
five hundred and ninety five. He was fucceeded by Ma^ 
hsmet III. who lived till the following century. 
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4t ^^^ -^^ reign of Rodolphus tranquil ? 

A. Yes ; he was fond of letters and the mathematics, 
and patronized the celebrated Kefder, He pa^ed a life 
of celibacy, and died at Prague, which he made his ufual 
refidence, in one thoufand fix hundred and twelve, after a 
reign of thirty five years. 

^ Who fucceeded him ? 

A, Matthias ^ his brother, who in the early part df his 
life had been Governor of the Netherlands. He fixed 
his refidence at Vienna, and died in one thoufand ^xx hun- 
dred and nineteen, after a reign of feven years. His fuc- 
ceflbr was Ferdinand IL Archduke of Auftria, a prince 
ip?ho bore an invincible hatred to the Proteftants. 

Q. What was the caufe of this hatred ? 

J?. A very long and fatal war, which is ufually call. 
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ed the ^»ar of thirty years. It began through ,the king- 
dom of Bohemia, which in one tl)oufancl fix hundred aiid 
nineteen refufed to acknowledge Ferdinand II. for its 
Kin^» and, in his ilead, chofe Frederick V. Ele^or Pala-^ 
tine. 

Q. Did the new fovereign fupport his dignity ? 
A. No ; he was crowned at Prague in the year one 
ihoufand (ix hundred and twenty, and the fame year, 
havings been defeated by> the imperial troops, was forced 
to take to flight. This revolution caufed the annihila- 
tion of the proteftant religion throughout the kingdom 
of Bohemia, 

Q. What afterwards became oi Frederick V, ? 
j1. He was deprived of the Ele^orate, and retired to 
Holland ; and died twelve years after at Mayence, in the 
year one thoufand fix hundred and thirty two. His 
wife, JEIi%ahetht daughter of James /. King of England, 
furvived him thirty years. 

Q. What was afterwards die fate of the Proteftant 
ftates of the empire ? . . 

ji. Their religion and their liberty muft have been ef- 

feSually extinguifhed, if Gujiavus AdolphuSf King of tSwe- 

den, had not entered Germany with an army which 

checked the fury of the Imperialifts, whom they were no 

longer in a ftate to refift. This great prince, after a fuc- 

ceffion of glorious exploits, was killed in a battle at Lut- 

. zen, in the year one thoufand fix hundred and thirty two. 

His troops, however, gained the vi^ory,and continued the 

war with fuccefs after nis death. 

Q. Did Ferdinand I L live till the conclufion of this 
war ? 

A. No ; he died before the peace in one thoufand fix 
hundred and thirty feven, at the age fifty nine, the eigh- 
teenth year of his reign. He was mcceeded by Ferdindhd 
II L his fon. 

Q. In what ftate were the United Provinces at the 
begmning of this century ? 

A. Some difadvantages had attended their arms, which 
led them to conclude a truce of twelve years with Spain, 
the ninth of April, one thoufand fix hundred and nine, at 
Anvers. 
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Q, Did they after thts enjoy peace ? 
jf. No ; their mtemaJ government was difhxrbed by 
dke difputer of &e Gomarj/h and of the Armin'mns^ ni 
which polttie» had a greater inihience than religh>n. 

<^ What fteps were taken to terminate thefe differ- 
. ences.? 

j1. a fynod was held at Dordrecht, in which the dif- 
putants were cMidemned, their meetings prohibited, and 
their miniilerB bantfhed ; but after fome years they were 
reftored to the free ezercife of their religion. In thefe 
troubles Barmve&s Advocate of Holland, who had long 
diftinguifhed himfelf in the fervice of his country, h>ft bis 
life. 

Q, In what year did Prince Maurice die f 
A. In one thoufand fix hundred and twenty five. 
The dignity of Stadtholder was transferred to his brother 
Frederick Henryy vrb^o carried on the war with fucce^ by 
land, while Admiral Fan Trowp beat the Spanifh fleet to 
the Downs, the twenty firft of October, one thoufand fix 
hundred and thirty two. 

$^ How far <fid the career of Fredsrki Henry extend I 
A' To the year one thoufand fix hundred and forty 
ieven. Wllham IL his fon, a prince much inclined to 
war, fucceeded him. 

S Was the war then continued ? 
No ; It was concluded by the famous treaty, known 
by the name of the peace of Weftphalia. This treaty 
was figned at Mnnflow-, October the twenty fourth, one 
thoufand fix hundred and forty eight, and was given and 
received throughout Europe as a fundamental and per- 
petual law. It changed the face of politics, and ought 
^en to ferve as a bafts to the imperial capitulations. By 
this treaty Philip IF, acknowledged the ftates of the 
fcven United Provinces mdependent ^ii/^/, counirkst and 
fovereigm. Such was the confirmation of a liberty which 
was the fruit of a war of eiehty years. 

j^ How did the StadthcSder ad afterwards ? 

A* He was endeavourins^ to rekindle the fhimes of wart 
wh^ the fmall pox carried him off, in the year one thou* 
iGtnd fix hundred aitd fifty. 

Q. Did be leave a facccfior ? 
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^« He left a pofthumous fon, whom two of the* Prov- 
inces acknowledged Stadtholder, whilft the other five, 
m the mean while, remained without a chief of that 
name* 

J^ Had Holland wars to maintain during the minor- 
ity of this prince ? 

A. Yes ; with England during the adminiftration of 
Cromtvei! ; with Portugal on the fubjeft of Brazil 5 with * 
Hngland under Charles IL; with the Bifliop of Munfter ; 
and with France in one thoufand fix hundred and ieventy 

Q, . What was the confequence of this laft war ? ' 

A. The elevation of JViltiam IIL Prince of Orange, 
to the Stadtholdeiihip, and to all the dignities which hU 
Bredeceflbrs had pofTefTed. Thefe, in one thoufand dx ' , 
Aundred and feventy four, were proclaimed hereditary in 
the male line, ^ ' 

Q, Did not this produce other confequences ? 

A. Yes ; the brothers De fViity who had had the prm- 
cipal authority in the (late, were firft unworthily calum* ' 
mlated, and afterwards cruelly murdered by the populace, 
10 the month of Auguft in the fame year. 

■g / How did IViiiiam employ himfelf ? 

A. He was continually occupied in war againft the 
French ; and having, in one thoufand Az hundred and 
feventy feven, married Mary^ daughter of the Duke of 
York, in one thoufand fix hundred and eighty eight 'he 
dethroned his father in law, who, by the death of his broth- 
er Cbarks II. was become king of England. 

^ Let us now refume the hid iry of France. Did 
not Henry IV. experience fome difficulty in attaining the 
crown > 

A. Almoft the whole of the Catholic party had enter-' 
ed into a league againft him and his predeceffor ; the Pro- 
teftants fupported him ; but they were not the mod pow- 
erful. ILnry was unible to reflft the temptation, and in 
erder to afcend the throne, embraced the Roman Catho- 
lic religion; but notwithftanding this conceffion, it was 
with great difficulty he obtained his abfolution of the Pope. 
At length, however, after k)ng oppotition, he Mield hiifi- 
felf in peaceful pofleffion of the kingdom. 
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Qi Qid )m reign loiy^ ? 

^i Txo.m thej year. one thoufand five hundred and eigh - 
tyiiiilie tp aac£> tbpui^od iiz^ hundred and. t^n,, wjb^n. he 
died at th^ age of fifty fix.

ji. He was dabbed at Paris, the fourteentl^. of May, 
by a.villftin named Frtmcis R^vaillac.

biitthet iniquitous myftcry waft^n^Vier deyeloped.

A, Philip V, remained peaceable pofFeiTor of the 
throne, and after his death, which happened in one thou'- 
fand feven hundred and forty nine, left it to Ferdinand VI.

(). How long did the reign o{ Ferdinand continue ? 

A. Till the year one ^thoufand feven hundred and 
fifty nine, in which that prince dying, was fucceeded by 
his brother Charles IIL who was before King of the two 
Sicilies.* ■

This prince .'was 
fucceeded by Adolphtu Frederick y of Holftein Eutin, who 
married Louifa Ulrica^ of Pruflia : he died February 
twelfth,- one thoufand feven hundred and feven ty one. 
His fon Gu/lavus j4Mpbut,hom January twenty four, 
one thoufand feven hundred and forty fix, fucceeded 
him. The fourth of November, one thoufand feven htm - 
dred and fixty. fix, this prince married Sopbta Magdeleney 
Princefs of Denmark, by whom there is a fbn. In the 
year one thoufand feven hundred and feventy two, Au- 
guft thefourth> he efFedled fomc alteration in the form of 
government, which was afterwards confirmed by the fouf 
orders of the realm. At the diet of one thoufand feven 
hundred and feventy nine, the King and the dates iifued 
a decree, by which liberty of confcience and the free, ex- 
ercife of .their religion was granted to all the different 
&ift$ difperfed throughout the kingdom. 
. Q. What ilatps are neighbours to the ?%wedes ? 

A* Towards the Weft the kingdoms of Denmark and 
Norway, which are the moft ancient in Europe. Some 
hiftorians affirm that the kingdom of Denmark was foud- 
ed by Noah and his defcendants ; that Gomer Secufubu^ 
great grandfon of Japhet^ was the firft that governed It 
under the name of Judjge. It is now a monarchy. 
Jg; Who governs D-mark and Norway at this tinie > 
A. Chri/llan VI L the fourteenth JCing of the houfe 
of Olderiburgh. He is the.fon of, Frederkk V. who dlipd 
i^a»e th^yfa^d f^yen hun^Jred and fifcty fix, and , of Lou' 
'ijffi^A^ daughter of Gtorge IJ, King of £ngkmd. He 
married ,the Princefs CaroHne MtttUda^ fitter of George 
III, King of England. By this marriage there is a fon 
and daughter. In the year one thoufand feven hundred 
aDod fev^n^ty two, in the night between the fixteenth ani 
feventeenth of January, a revolution took place in the 
CQurt, by which the reigning Queen, with, thp mintflers 
Struenfet^, 9randif .and other perfoni, were arrefted. The 
Queen afterwards retired to Zell, where ihe died of grief 
the tenth, of May, one thoufand feven hunted and fev- 
CQjty four. The Princefs Louifa Augufia^ he^ daugh- 
* $he died.oae thoufimd feven handred aiid ninety five.' 
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ter at the age of fifteen, wa» married May twenty fevenlh, 
lr)ne t^ioufand feven hundred and eighty fix, to Frederick 
ChrifiHm^'oi Holftchi Auguftenburg, aged twenty one. 

^ By what means did Peter I. fumamed the Great, 
diilingtiifh himfclf ? 

A. He had th^ glory of being, as it were^ the creator 
of his nation. The death of his brother John^ his aflb- 
ciato in the empire, leaving him, in one'tWoufand fix hun- 
dred and eighty eight, fole mailer of the extenfive territo- 
ries of Ruffia, he foon after foimed the projeft of civili- 
zing the baibarous manners that reigned there, and of 
introducing the fciences, arts, and manners of more pol- 
iihed nations. 

^ What meafures did he take to compafs this great 
defign ? . 

-//. He travelled through the principal ftates of Eu- 
rope, acquired a knowledge of every thing, brought into 
his empire perfbns capable of forming his fubjeds, and in 
a fhort time raifbd it to that high point of iplendor and 
of power it i^ill retains. He died in the year one thoi»- 
fand fcven hundred and twenty five. 

Q Who were the fucceiTors of this great prince ? 

A By his laft will his confoft, the emprefs Ca^ha^ 
rsne, who died Anno Domini one thoufand feven hufifdi^ed 
and twenty feven, fucceeded him. She declared Pefer 
jfieMtcwitZi grandfon of Peter L the laft of -the race of 
Ciarsn her fucccffor, but he died at the age of fourteen. 
After the death of this prince, Ann^ Duchefs of Gour- 
land, eldeft daughter of the Czar John^ was called tot the 
throne. As ftie had no children, (he nominated^ for her 
fiiccefibr Prince J^n^ the fon of her niece Catharine^ 
daughter of the Duke of Mecklenburgh, mahried to 
Prince ^^ii/<Mwi Uirte^ of Brunfwick. This young Em- 
peror wdSion^ two mdnths old when- he was crowned. 
He"«'as dethroned a year after, and iroprifoned, as were 
alfo his parents, '^hc young prince was brought up fep- 
arately, and at length cruelly mirrd^red in one thoufand 
feven httndred anttfixtyfotir, at (Schluirelbourg. '' -"*

A. i> Eiiid^h^ daipgkrer of Pmr h ifrhoidlretided the 
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throne on the night between the fifth and fixth of Decem- 
ber, one thoufand feven hundred and forty Qne» and died 
after a reign of twenty years» January fifd]> one thonfand 
feven hundred and fixty two. She had nominated the 
fon ot her fifter jinn Petroivtia^ married to Duke Charles 
Frederiek^i^ Holftein Gottotp, her fucceflbr, and he foc- 
.ceeded her unciey. die title of Peter III, This prince had 
fcarcely afcen<^ the impeti^l throne, when a revolution 
precipitated him from it^ and conduced htm prematurely 
to the grave, in Jujy, one thotifand feven hundred and 
fixty two. After his deaxh Ruilia obeyed Catharine A- 
Uxievma^ his cpnfort, bom .Prinee& of Anhalt Zerbll. 
Her reign is celebrated by a number of inftitiitions vety 
-beneficial to Ruffia ; by the war which (he faftained a- 
gainft the Turks, and by the glorious peace, which was 
the eonfequciice, concluded July tenth, one tbotii^nd feven 
hundred and feventy four, and ratified a«ew April eigh- 
teenth, one thoufand ieven hundred and ieventy nine. 
Catharine IL died in the yeur one thonAind feven l»indfed

dred and ninety three ; a ftep which gave great umbrage 
to many zealous Poles* who took up arms, uader the 
, condu^ of the brave A^j^o, peae&nned prodigies of val* 
our, and gained feveral vi^ories j but their eSbru were 
iaeffe<Etual, the numerous armies, aad fuperior dlAripliii^ 
of. their enemies prevailed, and the allied powefe, by aji 
adt (igned at Peterfburgh, one thoufand feyen huadred 
and lunety five, guaranteed to each other the limits that 
were to bound their refpe(^ive poflfeffions. The court of 
Peterfburgh fettled a penfion of two hundred theiaijUid 
ducats on the unfortunate Staniflaiu^ with the reftoratioa. 
of his patrimonial inheritauce. He waft invited to Pe» 
terfburgh by the late Emperor of Ruffia, where he diec^ 
one thoufand feven hundred and ninety eight* 

Q. When was the dutohy of Pruffia changed into a 
Kingdom ? 

A, In one thoufand feven hundred and one. Freder- 
ick f*W9» proclaimed King of Pruffia, at KoningAurg, 
January fifteenth, of that. year. 

^ How long did he imf^ ? ^ 

A. Till one thoufand feven hundred and thirteen* 
He left the kingdom to his foil, Fredetuk William. 

J^ What have you to obferve of this Monarch ? 
''-A* He confiderably io^reafed the ftrength i^nd power

aame, though the firft King of Pniffia.

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of hit dominionsy and formed one of the beft difciplined 
anniee that had ever been feen. This his fucceffor ren« 
dered three times more numerous, difciplinedy and brought 
to the higheft poffible degree of perfedion. It was con- 
fidered by ail Europe aa a model in the profeffion of arms. 

^ When did his life and reign terminate ? 

A. May thirty firft, one thoufand feven hundred and 
fiwty. 

^ Who fucceeded hhn ? 

A. Frederick II. or acc<5rdnig to Others, the ///. 
This prince became very formidable to the houfe of Auf- 
tria by the acquifition of many battles ; and diftinguifh- 
ed himfelf equally by liis underftandtng, his love of juf- 
tice» and by the gfory of his arms. 

^. How many wars did he fuftain againft thiQ houfe 
of Auftria ? 

A. Three ; the firft began in one thoufand feven hun- 
dred and forty, to fupport the claims which his houfe had 
topart ofthedutchy of Silefia ; this was terminated by 
die peace of Breilau, one thoufand leveji hundred and forty 
two, when the greater part of Silefw was ceded to him 
and his heirs for ever. The fecond began in one thoufand 
{even hundred and forty five, and was concluded by the 
peace of Drefden, in one thoufand feven hundred and for- 
ty eight* The laft and mod glorious, which he fuftatned 
nearly feven years againft the moft powerful forces of Eu- 
. rope, was terminated by the peace of Hubertfburg, Febru- 
ary fiftfe'enth, one thoufand feven hundred anci fixty three, 
when the treaties of Breflau and Drefden, were confirm- 
ed. In thi^ war the am^y of the allies amounted to four 
hundred thoufand men, and the Prufiian only to eighty 
thoufand. 

^ Was not the harmony eftabliflied between thefc 
two houfes interrupted after the peace of Hubertfburg ? 

A. Yes ; by the death of MaxmUian Joseph j the laft 
Eledor of Bavaria, of the line of Wilhelmina. Difficul- 
ties arofe with refped to the fuccefiion, but the love of 
juilice and humanity engaged the Emprefs Maria There/a f 
and the King of Pruflia, by a congrefs held at Tefchen, to 
reeftabUfh the peace, figned May thirteenth, one thoufand 
feven hundred and feventy nine, where every thing was 
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suranged to the fatisfadlion of all the parties interefted, 
and the treaties of Breflau, Drefdeii, and Hubertfburgy 
again ratified and guaranteed by Ruffia and France. 

O. Was not this treaty madd void by the congrefs of 
Tefchen ? 

A> It was thought to be entirely fettled ; but the 
Iioufe of Auftria, it is faid, endeavoured underhand to 
make the acquifition of Bavaria, by an exchange for the 
ten provinces of the Netherlands ; but this defign was op- 
pofed in Germany by a formidable confederacy which 
-was figned at Berlin, July twenty third, one thoufand fev- 
en hundred and eighty five, between the King of Pruflia> 
the King of England, as Eledor of Hanover, the Elec- 
tor of Saxony, the Eledor of Mayence, the Duke of' 
Deux Fonts, the Duke of Brunfwick, the ^Landgrave of 
Heflfe Caille^ the Dukes of Saxe Gotha and Saxe Wey- 
mer, the Bilhops of Wutzburg and Bamburg, the Abbft 
of Flude, &c. to maintain the liberties and privileges of 
the German Empire. It is affirmed, that a fimilar con* . 
federacy would alfo have been fet on foot in Italy, head*^ 
cd by the King of Sardinia. 

S. When did Frederkk III die ? ' 
Auguft feventeenth, one thoufand feven hundred 
and eighty fix, after a reign of forty fix years. He left 
his kingdom to his nephew, Frederick William /. who 
made many wife regulations for the good of his fubje<5ls^ 
and died in December, one thoufand feven hundred and 
ninety feven. He was fucceeded by the prefent fove-. 
reign, Frederick William IIL his foa by Louifa of Hef- 
fe Darm{ladt, his fecond wife. 

^» What other event in this century merits a place 
in univcrfal hiftory ? 

A. In one thoufand feven hundred and feventy five, 
a war broke out between Great Britain and her Ameri- 
can colonies, in confequence of certain oppreffive meaf* 
ures of the former ; which terminated in one thoufand 
feven hundred and eighty three, in favour of the latter. 

(2- Did tlie Colonies become independent In conie** 
quence of this rupture with the mother country ? 

A. Yes ; on the fourth of July, one thoufand feven 
hundred ^d feventy fix, the Congrefs declared the tbir-^ 
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teen Colonies free and independent States ; and eventually 
Aey were fo acknowledged by Great Britam aiid the other

jt. George Wajhingtons^ a native of Virgiina ; who 
proved himfelf tobeoneof tbemod (kilful generals the 
world ever |>rodnced. He, with his copatriots in the 
field and the cabinet, endiired indefcribable hardfhips fuf* 
ftred many defeats, till, with undimint(hed zeal in the 
eaufe of liberty, they finally triumphed. 

J2* Did any foreign nation afiift the Amertcaas iD 
this Aniggle for their liberties f 

A, At their canfe was juft, they had many friends in 
Europe ; tl»e French particularly afforded them tnuc^ 
tfiftance, 'b0th by fca and land. 

Q. What is the form of the govenraient of the Utfi* 
led Ststtes of America? 

A. Republican. Their conftitution was adopted ij 
conventicm of the feveral ftates, in one thoufand fev^n 
hundred and eighty nine. Oeneral Wajhington was unan- 
imoufly;ele6ked the firft prefident ; and four yearn aft^, 
was reekded with equal unanimity. He declined a thini 
dedtion. This great and good man died December fotir* 
teehth, one thoufand feven hundred and ninety nine, aged 
fixty eight years. The whole nation voluntarily went in^ 
to mourning for their irreparable loft. Perhaps no na- 
tion were ever more indebted to any one man, than the 
Americaai were to this hero ; aiid no doubt hiftory 
will do juftice to his merits. He was fucceeded in the 
prefidency by John Adams ^ another patriot, who had 
done eminent fervices for his country, and who was vice 
prefident during the whole time of Wajhington^s adminif- 
tration. 

Q. What other great . events occurred in the eigh- 
teenth century ? 

A* In one thoufand feven hundred and eighty nine, 
a revdlution conmienced in France, whidh involved in its 
confequences events of the greateft magnitude. 

Q* Win you give a fhort fketch of tnis revolution ? 

A* ^''For pn^btia^red and feventy y^eart 1)eforf*tJje 
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y) ^ • 

revolution^ hiftory affords no mftance of a country, m% whidb 
defpotifp was reduced to fo complete a fyftem as in Ff smoe* 
The King levied taxesi by ^is fole authority, to at g^e^^ 
er amount, than are raifed by th« whole of thof^ft imn^nfe 
territories which compofe the (Jermanic body." I'o re- 
lieve the nation from the infupportable burden.<^f ittd^lK^ 
an aflembly was called, which foon began the wprk of 
revolution. They curtailed the authority of the Kiog^ 
deftreyed the orciers of nobility, confifcated the eilates of 
the clergy, and granted ^ free toleration of religion. 

j^ Was the King an idle fpedtator of thefe proceed- 
ings ? 

ji- No ; he afFeded to comply with Ae will of the 
people, till he found means to efcape, when he declzu-ed 
all his pail compliance involuntary and not binding. He 
was taken, tried by the national aflembly, and by a ma- 
jority of five out of upwards of feven hundred, condemned 
to death. He was beheaded on the twenty firft of January, 
one thoufand feven hundred and ninety three. • His queen, 
ivho was accufed of having been the greateft canfe of the 
nation's diilrefs, fliared the fame fate, about ten months 
afterwards. On the fourth of September, one thoufand 
feven hundred and ninety two, royalty was abolifhed, 
and republicanifm adopted. 

Q. Did not fo great a revolution caufe much difor- 
dcr among the people ? 

A, Yes ; the greateft. At firft, it was attended with 
but little bloodfhed ; but eventually, numerous ilpenes of 
the moft horrid cruelty took place. 

Q Was the nation involved in external, as well as^ in- 
ternal vlafs i 

A. Yes, almoft all Europe was combined againft 
France ; and nothing but. enthufiaftic zeal for liberty 
could have favcd her from ruin Her armies, command- 
ed by the br nved generals, performed unexampled featt 
of valour. They overran Italy, Switzerland, Holland, 
J^c. and fhe even fent a large force into Egypt. In the 
autumn of one thoufand feven Hundred and ninety nine, 
General Bonaparte^ who commanded the army in Egypt, 
and whofe fiicceivin arms was m rivalled, abruptly quit- 
ted his ftation, and returned to France, where, foon after, 
Q2 
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on the eighth of NoTember, a revolution took place^ 
which put him at the head of the government* under 
the title of firll ConfuL Soon after he afiumed the com- 
mand, he made overtures for peace, which were reje^ed 
by the combined powers. The eighteenth century, how* 
ever, left no power in conteft wim Bonaparte^ but Great 
Britain. A general peace did not take place till the 
commencement of the nineteenth century, which is b^ 
yood the Umitt of the prefent edition of this work. 
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THE fird and moft important of all the arts andfci- 
ences h undoubtedly agriculture. It is perhaps for 
this reafon that the ancients have afBgned it a divine ori- 
gin. They affirm that Ofintt or Bacchus^ the fon of Jii- 
fiter, taught it to the Egyptians. He was the firft, ac- 
cording to them, who planted the vine^ and invented the 
brewing of barley into beer, in favour of thofe nationsii 
whofe foil was not proper for the cultivation of the vine. 
He lived jn the time of Noah. Before Chrift, 2S0O 

The art of /-wijf^tfr^ is of the rertioteft antiquity. The 
Egyptians and the Greeks contend for the hopor of the 
invention. As the latter had a lively imagination, they . 
afcribed it to love. A potter of Scycion had a daughter, 
fay they, who, on the point of being for a time feprratcd 
from h^r lover, drew his profile by tracing on a wall the 
Ihadow 'produced by a lamp The fath<*r, on viewing 
the performance of his daughter, was flruck with the 
thought of applying clay to the outline ; this he did, and 
moulded an exa<n: copy, which he put to bake in Yi\^ kiln, 
and thus acquired the honoi of being the inventor. of 
fculpture. He is faid to have live in the time of Ai>ra-. 
ham, 2000, 

Orpheus y the fon of Miger^ of Thrace, or of Apoh^ 
and the raufe Calliope^ is confidered as the inventor of mu- 
fic. It is f lid that the holes ofaiis lyre were fd harmo-- 
nious, that they animated rocks, trees* and fIow<;r6 \ , 
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tamed the beads of the foreft, and foftened eren the ia- 
fcrnal divinities. 

The Egyptians surogate to thenxfelTes the inventloB 
of the art of writing, and tell us that their Hermes cr 
Mercury invented the chara^ers. From them it pafled 
to the Phcenetians. and from them to the Greeks. It is 
thought that the 6r(l book was written in the time of 
Job. 1500 

Dudalus wa^ the fir ft ftatuary and archite^ known in 
Greece. 1200 

Homer was an ancient Greek poet, whofe works have 
been preferved to the ^refent time, Tena]^es and flatuei 
were erefted to l^im after his deaths though during hit 
life he was deilitute of a houie to \<^^ in 950 

Fhidortj one of the defcendants of HerculelT introduced 
weights and meafures, and caufed money to be coined in 
Greece, towards 900 

Lycurguj gave laws to Lacedsemon, his native country, 
about the lame time. The invention d fculpture in 
marble, about. 770 

Arcbilocus^ a Greek poet, has pafTed for the inventor of 
Iambic Verfe ; Re lived towards the fame time. 

Thale$ was thefirft who diftinguilhed himfelf by aftro- 
nomical difcoveries : he predidted eclipfes ; fixed the fol- 
Ricial points, and found the proportion of the fun*i di- 
ameter to the circle he defcribes round ^he earth. He 
was born at Miletus about the year 640 

^Sappbof a celebrated Greek poetefs, excelled in lyric 
poetry. Of her produAions two fhort pieces* are all that 
remain. She lived 600 

Jinacreon^ a celebrated poet, fiouriflied fome time after. 
A few fragments of his works are ftill extant. 

So'an gave laws to the Athenians, his fellow citizens, 
towards the fame time. He was alfo a poet, and has left 
us fome precepts in verfe^ and fome epigrams. It is 
thr>ught that the celebrated EJ^p^ autlior of the Fables, 
was cotemporary with Solan* 

Confucius^ a celebrated philofophery^ taught his morsds 
to-the Chinefe, towards 550 

Anaxintander^ a difciple of Tbaies, firft aflerted that 
the moon borroviFs her light from the ft(n, which he l^eliev- 
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^d to be a mafs of fire, and that Ae is much larger thati 
the earth*. He conftru<fted fpheres, made sun dials, \tAi 
down geographical n^aps, and was acquainted with the 
obliquity of the ecliptic. He was born at Miletus* 
about 550 

Pythagoras taught, about or near the fame time,, that 
the planets revolve round the fun ; that the earth pep- 
forms the fame revolution •; and that, befides this •peri- 
odical motion, it h<^s, another rotation on its axis, which 
ought to be confidered ^s the caufe of the daily motion 
of the fun and ftars, which in confequence is but appar* 
ent. He made obfervations, by which the year watt 
.divided into 365 days and fome hQurs. Befides thii^ 
he re^iged the prevailing errors in philofophy, geometry, 
mufic, &c. "^ \ . 5S0 

Efckyltu^ the firft tragic poet, reformed the theatre at 
Athens, about 530 

Sophocles and Eurifid^s^ fome time after, correifted the 
errors of Jp/chyliUj and made improjvements in the Greek 
theatre. 

Socrfites taua^ht 'his moral pbilofophy to the AthenJaAS» 

With the view, as he himfelf faid^ of being ufeiiil to alL 

He was caluq^niated and put to death 4>70 

ArtjlopbaHes^xki^ xaoft ancient comic author known. 

Of fifty dramatic pieces which he compofed, eleven only 

are extant. He was a cotemporary of Socrates. 

. Phidias carried the art of fculpture to the higheft de» 

gree of perfe<ftion. He flourifhed towards 4^50 

Metorif a celebrated Athenian aftronumer, publifhed his 

lunar cycle, by which he preterfded to^ add the courfe ctf 

the fun to that of the moon.* He lived about 450 

Arlftotk made obfervations on the courfe of a comet 

which appeared in his time. He alfo obferved that the

Euclid was one of the greateft mathematicians of an- 
tiquity. His geometrical progofitions have in part reach- 
edus, and are ftill confidereci as the bell of the kind.

Sun-dials were introduced at Rome about the year 209. 
Before this time it was not known ' in that city when it 
was noon, but by means of a public crier, who announced

jlrchimedet p( Syracufc was the inventor of a glafs 
sphere, which exa^ly reprefented the motions of all the 
heavenly bodies. He alfp invented the pumping fcrew, 
ftill called the Screw of rchimedesy which cannot be dif* 
penfed with in archited, and by means of which he ren- 
dered Egypt habitable. He alfo invented burning glaffes, 
and made ufe of them in defence of Jiis country. He 
contrived feveral other aftoniftiing machines, which have 
aot reached us. Hfe was killed by a Roman foldier at the 
taking of 3yracufe, as he was engaged in folving a 
problem. - > 208 

Eratoflhenesy a cotemporary of Archimedes, afcertained 
the diflance of the earth from the fun, and meafured the 
circumference of the earth. 

Archagatm was the firft foreign phyfician who fettled 
at Rome. He was fumifhed wiih a ihop at the public 
expenfe, and had firft the fumame given him of the Healer 
•f Wounds ; but this was afterwards changed to. that of 
me Executioner^ on account of the violetit methods he 
employed to effcd his cures. 200

Towards the 
eighth or ninth centvtry, paper began to be fabricated in

Akxander Spina^ a Spanifh monk, is acknowledged for 
the inventor of fpedtacles towards the year I2b5 

To Rt^ger hacony a learned monk of the Francifcan 
order, we oWe the invention of the camera obfcura. He 
gave alfo in his time a defcription of .difierent forts of 
mirrors. Some make him the inventor of fpedacles and 
of gunpowder. He was born at Ilchefter in the year 1 2 1 6, 
and died 1297 
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John Ghiof or Quya^ bcirn '4t Melphey in the kingdom 
of Naples, is celebrated for ha¥ing conftruded the firft 
mariner*! compafr^ towards 1300 ; he omameated the pot At 
of the needle with a ^eur de Ut^ which was the arms pf 
the Duke of Anjou, then King of Naples. It is from this 
invention that the navigation of the modems is fo greatly 
fuperior to that of the ancients. 

The invention 6f gunpowd^ is prior to the monk Ba^ 
thold Schwart%y whOy according to tradition, accidentally 
made the difcovery in 1330. It was employed in ths 
twelfth centi^ry in the mines of Rameliberg, near Goilar. 
H^^nry^ count Palatine of the Rhine» fon of Henry iht 
Lion^mstd^ it in i2Q0 to blow up the walls of a c^ftle 
near Treves. Th^ ufe that has been made of it in battle 
U hot more remote than the thirteenth or fourteenth ' 
century. . i , 

PlayiQg cards were invented in Francei as it i» faid, by 
a painter* named Jacquemin Qrigmneur^ towards the year 
1388 ; but they were known in Germany pnrior to thati 
time. 

The Venetians were the firft in Europe who blew glaf§ 
for mirrors. In the thirteenth century they were the 
only people who were "poffeffed of the fecret ; but towards 
the fiifteenth century looking glafies were fabricated bj 
other nations, and began to be generally ufed. 

The invention of Painting in Oi/, whi^ is generally 
attra>uted to John Fan Eyk^ bom at Mafeyk in 1410, it 
much more ancient ; it was known in the thirteenth cen- 
tury. At Bohemia, in the cafUe of Carlftien, the froiit 
of an altar was found painted in oil on a gilt ground by 
Muiina in 4297* It is now to be feen in the gallery al 
Vienna^ where fimilar productions are likewife ihewn, by 
ifabolas Wurmfer of Straiburg, and by Tbeodoric oS 
Prague, of the fourteenth, centuiy. 

WiUiam Boekel^ a Dutch fifhernian, invented the art of 
curing herrings, a branch of comm^ce which has proved 
very advantageous to his country. 1416 

Eiigravingan ^mm/ preceded the invention of printing 
with moveable types. M> de Heine difcovered, in the 
CAofiCms/i ofBtuheim, oneof the moft ancient convents 
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of Germany, a leaf engraved in wood, repxefenting a, St. 
Chriflopher» with the date of 1423 

The art of Printing with moveable types was invented 
in 143p hjJobn Gutaiberg at Mayence. TTie firft proofs 
were done at Strafburg, and afterwards pededled at May* 
ence in 1440. The Dutch and Germans have to this 
day contended for the honor of the invention. 

Engramng with a Grawr is nearly of the fame date. 
It was invented by Ifrod Van Mtubdn at Bockholt, in 
die Biihoprick of Munfter, 1450 

• The origin of coaches is not more remote than the fif- 
teenth centmy ; the firft feen at Paris was that which 
LaiBflat^ King of Hungary and of Bohemia, fent to the 
Queenof France, confort of Ckdrla VIL towards that 
time. 

Jolm MvUer^ better known by the name of Rigitmton-^ 
tanuti borri at Kohgfberg^ a little city of Franconia, is the 
firft who, after the revival of the belles-lettres, applied 
himfelf to the makini^ ofaftronomical oblervations. He 
introduced the ufe of tangents in trigonometry, and was 
thefir(L who added the courfe of the fun, moon, and 
planets to the almanack, which, before his time, contained 
only church feftivals and the names of the faints. He 
was alfo the inventor of decimal arithmetic. He died at 
Rome in the year • 1476 

llie moft ancient^bobk, with cuts in wood, is that of 
Vita Criftiy printed at Augfburg in 1476 

The firft Pawnhroih^t^ or Mount of Piety^ as it was 
then called, was eftabliflied at Peroufe by fome charitable 
citizens for the relief of the diftrefTeu. It was imitated 
by Pope ^extiis IV, who- inftttuted one at Savona ; 
;^nd fimilar eflbaliihments are now common throughout 
Europe. 1479 

Bartholomev} Diaz, a Portttgueie, &t& difcovered the 
Cape of Good Hope. 1486 

Chri/lopher Columbut, a Genoefe, is ufually confidered 
as having difcpvered the fourth quarter of our giobe in 
1492. The family of Bothem^ at Nuremburg, however, 
difpute the honor with him, and pretend that the difcov* 
ery was made by one of tlieir anceftorsy named Martin 
jBo^eim, They fupport their affertion on the teftimony of 
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Ptgi^hetiat ^ Spanifh author who was cotemporary. Un- 
grateful pofterity has named the difcovered country after 
jimerieus Fefpuciusy a Florentine, and has alluded neither 
to Boebeim nor Cohtm^t, 

Vafco de Gamdr a Portuguefe, is the firft who doubled 
the Cape of Good Hope : he landed in the Eaft Indies 
in 14^ 

The firft pocket watches, with springs, were made by 
Peter /^4?/r,' at Nuremberg, in 1500; they were called 
Nuremberg Egg*, on account; of their form, which was 
oval. Seventy years after, they were firft brought into 
England. 

Peter of Navarre^ a Spanifh general, invented mtn«s 
for the attack and defence of towns in 1503 

The firfl who made and publiftied a co)le6kion of an- 
cient tnfcriptions is Conrad Peutingery of Augfbul^g, to- 
wards the fame time. 

Sehafiian Munjkr, bom at Ingclheim in the Palatinate, 
at the beginning of the fixteenth century reeftaUilhed the 
life of fHn-diali. 1510 

i/rift/ff^ is an invention of the Celebrated jllbert Durer^ 
who died in 1526 His portrait of St. Jerome, engraved 
in this manner, was done in 1512 

ThtT^accoplani, which the Spaniards found in .Yu- 
catan in 1520, was not introduced into Europe till fome 
years after. Sir IValtef Raielgh was the firft, who, on Ws^ 
return from Virginia, introduced the practice of fmoking 
tobacco into England ; and fome young Englifimien, who 
went to purfue tneir ftudies at Leyden» taught it after- 
wards to the Dutch. 

Magellan is the firft who, in the year 1519, failed 
round the world in the fpace of 1 124 days. Fifty eigh 
years after. Sir Franca Drake did the fame in 1056 days t 
and twenty years after him, Thomas CavenS/b made the 
fame voyage in 777 days. In our days the celebrated 
Captain Codk and othevii have performed it in lefs time., 

The cuftom of wearing powder in the hair is not more 
remote than the middle of the fifteenth century. Before 
that time it was confined to the comedians, who only nfed 
it when at the theatre, and took greaJt care to comb it 
^t before they left it. 15^ 
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Nicholas Copenticuft a native of Thorn in Prnffia, and 
a canon of Worms, is the father of aftroncwny among the 
modems, and the author of a fyftem of the world, which, 
by the obfervations and experience of more than two 
centaries, has been found true. He died in 154S

porcelain waa<brown ; but white was made in 1709 

Baribolomew Gu/mM, a Jefuit, in 1729, at Liib(»^ 
caufed an aeroftatic machine, in the form of a bird, to 
be conftruded, and made it to afcend, by means of a fixe 
lighted, in the prefence of the King, Queen, and a great 
number of fpedators. Unfortunately, in rifing, it ftruck 
againft a coriiiih, was tor% and fell tp the ground. I'he 
inventor purpofed renewing his experiment, but the peo* 
ple had announced him to the Inquifition as a forcerer, 
and he withdrew into Spain, \t4iere he died in an hof* 
pital.

The firft Soeuiy of Infitrance for fires, wa« eftabliflied in 
the Elaborate of Hanover. Thofe of London and Paris 
do not bear date till about the year 1740 ; but the true 
founders of thefe inftitutions were the Jews, feveral cen- 
turies before^ at the time when the Chriftians he^d all pe« 
cuniary intereft in abhorrence.

He gav^ the theory 
in 17^7 and 1737, He alfo difcovered the variation o( 
the axis of the earth from the plane of the ecliptic, the 
period of which is nine years-

Mr. John Harrtfony a. moft ficcurate mechanic, invented 
S| pendulum, called a Tim<^ keeper, to afceitain the lon« 
gitude ^en at fea.

It was 
proved by the Tartar man of war, in a voyage from

While we are boailing of thefe inventions, and 
even paying premiums for them, we are ignorant whether 
or not the eSe& correfponds to the end propofed. 

Kletnfchrmdty geometrician to the Landgrave of -Heffe* 
CafTel, is the inventor of a very ufeful indruement for 
meafuring, from one ftation, a piece of land of three 
leagues extent, and laying it down, by means of the fame 
inftrument, on paper witli the greateft exadlnefs. The 
conftru^aion of this inftrument is fo fimple, that a man 
without any experience in land furveying is able, with 
little inftrudtlon, to make ufe of it ivith all the exaftnefs 
requifite This invention may be of great utility t^ 
land furveyors, engineers, to thofe who lay down geo- 
graphical maps, &c. Inftruments of this kind are. now 
conftruaed after the model of the original. 1770 

Mr. jP. X, Hoffmann^ a native of Bavaria, is the in- 
ventor of rules and principles, .faid* to be inconteftible, by 
which children may be taught to read in the fpace of 
thirty hours ; and a pcrfon of riper age in lefs time, as he 
proved before commilfioners appointed to judge from the 
examples. It is a pity, for the fake of fociety, that thit 
invention is not more known. 1772 

In the war between England and America, and during 
the laft between England and France, a new fort of can- 
ncrn was invented, called Caronadet^ which ^rod balls from 
^ to lOi pounds weight; whereas, before, the moft 
Weighty were oidy 48 pounds ; and it is affirmed that 
Aefe caronades are as eafy to move as cannon which fire 
balls of only 24? pounds. 

M. d^ Kemyiir, a Hungarian, was the inventor of a 
niachine or automaton, which played at chefs with any 
living perfon, and anfwered all kinds of quftions put to 
»t by letters, properly arranged. This ingenious invention 
i^e exhibited to the curious in different parts of Europe.

Mr. Her/cbelf has alfo difcovered 1300 nebulous ftars, 
and has determined their fituaticn : he is of opinioii that 
they are fixed ftars, and fo many folar fyftems. 

The (ame celd>rated obferver has alio remarked on the 
dark fide of the moon a luminous fpeckf which he be-! 
lieyes to be the fire of a volcano. 

HMy thinks he has obferved lightning in the moon. 
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JSidncU affirms that he has difcovered a light that pafles 
over the fpot called piaio, and takes it for die rays of the 
ftta falling upon n cavky on the fide<yi the faid fpot. 

T>dn Utloay bbferved a cavity which pafles acrofa the 
t>ody of this fatellite. Other learned men tell us that it it 
a frozen body, on which there are no organized beiogs* 

From the^ oMe r ra ttons \t appears mat we are better 
acquainted with our fatellite and near neighboux^ the mocm 
than with the other planets and fixed ft^. 

In 1793, M. Chafpe^ a Frenchman, conftm^ted a l^el- 
egraph, which was the firft ever applied to u&fQl.pnq>ofeSf 
though he cannot be called the original inventor. 'Ilie 
Greeks undoubtedly had a method of conveymg intcUi*
